Brevities. 

There  is  only  one  doctor  to  attend  2,000  people  at  Tolles- 
bury,  Essex,  and  not  a  chemist  or  dentist  within  nine  miles. 

A  verdict  of  accidental  death  was  returned  at  Battersea 
on  February  27  in  the  case  of  Maud  Alice  Barber,  a  nine- 
months-old  child,  who  was  suffocated  through  swallowing 
a  soothing  teat. 

A  porter  in  the  employ  of  Messrs.  Bleasdale,  Ltd.,  whole- 
sale chemists,  York,  has  been  sentenced  to  six  months' 
imprisonment  for  stealing  a  large  quantity  of  goods  from 
his  employers,  with  whom  he  had  been  for  twenty-five  years. 

The  Bradford  inspector  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts  has  been  suspended  by  the  Health  Committee, 
with  a  view  to  dismissal,  for  serious  neglect  of  duty  which 
imperilled  the  interests  of  honest  trading  by  a  very  hesi- 
tating policy  in  regard  to  the  prosecution  of  cases  of 
adulteration. 

At  Grimsby  on  February  22,  John  Robert  Bingley  was 
committed  for  trial  on  a  charge  of  administering  poison  to 
cattle  belonging  to  his  employer,  a  contractor  and  farmer,  of 
Cieethorpes.  Several  cattle  were  found  suffering  acutely, 
and  three  are  dead.  It  is  alleged  that  carbolic  acid  and 
iveed-killer  had  been  mixed  with  the  hay. 

At  North  London  Police  Court  on  February  27,  Messrs. 
Betts  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  tinfoil-capsule  makers,  Wharf  Eoad, 
City  Road,  E.G.,  were  fined  40/.,  and  3/.  3s.  costs,  for 
neglecting  to  comply  with  an  order  to  provide  adequate 
means  for  escape  from  fire  by  their  workpeople  at  their 
branch  works,  Batavia  Mills,  Elthorne  Road,  Holloway 
Road,  N. 

Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson,  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  in  his  capacity  as  a  member  of  the  London  County 
Council,  seconded  an  amendment  referring  back  the  Edu- 
cational Committee's  proposal  to  form  a  botanical  garden 
at  Golder's  Hill  for  "the  purpose  of  supplying  botanical 
specimens  for  the  Council's  schools.  The  amendment  was 
defeated. 

At  the  Barry  Police  Court  on  Monday,  three  Greek 
officers  of  the  "steamship  Attiki  were  fined  12/.  15s.  and 
costs,  or  in  default  fourteen  days'  imprisonment,  for  the 
importation  of  6  lb.  6  oz.  of  saccharin,  the  treble  duty 
and  value  of  which  was  38/.  5s.  A  portion  of  the  saccharin 
was  found  in  the  chief  engineer's  berth,  and  the  rest  in 
the  crank-pit  of  the  engine. 

A  meeting  of  the  Yorkshire  Section  of  the  Society  of 
Chemical  Industry  was  held  at  the  Queen's  Hotel,  Leeds,  on 
February  26,  when  papers  were  read  on  "The  Estimation 
of  Ammonia  in  Used  Lime  Liquors"  by  Messrs.  H.  R. 
Procter  and  D.  McCandlish,  and  "An  Investigation  of  the 
Barium  and  Calcium  Salts  of  Gallic,  Protocatechuic,  and 
Digallic  Acids"  by  Messrs.  H.  R.  Procter  and  H.  G. 
Bennett. 

Mr.  David  Howard,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  was  the  Chairman  of 
the  West  Ham  Bench  last  Saturday,  when  a  young  barmaid 
was  charged  with  pilfering,  and,  in  ordering  a  remand,  he 
remarked  that  most  of  his  brother  Justices  held  very  strong 
views  as  to  the  employment  of  girls  in  public-houses.  It 
was  in  every  way  undesirable,  for  it  placed  temptations  in 
their  path,  and  they  took  the  opportunity  of  publicly  stating 
their  objection  to  the  practice. 

The  annual  general  meeting  of  the  governors,  donors,  and 
subscribers  of  the  London  Homoeopathic  Hospital  was  held 
at  the  hospital  on  February  22,  under  the  presidency  of 
Mr.  J.  P.  Stilwell,  J.P.,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment. The  Secretary's  report  stated  that  the  expense  of 
the  institution  during  the  past  year  showed  a  considerable 
diminution  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  there  had  been  an 
increase  in  1904  of  116  in-patients  and  1.556  out-patients. 
The  deficit  on  the  ordinary  income  and  expenditure  account 
was  only  425/.,  against  a  deficit  of  2,872/.  in  1904.

Ltd.,  in  regard  to  the  forecourt  of  No.  3  Imperial  Buildings, 
London  Road,  S.E.,  for  70/.    The  amount  claimed  was  210/. 

Natural  History  in  Worth  London. 
Large  as  is  the  number  of  natural-history  societies  now 
established  in  the  metropolis,  it  is  but  rarely  that  the  "  man 
in  the  street  "  is  afforded  an  ocular  proof  of  their  existence 
and  vitality.  One  of  these  occasions  was  last  Saturday, 
when  the  North  London  Society  gave  its  fourteenth  annual 
exhibition  at  the  Hackney  Technical  Institute.  As  usual, 
the  entomological  exhibits  were  the  principal  feature  of  the 
exhibition.  In  the  cases  ranged  on  the  tables  in  the  main 
hall  one  could  see  butterflies  and  moths  characteristic  of 
almost  every  clime,  from  China  to  Peru  and  from  Norway 
to  Central  Africa.  The  chief  interest  of  the  show  centred 
in  the  magnificent  series  of  many  of  our  commoner  British 
species  whic  h  had  been  arranged  by  various  exhibitors.  Mr. 
Frederick  J.  Hanbury,  F.L.S.,  F.E.S.,  exhibited  very 
largely  in  this  section,  while  a  selection  of  plants  from  his 
magnificent  herbarium  filled  the  tables  in  the  botanical 
department.  Some  fine  photographs  of  natural-history  ob- 
jects graced  the  walls  of  the  hall,  conspicuous  among  these 
being  examples  of  the  work  of  Messrs.  R.  B.  Lodge  and 
Oliver  G.  Pike.  The  most  successful  feature  of  the  whole 
exhibition  was  probably  the  battery  of  over  forty  micro- 
scopes marshalled  by  Mr.  J.  O.  Braithwaite  in  the  biological 
laboratory.  Two  short  lectures  by  Dr.  W.  H.  Martindale 
on  "  Radio-activity  "  were  delivered  in  the  well-filled  lecture 
theatre  room,  and  were  exceedingly  well  received  by  a  large 
audience.  The  Society  meets  at  the  Amhurst  Club,  Amhurst 
Road,  Hackney,  and  has  arranged  an  attractive  syllabus  of 
papers  for  the  ensuing  session.  Pharmacists  and  their 
friends  who  are  interested  in  entomology,  botany,  micro- 
scopy, geology,  zoology,  or  general  natural  history,  and  who 
may  wish  to  join,  should  communicate  with  Mr.  J.  O.

A  Chemist  Dragged  in. 
Dr.  R.  L.  Guthrie,  deputy-coroner  for  N.E.  London 
held  an  inquiry  at  the  Hackney  Coroner's  Court  on  Wednes 
day,  February  28,  respecting  the  death  of  Clara  Isabella 
Malin  (33),  a  mother's  help,  lately  residing  at  31  Cadogan 
Terrace,  Victoria  Park.    It  transpired  in  the  course  of  the 
evidence  that  deceased  had  an  attack  of  diarrhoea,  and  her 
mistress  sent  to  Mr.  Clark,  chemist,  Cassland  Road,  with 
instructions  to  say  what  was  the  matter  and  ask  for  a  bottle 
of  medicine.    This  the  chemist  supplied.    Mr.  John  Clark 
194  Cassland  Road,  was  called,  and  stated  that  he  rem  em 
bered  dispensing  the  medicine,  which  was  a  diarrhoea  mix 
ture  kept  in  stock.    It  was  made  according  to  formula 
No.  141.  Mr.  Douglas  who  got  it  called  afterwards  for  thr 
pennyworth  of  cough-mixture  and  told  him  that  he  had  had 
a  bottle  of  diarrhoea  mixture  the  day  previous,  and  after 
the  lady  had  taken  two  doses  the  diarrhoea  had  ceased.  The 
Coroner  closely  examined  Mr.  Clark  about  the  mixture, 
telling  him  that  prescribing  was  contrary  to  the  law.  The 
medical  evidence  showed,  however,  that  the  diarrhoea  and 
medicine  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  woman's  death,  which 
was  due  to  pulmonary  congestion  and  early  stages  of  pneu 
monia,  and  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  accordingly. 
The  Dangers  of  Ethyl  Chloride. 
An  inquest  was  held  at  Westminster,  on  February  23,  on 
the  body  of  the  late  Rector  of  Deene,  Northamptonshire, 
who  died  under  an  anaesthetic  during  a  dental  operation. 
Dr.  Warburton  Browne,  practising  at  1  Charles  Street, 
Mayfair,  deposed  that  deceased  went  to  him  for  the  purpose 
of  having  four  teeth  extracted.    Ethyl  chloride  was  ad- 
ministered by  Dr.  Alexander  Brown,  of  Bartholomew  Road, 
Kentish  Town,  and  deceased  went  under  its  influence  in 
about  a  minute.    Three  teeth  were  extracted,  and  then  it 
was  noticed  that  deceased  had  become  feeble.  Artificial 
means  were  resorted  to  in  order  to  bring  deceased  round, 
but  without  effect,  and  death  subsequently  took  place.  The 
anaesthetic  was  administered  from  an  inhaler.      He  had 
known  ethyl  chloride  to  be  used  for  three  or  four  years,  and 
was  unaware  that  there  was  any  danger  in  its  use.  Dr. 
Alexander  Brown  deposed  to  administering  the  anaesthetic 
after  examining  the  deceased.    He  had  used  it  in  private 
practice,  hospitals,  and  schools  in  numerous  cases.  De- 
ceased was  given  an  average  dose  of  the  anaesthetic.  He 
had  never  known  of  any  action  from  it  which  would  dan- 
gerously depress  the  heart.    The  case  under  consideration 
was  the  only  case  he  had  heard  of  heart- failure  from  this

He  should  like  to  know  whether  the  medical  officers  were 
prescribing  something  of  a  more  expensive  character  in  the  • 
way  of  drugs.    The  Rev.  M.  Pritchard  said  if  there  was  a 
larger  consumption  of  drugs  that  was  a  matter  within  the 
province  of  the  medical  officers.    If  such  was  the  case,  then 
it  meant  that  they  were  supplying  alcohol  in  a  proper  form. 
Mr.  Tom  Watts  thought  there  was  as  much  room  for  fault 
finding  in  regard  to  administering  drugs  as  the  spirit  itself. 
It  was  a  case  of  the  spirit-bill  going  down  and  the  drug-bill 
going  up.    Mr.  Skinner  said  he  should  like  some  authorita- 
tive information  on  that  point,  and  therefore  he  asked  for 
a  comparative  return  of  the  cost  of  drugs  in  the  period 
covered  by  the  report.    It  was  agreed  that  the  return  should 
be  preprred. 

Manchester  Notes. 
In  a  discussion  which  followed  the  reading  of  a  paper  on 
the  "Laws  of  Health"  before  the  Manchester  Health 
Society,  the  use  of  patent  medicines  was  condemned. 

Ernest    Harold   Bagnall    (30),    Crumpsall,    a  research 
hemist  with  Messrs.  Levinstein,  Ltd.,  Blackley,  scratched 
his  leg  on  January  12  by  knocking  it  against  a  bag  containing 
chemicals,  and,  neglecting  it,  died  from  blood-poisoning  on> 
February  22. 

The  Aural  and  Optical  Co.  has  offered  to  present  to  the 
Manchester  Ear-hospital  one  of  its  machines,  known  as  the 
Akou-Vibra-Massage,"  for  the  treatment  of  catarrhal  and 
other  similar  forms  of  deafness.  The  Glasgow  Ear,  Nose,, 
and  Throat  Hospital  has  accepted  one  of  the  machines,  and 
has  been  using  it  for  some  months. 

Dr.  W.  Inglis  Clark,  a  well-known  figure  in  pharma- 
ceutical circles  in  Edinburgh,  delivered  a  lecture  recently 
before  a  large  gathering  of  the  members  of  the  Manchester 
Rucksack  Club  on  mountaineering  in  Scotland.  Dr.  Clark, 
who  is  one  of  the  leading  amateur  photographers  north  of 
the  Tweed,  illustrated  his  remarks  with  a  splendid  series 
of  slides  from  his  own  photographs,  the  great  majority 
being  winter  scenes.  The  lecture,  which  was  reported  at 
considerable  length  in  the  "  City  News,"  was  concluded  by 
an  exhibition  of  pictures  showing  the  effects  of  the  fog 
crystals  upon  grass,  plants,  and  heather,  the  lecturer  men- 
tioning incidentally  the  profusion  of  flowers  to  be  found  in 
the  springtime  on  the  "  Castle,"  one  of  the  buttresses  of  Ben 
Nevis. 

Logan's  Qu:et  :s. 
At  Manchester  Police  Court  on  February  23,  Arthur  Logan 
was  sentenced  to  three  months'  imprisonment  for  fraud. 
Logan  has  been  known  to  the  drug-trade  for  many  years  in 
connection  with  a  watch-advertising  scheme  he  worked,  and 
a  letter  of  warning  from  Mr.  E.  Melling,  of  Brynn,  regard- 
ing the  "Union  Watch  Co." — Logan's  trading  title — was 
published  in  the  correspondence  columns  of  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  of  February  10  (p.  241).  The  conviction  of 
Losran — Cair.ercn  Losan  he  sometimes  called  himself — was

secured  mainly  on  the  evidence  of  Mr.  John  Cleworth, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Ducie  Street,  Oxford  Road,  Man- 
chester, and  of  another  Manchester  chemist.  The  evidence 
was  to  the  effect  that  the  prisoner,  who  gave  his  business 
address  as  Alwyn  Road,  Fallowfield,  had  obtained  three 
separate  sums  of  10s.  from  different  shopkeepers  whom  he 
had  induced  to  try  his  method  of  advertising  their  busi- 
nesses by  means  of  distributive  cards.  It  was  found  that 
there  had  been  no  distribution  of  the  cards.  The  prisoner 
also  got  people  to  take  up  agencies  in  the  watch  company. 
It  was  found  that  not  only  was  this  a  bogus  concern  carried 
on  by  himself,  but  that  the  watches,  which  he  represented 
to  be  worth  1/.  each,  were  really  worth  only  a  shilling  or  two. 

Midland  Notes. 

At  an  inquest  held  at  Coventry  on  the  body  of  a  cigar- 
merchant,  evidence  was  given  that  Mr.  H.  W.  Jones,  F.I.C. 
(of  Wyleys,  Ltd.),  had  found  in  the  stomach  of  the  de- 
ceased "  a  trifle  over  a  fluid  ounce  of  morphine." 

The  private  residence  of  Mr.  Edward  Woolf,  druggists' 
sundriesman,  in  Bristol  Road,  Birmingham,  was  broken  into 
by  burglars  on  February  24.  It  was  found  that,  although 
several  valuables  had  been  placed  ready  for  removal,  only 
a  few  articles  of  small  value  were  taken  away. 

A  fire  broke  out  on  February  24  at  the  surgical-dressings 
factory  of  W.  G.  Taylor,  at  Alum  Rock,  Saltley.  The  out- 
break occurred  in  a  room  in  which  wool  is  dried,  but  the 
prompt  arrival  of  the  Birmingham  Fire-brigade  kept  the 
fire  within  very  small  compass.  The  business  has  not  been 
interfered  with,  and  the  slight  damage  is  fully  covered  by 
insurance. 

There  is  some  useful  preparatory  work  progressing  in 
Birmingham  in  view  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Confer- 
ence meeting  in  July.  The  Mayoral  ball  and  social  gather- 
ing held  the  other  day  was  a  brilliant  success,  and  was  a 
foretaste  of  what  pharmacists  and  their  wives  and  daughters 
will  experience  later.  Among  the  pharmacists  present  at 
the  recent  Mayoral  gathering  were  Mr.  Alderman  Clayton, 
Mr.  Thomas  Barclay,  Mr.  Alfred  Southall,  Mr.  G.  Southall, 
Mr.  Marshall  Freeman,  and  others. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Birmingham  General  Dispensary  on 
Wednesday,  February  28,  it  was  reported  that  the  expendi- 
ture had  decreased  by  1.103/.,  of  which  791/.  was  due  to 
the  smaller  amount  expended  on  drugs.    The  large  expendi- 
ture on  drugs  in  previous  years  had  been  the  subject  of 
inquiry  by  a  special  sub-committee,  which  recommended 
that  the  bulk  of  the  more  expensive  drugs  should  be  pur- 
chased quarterly,  and  only  a  small  portion  on  a  yearly 
contract ;  the  previous  arrangement  having  been  for  an 
annual  contract  for  the  whole  supply  of  drugs  at  a  specified 
price,  the  quantities  being  approximated.    This  recom- 
mendation was  unanimously  adopted,  with  a  satisfactory 
result.    As  a  further  check,  the  medical  officers  were  asked 
to  economise  in  their  prescriptions  where  practicable  with- 
out reducing  their  efficacy. 

Alderman  Cook  remarked  that,  seeing  that  the  dispensary 
had  been  able  to  make  such  a  reduction  in  the  cost  at  that 
institution,  he  did  not  see  why  the  various  other  hospitals 
in  the  city  _  should  not  consider  their  drug-account.  It 
seemed  to  him  that  the  medical  men  of  the  dispensary  had 
been  given  less  physic  and  more  relief. 

Athletics. 

A  football  match  between  Newcastle  Pharmacy  and 
Wallsend  Wednesday  Clubs  took  place  at  Wallsend  on  Feb- 
ruary 28,  and  resulted  in  a  win  for  Pharmacy  by  six  goals 
to  one.  Godfrey  (three),  Nilson  (two),  and  Elliott  were  the 
scorers  for  Pharmacy,  while  Cassidy  scored  for  Wallsend. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Notts  Chemists'  Athletic  Club 
was  held  at  Calvert's  Cafe,  Nottingham,  on  February  27, 
when  there  was  a  good  attendance  considering  the  inclement 
weather.  Mr.  T.  Wilson  occupied  the  chair,  and  those 
present  included  Messrs.  A.  Eberlin,  Middleton,  Carr,  Free- 
man, Parkes,  Adamson,  Platter,  Turton,  F.  Wood,  French, 
Lee,  Beverley,  and  H.  C.  Prince  (Hon.  Secretary).  The 
annual  report  was  adopted.  A  satisfactory  financial  posi- 
tion was  disclosed  in  the  balance-sheet.  The  batting- 
averages  were  headed  by  Mr.  H.  C.  Prince,  12.75;  and  in 
the  bowling  department  Mr.  G.  J.  R.  Parkes  had  the  best 
average  with  4.73.  A  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded 
Mr.  Wilson  for  his  valuable  services  as  President  and  for 


his  hospitality.  Mr.  Eberlin  was  elected  President,  and 
the  other  officers  chosen  were  :  Vice-Presidents,  Messrs. 
Ashby,  Beverley,  Bolton,  Ellis,  Middleton,  Sergeant,  Wid- 
dowson,  and  Wilson;  Captain,  Mr.  C.  F.  Carr,  in  place  of 
Mr.  W.  Lee,  resigned;  Vice-Captain,  Mr.  E.  E.  H.  Turton; 
Treasurer,  Mr.  G.  J.  R.  Parkes,  in  place  of  Mr.  T.  L. 
Beverley,  resigned;  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  H.  C.  Prince. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

The  election  expenses  of  Mr.  Batty  Langley,  M.P.,  have 
been  returned  as  904/.  3s.  lUil.  Pharmacists  may  well  ask 
if  it  were  worth  while. 

Mr.  S.  P.  Lowe,  chemist  and  druggist,  is  removing  from 
his  present  premises  at  No.  42  London  Road  and  1  Lans- 
downe  Road  to  No.  48  London  Road,  close  by. 

Among  the  candidates  selected  to  be  interviewed  by  the 
committee  for  the  appointment  of  public  analyst  and  bac- 
teriologist for  Bristol  was  Mr.  John  Evans,  F.I.C,  F.C.S., 
Ph.C,  a  member  of  the  Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and 
Chemical  Society. 

The  Shop-hours  Act  is  much  to  the  front  just  now  in 
Sheffield,  the  camps  being  divided  into  two  opposing  forces 
— the  backers  of  the  Shop-assistants'  Association  on  the  one 
side  and  a  number  of  firms  who  object  to  being  arbitrarily 
compelled  to  close  on  a  given  day  on  the  other. 

A  Yankee  manufacturer  was  in  Sheffield  last  week  who 
had  a  poor  opinion  of  the  enterprise  of  British  wholesale 
drug-houses.  He  declared  that  he  had  tried  for  a  whole 
week  to  get  powdered  silicate  of  soda  in  London,  and  when 
he  did  get  it  the  price  per  lb.  was  about  ten  times  what  he 
paid  in  America.  "  I  asked  them  for  60  per  cent,  silicate 
of  soda,  and,"  he  declared,  "they  didn't  know  what  it 
was !  " 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  local  Association  one  of 
the  speakers  complained  that  Messrs.  Burroughs  Well- 
come &  Co.  supply  malt-and-oil  (which  they  list  at  2s.  6d. 
per  lb.)  to  local  hospitals  at  6d.  per  lb.,  and  Messrs.  Oppen- 
heimer  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  supply  hospitals  with  palatinoids  at 
9c/.  a  gross.  These  and  other  firms,  he  explained,  say  that 
they  only  supply  on  this  low  scale  to  charitable  institutions, 
but  the  speaker  said  that  explanation  cannot  apply  to  Poor- 
law  institutions.  His  grievance  was  that  doctors  attached 
to  the  institutions  learn  of  these  low  prices,  and  expect 
local  chemists  to  supply  them  with  the  goods  at  the  same 
rate,  no  explanation  satisfying  them  as  to  the  chemist's 
inability  to  sell  at  the  charitable  prices. 

Our  old  friend  Mr.  Robert  Butterworth,  chemist  and 
druggist  and  auctioneer,  was  discovered  cn  his  old  stand, 
outside  the  Punch  Bowl  on  the  Moor,  one  night  last  week 
(writes  a  Sheffield  correspondent).  He  was  offering  malt- 
and-oil  at  Is.,  which  he  challenged  anyone  in  his  audience  to 
buy  in  any  chemist's  shop  in  the  city  under  4s.  6d.,  offering 
to  forfeit  a  dozen  bottles  if  he  lost.  The  familiar  orange- 
quinine  wine  was  again  to  the  fore,  but  his  most  interesting 
announcement  was  that  his  goods  could  be  obtained  at  the 
absurdly  low  prices  at  which  they  were  offered  by  auction  at 
39  Ecclesall  Road.  A  visit  to  that  place  showed  it  to  be  a 
shop  bearing  on  the  painted  windows  the  simple  legend 
"  Manchester  Drug  Co.,"  so  apparently  we  have  been 
entertaining  angels  unawares. 

Chemists'  Licences. 

The  Southend-on-Sea  Bench  on  February  21  transferred 
the  medicated-wine  licence  attached  to  the  chemist's  business 
at  140  Broadway,  Southend,  from  Mr.  Coldwell  to  Mr.  E.  A. 
Holloway,  chemist  and  druggist. 

At  the  adjourned  Plymouth  Licensing  Sessions  on  Feb- 
ruary 27,  the  Chief  Constable  said  that  at  the  previous 
sitting  he  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  two  chemists'  shops 
— those  of  Messrs.  Martin  &  Palmer,  East  Street,  and  of  Mr. 
Goodman,  Mutley  Plain — had  their  windows  dressed  like 
those  of  a  public-house,  but  Messrs.  Martin  &  Palmer  had 
since  cleared  one  window  and  partly  another,  and  Mr.  Good- 
man had  totally  cleared  his.    The  licences  were  renewed.

The  money  was  spent  in  company  with 
other  lads  at  music-halls.  The  prisoner  was  bound  over,  as 
Mr.  Taylor  did  not  wish  to  press  the  charge.

Some  Guar- 
dians are  advertising  that  only  tenders  from  Irish  firms 
will  be  considered.

tfrencb  IRews. 

(From  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 


The  Election"  of  Sir  William  Crookes  as  a  member  of 
the  Academy  of  Sciences  has  produced  a  certain  number  of 
articles  in  the  French  papers,  which  take  more  notice  of 
pure  science  than  the  English  dailies.  The  "Journal,"  for 
instance,  gives  a  column  article  and  a  portrait,  concluding 
with  the  remark  that  Sir  William  "  has  in  his  green  old  age 
(verte  vicillcs.se)  preserved  that  activity  of  mind  which  is 
the  eternal  youth  of  savant*." 

Laennec  Hospital  for  Tuberculosis. — In  a  remarkable 
report  presented  by  M.  Leon  Bourgeois  to  the  Council  of 
Public  Assistance  in  the  name  of  the  Committee  on  Tuber- 
culosis, the  ex-Prime  Minister  of  France  proposes  to  combat 
tuberculosis  in  Paris  by  (1)  dispensaries,  (2)  hospitals  in 
Paris,  (3)  sanatoria  outside  Paris.  For  the  erection  of  the 
first  hospital  he  proposes  to  take  the  grounds  of  Laennec,  the 
ex-convent  through  which  the  British  pharmacists  were 
shown  by  Professor  Bourquelot  on  the  occasion  of  their 
visit  to  Paris  last  summer.  The  Council  appears  to  favour 
the  idea. 

Serums  at  the  Academy  of  Medicine. — M.  Brunon, 
director  of  the  Rouen  School  of  Medicine,  stated  that 
Chantemesse's  serum  had  reduced  the  typhoid  mortality  in 
the  General  Hospital  of  the  Norman  capital  from  17  per 
cent,  to  3  per  cent.,  and  that  all  patients  treated  the  first 
week  had  been  cured.  M.  Vaillard's  antidysentery  serum 
was  the  subject  of  another  communication  at  the  same 
meeting.  M.  Vaillard  is  director  of  the  School  of  Military 
Hygiene  at  Lyons.  He  obtains  his  serum  from  horses  in 
the  usual  way,  and  claims  remarkable  results  in  the 
"  bacillary "  form  of  dysentery,  which  he  distinguishes 
from  the  "  amibian  "  species  of  the  same  malady. 

Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy. — The  finances  of  this 
Society  appear  to  be  in  a  flourishing  condition.  M.  Leroy, 
the  late  Treasurer,  left  a  legacy  of  800/.  (20.000f.),  of  which 
400/.  was  immediately  realisable.  Although  about  20  per 
cent,  of  the  amount  was  swallowed  up  by  legacy-duties,  etc. 
(which  are  apt  to  be  as  heavy  in  France  as  elsewhere),  a 
substantial  addition  was  made  to  the  funds.  The  entire 
capital  is  now  over  oO.OOOf.  (1.200/.),  mostly  invested  in 
Consols,  but  partly  Ln  Western  Railway  bonds,  and  bringing 
in  a  revenue  of  about  40/.  per  annum.  The  new  corre- 
sponding members  of  the  Society  are  Dr.  Jorissen,  Pro- 
fessor at  Liege  University,  and  Professor  Kremel,  Vienna. 
The  British  corresponding  members  are,  of  course, 
Messrs.  Atkins,  Carteighe,  Greenish,  Griffiths,  Idris,  and 
MacAlister.  [What  Griffiths  this  is,  no  one  seems  to  know. 
— Ed.]  The  system  of  periodically  infusing  "new  blood" 
recently  adopted  by  the  Society  cannot  but  assure  the 
perennial  youth  of  this  ancient  and  historic  body.  Within 
the  last  fourteen  months  eight  new  members  have  been 
added.  M.  Goris  is  a  hospital  pharmacist,  and  M.  Breteau 
an  army  pharmacist;  while  MM.  Thibault,  Lefevre,  Four- 
neau.  Gallois,  and  Cordier  represent  the  retail  trades. 
Another  excellent  idea  is  assuring  the  active  co-operation 
of  new  members  by  entrusting  to  them  such  delicate  opera- 
tions as  the  award  of  prizes,  etc. ;  they  thus  feel  at  once 
the  importance  and  responsibility  of  their  new  honours. 
To  make  room  for  the  new-comers,  a  certain  number  of 
members  are  put  on  the  "honorary"  list  yearly.  In  this 
case  the  names  include  some  of  the  best-known  and  most 
eminent.

Great 
Britain  1896  (of  Gourock,  Scotland),  to  practise  as  a  chemist 
and  druggist  in  the  Colony. 

Lime-juice  and  Disinfectants  Wanted. — The  "  Cape  of 
Good  Hope  Government  Gazette  "  of  January  26  announces 
that  tenders  will  be  received  until  April  20  at  the  office  of 
the  Controller  and  Auditor-General,  Cape  Town,  for  the 
supply  for  three  years  of  lime-juice  and  disinfectants  as 
specified  in  a  schedule  published  in  the  "  Gazette."  Tenders 
are  also  required  for  140,000  gal.  of  castor  oil  for  the  service 
of  the  Railway  Department. 

The  Northern  District  Chemists'  Association  now 
holds  its  meetings  at  Sneddon's  Bar,  Kimberley.  The 
President,  Mr.  E.  B.  Dunkerton,  left  to  take  charge  of 
Lennon's  branch  at  Bloemfontein  last  month.  He  was  pre- 
sented with  an  edition  dc  luxe  of  Thackeray's  works  at  a 
farewell  smoker  given  by  the  N.D.C.A.  Mr.  M.  Thane 
was  elected  President  at  the  last  meeting,  Mr.  J.  B.  Robinson 
is  Vice-President,  and  Mr.  C.  H.  Turpin  fills  the  vacancy  on 
the  committee. 

Natal. 

Malaria. — This  disease  is  by  no  means  confined  to 
Durban,  but  is  spreading  far  and  wide  along  the  coast.  It 
is  estimated  that  the  number  of  malaria  cases  has  now 
reached  two  thousand.  Consequently  chemists  in  the 
malarial  districts  are  kept  busy  principally  with  cachets, 
pills,  and  tablets  of  quinine.  Quinine  hydrochloride  is 
preferred  by  most  of  the  medical  men,  as  being  less  likely 
to  cause  stomach  trouble  than  the  sulphate. 

Chloroform  Case. — A  case  is  being  heard  in  Durban,  as 
the  mail  closes,  in  which  a  man  who  admitted  drinking 
absinthe  was  placed  under  the  care  of  a  medical  man  in 
Durban,  and  was  treated  with  morphine  injections  and 
chloroform,  the  combined  effects  of  which  are  presumed  to 
have  caused  death.  Several  medical  men  have  given  evi- 
dence regarding  the  treatment.  The  body  was  exhumed 
four  days  after  burial,  but,  according  to  the  evidence  of  the 
district  medical  officer,  no  trace  of  poison  could  be  found. 

Proposed  Plague  Agreement. — As  the  result  of  corre- 
spondence between  the  Natal  Government  and  the  Durban 
Corporation,  the  following  are  the  lines  on  which  an  amended 
plague  agreement  has  been  drawn  up.  The  Government  is 
prepared  to  maintain  the  plague-hospital  and  water-ambu- 
lance, and  treat  all  patients  and  suspects  free  of  charge.  The 
Corporation  will  remove  cases  of  plague  from  Government 
properties  in  (he  town,  properly  disinfect  and  destroy 
rats,  and  charge  the  Government  for  each  service  so 
rendered. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

Mr.  A.  Nicolson,  chemist  and  druggist,  formerly  in 
Messrs.  Ruff  el,  Ltd.,  has  started  in  business  on  his  own 
account  at  Brandfort.  • 

Business  in  the  Capital  has  been  very  quiet,  writes  a 
Bloemfontein  correspondent  on  February  5,  owing  to  the 
summer  holidays,  but  things  are  now  looking  up  a  little. 

Legislative. — In  the  "Government  Gazette"  of  Janu- 
ary 12,  a  notice  appears  signed  by  the  Lieut. -Governor  post- 
poning the  coming  into  operation  of  Subsection  G  of  the 
Medical  and  Pharmacy  Ordinance  (see  C.  <£■  D.,  Septem- 
ber 16.  1905,  p.  475)  until  October  1906.  The  same  issue 
also  contains  the  draft  of  the  proposed  Food  and  Drugs 
Ordinance  which  has  passed  its  second  reading  in  the  Legis- 


lative Council,  but  is  now  held  over  until  the  next  Session. 
The  draft  Ordinance  appears  to  aim  principally  at  the  use 
of  preservatives  in  foods,  milk,  etc.,  and  the  sale  of 
margarine  and  margarine  cheese. 

Rhodesia.

Transvaal. 

The  First  Section  of  the  electric  trams  are  expected  to 
be  running  in  Johannesburg,  writes  a  correspondent,  by  the 
end  of  February.

&  Barclay,  Birmingham,  who  is  at  present  on  a  business-trip 
in  South  Africa,  was  expected  on  the  Rand  shortly  after  the 
mail  left. 

Mr.  F.  Ingram,  of  Smit  Street,  Braamfontein,  has 
opened  his  branch  establishment  in  Twist  Street,  Hillbrow, 
on  the  route  of  the  new  electric  tramway.  The  pharmacy  is 
handsomely  fitted  up.

Canac-ian  IRotcs. 

(From  our  own  Correspondent.) 

Commercial  Travellers'  Tax. — Pending  consideration  of 
the  subject  by  the  Quebec  Legislature,  it  has  been  ruled  that 
"  for  the  remainder  of  the  present  fiscal  year,  which  ends 
June  30,  the  amount  of  the  tax  payable  "  in  the  province  of 
Quebec  by  commercial  travellers  will  be  $100. 

Canadian  Drug-combine. — The  arrangements  for  the 
combination  of  eighteen  of  the  Canadian  wholesale  drug- 
houses  were  completed  on  February  1.  The  affairs  of  the 
different  businesses  in  the  combine  (see  C.  &  D.  Decem- 
ber 30,  p.  1005)  are  at  preeent  being  carried  on  as  formerly, 
as  in  the  nature  of  things  the  changes  can  only  be  accom- 
plished gradually.  The  headquarters  of  the  National  Drug 
and  Chemical  Co. — as  the  new  combination  is  called— are 
established  at  32  St.  Gabriel  Street,  Montreal,  where  Mr. 
D.  W.  Bole,  the  president,  and  the  executive  officers  are 
in  charge.  These  include  Mr.  A.  B.  Evans,  the  second  vice- 
president,  Mr.  W.  J.  Kerry,  the  general  sales-agent, 
Mr.  Theo.  H.  Wardleworth,  the  general  purchasing-agent, 
and  others.  The  transference  of  $6.000.0UU  r.orth  of  esta- 
blished business-houses  has  been  effected  without  difficulty, 
and  the  arrangements  for  local  management  have  been  satis- 
factorily adjusted.  The  new  company  has  issued  a  circular 
giving  reasons  for  the  union.  Among  other  things  the 
circular  states  that  it  costs  the  wholesale  druggists  of 
Canada  over  15  per  cent,  of  their  turnover  to  run  their 
businesses,  and  this  is  more  than  the  gross  profit  on  a  very 
considerable  proportion  of  their  sales.  At  present  90  per 
cent,  of  the  chemicals  used  in  Canada  are  imported,  though 
many  of  them  might  be  made  in  the  country  if  the  output 
were  large  enough  to  warrant  the  expense  of  manufacture. 
The  united  sales  of  the  new  company  will  suffice  to  warrant 
the  manufacture  in  many  instances,  and  a  long  list  of  chemi- 
cals has  been  compiled,  all  of  which  may  be  manufactured 
profitably  under  the  new  conditions.  To  that  end  the 
establishment  of  a  new  factory  at  an  early  date  is  projected, 
and  the  manufacturing  branch  of  the  business  will  be  pushea 
1  to  the  utmost. 
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Inspector  of  Pharmacy. — A  new  law  has  recently  been 
enacted  in  Michigan  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a 
pharmacy  inspector,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  travel  round 
the  State*  and  ferret  out  violators  of  the  law  and  bring  them 
to  justice.    The  inspector  has  begun  work. 

Wood  Alcohol  has  been  found  within  the  last  few  years 
to  be  very  toxic,  but  it  is  still  being  used  in  the  preparation 
of  certain  toilet  and  proprietary  articles.  In  Xew  York 
City  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  has  prosecuted  every  manu- 
facturer and  retailer  using  wood  alcohol  in  pharmaceutical 
preparations,  and  the  practice  has  been  well-nigh  aban- 
doned. 

Pure-food  Bill. — A  report  from  Washington,  dated  Feb- 
ruary 21,  states  that  the  Senate  has  passed  almost  unani- 
mously the  amended  Pure-food  Bill,  the  purpose  of  which 
is  to  prevent  the  manufacture,  sale,  transportation,  importa- 
tion, or  export  of  adulterated,  wrongly  branded,  poisonous, 
or  deleterious  foods,  drugs,  medicines,  and  liquors,  and  to 
regulate  the  legitimate  traffic  in  foods,  drugs,  and  liquors. 

Removal. — Messrs.  Evans  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  wholesale  drug- 
gists, formerly  of  133  William  Street,  Xew  York, 
announce  their  removal  to  the  new  and  commodious  offices 
at  92  William  Street,  rooms  211  to  214,  and  that  after 
February  1  the  style  of  the  firm  will  be  known  as  Evans  Sons 
Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.  From  that  date  they  will  constitute 
a  branch  of  the  Liverpool  and  London  houses  of  that  name, 
the  change  being  made  necessary  by  the  fact  that  Evans  & 
Sons,  Ltd.,  have  recently  been  merged  into  the  National 
Drug  and  Chemical  Co.,  of  Canada. 

Poisonings. — An  interesting  series  of  statistics  has 
been  collected  showing  the  number  of  deaths  and  suicides 
within  the  last  three  months  of  1905  from  the  accidental 
or  intentional  administration  of  various  substances.  Of  the 
697  cases,  carbolic  acid  was  responsible  for  141,  morphine 
for  66,  laudanum  for  43,  and  strychnine  for  24.  Cocaine 
only  caused  seven  deaths,  and  wood  alcohol  had  the  same 
record.  There  were  but  four  deaths  from  patent  medicines 
of  all  kinds. 

Alcoholic  Proprietaries— It  has  been  explained  in  this 
column  how  eleven  patent  medicines  in  the  United  States 
have  been  declared  liquors  by  the  internal  Revenue  Authori- 
ties at  Washington,  and  have  been  denied  sale  except  as 
Liquors  under  proper  licence  conditions.  One  State  after 
another  has  followed  the  initiative  of  the  national  authori- 
ties, and  Georgia  and  Missouri  are  now  to  be  found  on  the 
list.  Georgia,  indeed,  has  passed  a  law  providing  that  such 
articles  can  only  be  sold  by  druggists  and  others  who  pav 
an  annual  liquor-tax  of  $1,000.  In  Missouri  a  regular  saloon 
licence,  which  costs  $618,  must  be  taken  out  annually.

It  is  alleged  that 
Freeman  had  failed  to  carry  out  the  contract  in  that  he  failed 
to  manufacture  the  substance  in  a  satisfactory  way.  that 
instead  of  using  the  money  in  the  manner  stipulated  he  spent 
it  on  the  improvement  of  the  building,  and  that  some  of  it 
went  to  pay  his  personal  debts.  The  answer  to  the  com- 
plaint is  that  the  experiments  have  not  been  failures,  that  a 
product  has  been  manufactured  which  has  stood  the  required 
tests,  and  that  the  company  has  not  carried  out  some  of  the 
provisions  of  the  contract.  The  plant  is  now  in  the  hands 
of  Freeman.

Indian  Supplies. — A  Committee  is  to  meet  soon,  under 
orders  from  Government,  to  report  upon  the  supply  of 
Government  stores  in  India.  The  idea  is  to  c^range  for 
obtaining  larger  supplies  of  goods  from  firms  and  factories 
in  the  country. 

Rubber-cultivation.- — A  proposal  is  now  before  the 
Malay  Straits  and  Ceylon  Planters'  Associations  to  obtain 
legislation  from  their  respective  Governments  to  prohibit 
the  export  of  rubber-seed.  The  avowed  object  is  to  prevent 
the  Dutch  planters  in  Java  and  Sumatra  from  opening  up 
large  areas  with  rubber. 

The  Shellac  Fire. — The  outbreak  of  fire  at  Messrs.  Ralli 
Bros.'  shellac-warehouse  at  Calcutta  on  January  31  (see 
C.  <L-  D..  February  3,  p.  209)  did  damage  amounting  to  about 
five  lakhs  of  rupees.  The  warehouse,  whicn  was  burnt  out, 
was  situated  in  close  proximity  to  the  establishment  of 
Messrs.  Smith,  Stanistreet  &  Co.,  wholesale  chemists  and 
druggists. 

The  Chinese  Xew  Year  is  just  over,  writes  a  Penang 
correspondent.  This  year  it  fell  on  January  25,  and  while 
exporters  at  home  vie  with  each  other  in  wishing  their 
English  clients  seasonable  compliments,  do  they  ever  think 
about  their  Chinese  customers  at  their  Xew  Year  ?  A  red 
card  (it  must  be  red  or  any  shade  from  pink  to  crimson, 
as  red  is  considered  the  colour  of  good  luck)  with  printed 
matter  in  gold  is  all  that  is  required,  and  the  Chinese  think 
a  great  deal  of  such  courtesies.  Above  all  it  is  business, 
and  it  pays. 

Indian  Merchandise-marks  Act. — The  Bengal  Chamber 
of  Commerce  have  addressed  the  Government  of  India  on 
the  subject  of  the  suggestions  made  by  the  latter  for  the 
modification  of  the  Indian  Merchandise-marks  Act  so  as  to 
abrogate  the  rule  which  requires  the  name  of  the  country  of 
origin  to  be  given  on  all  foreign  goods  entering  India,  and 
to  substitute  a  rule  whereby  such  goods  would  be  marked 
merely  as  of  foreign  produce  or  of  foreign  make.  The  com- 
mittee state  that  a  large  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Chamber  interested  in  the  matter  are  now  in  favour  of  such 
a  modification  in  the  law. 

Medicated  Wines. — An  important  Government  resolu- 
tion, now-  passed  into  law  at  Calcutta,  sets  finality  upon  the 
troubles  manufacturers  at  home  have  experienced  in  never 
knowing  how  they  stood  in  accepting  orders  from  retailers 
in  this  country  for  medicated  wines  (such  as  "  Yibrona," 
"  Marza,"  "  Wincarnis,"  etc.).  An  Excise  circular  (Order 
Xo.  7992  B).  now  issued,  states  that  "  wines  containing  net 
more  than  42  per  cent,  of  proof  spirit,  and  purporting  to  be 
bond-fide  medicinal  preparations,  may  be  sold  by  chemists  or 
druggists  under  a  licence  in  form  Xo.  7  a,  obtainable  cn 
payment  of  a  fee  of  Rs.  50  per  annum." 

A  Travellers"  Dinner. — An  interesting  dinner  was  given 
at  the  Taj  Mahal  Palace.  Bombay,  cn  February  5,  by 
Mr.  Fearnley  of  Messrs.  W.  J.  Bush  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  cn  his 
departure  further  East,  and  by  Mr.  Stafford  of  Messrs. 
Stephen  Smith  &  Co.,  Ltd.  (Hall's  Coca- wine),  on  his  return 
to  England.

THE  Egyptian  Hall  of  the  Mansion  House  afforded  more 
than  sufficient  accommodation  for  the  gathering  of 
chemists  and  others  which  assembled  there  on  Monday 
afternoon,  February  26,  to  inaugurate  a  memorial  to  Dr. 

W.  H.  Perkin,  F.R.S., 
who  fifty  years  ago  laid 
the  foundation  of  the 
coal-tar  dye  industry  by 
the  discovery  of  mauve. 
As  the  Lord  Mayor  (the 
Right  Honourable  W. 
Vaughan  Morgan)  ex- 
plained, he  was  not  sure 
how  many  would  be  pre- 
sent, otherwise  a  smaller 
room  would  have  been  set 
aside  for  the  meeting. 
But  it  was  well  that  the 
famous  Egyptian  Hall 
was  used.  It  has  been 
the  scene  of  the  inception 
of  many  memorable 
national  and  international 
movements,  and  few  of 
them  of  a  technical 
nature  have  surpassed  in 
significance  the  proposal 
to  celebrate  the  jubilee  of  the  discovery  of  the  student  which 
gave  birth  to  applied  synthetic  chemistry.  Before  touching 
upon  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting  we  venture  to  quote 
from  the  patent-specification  of  William  Henry  Perkin, 
which  was  so  momentous  in  its  results  :

Letters  Patent  to  William  Henry  Perkin,  of  King  David 
Fort,  in  the  Parish  of  Saint  George  in  the  East,  in  the 
County  of  Middlesex,  Chemist,  for  the  Invention  of  "  Pro- 
ducing a  New  Coloring  Matter  for  Dyeing  with  a  Lilac 
or  Purple  Color  Stuffs  of  Silk,  Cotton,  Wool,  or  other 
Materials." 

Sealed  the  20th  February  1857,  and  dated  the  26th  August 
1856. 


Provisional  Specification  left  by  the  said  William  Henry 
Perkin  at  the  Office  of  the  Commissioners  of  Patents,  with 
his  Petition,  on  the  26th  August  1856. 

I,  William  Henry  Perkin,  do  hereby  declare  the  nature 
of  the  said  Invention  for  "  Producing  a  New  Coloring 
Matter  for  Dyeing  with  a  Lilac  or  Purple  Color  Stuffs  of 
Silk,  Cotton,  Wool,  or  other  Materials,"  to  be  as  follows  :  — 

Equivalent  proportions  of  sulphate  of  aniline  and  bi- 
chromate of  potassa  are  to  be  dissolved  in  separate  portions 
of  hot  water,  and,  when  dissolved,  they  are  to  be  mixed  and 
stirred,  which  causes  a  black  precipitate  to  form.  After 
this  mixture  has  stood  for  a  few  hours  it  is  to  be  thrown  on 
a  filter,  and  the  precipitate  to  be  well  washed  with 
water,  to  free  it  from  sulphate  of  potassa,  and  then  dried. 
When  dry  it  is  to  be  boiled  in  coal-tar  naptha,  to  extract 
a  brown  substance  from  it,  and  this  process  must  be 
repeated  several  times,  until  such  substance  is  entirely 
separated.  The  residue  is  then  to  bo  boiled  in  methylated 
spirit,  to  extract  the  coloring  matter,  and  the  spirit  is 
afterwards  to  be  separated  from  the  coloring  matter  by 
distillation.  The  coloring  matter  thus  obtained  is  a  solid 
of  a  bronze  color.  The  coloring  matter,  when  required  for 
use,  is  to  be  powdered  with  a  given  quantity  of  oxalic  or 
tartaric  acid,  and  moistened  with  a  little  methlyated  spirit, 
and  is  then  thrown  into  boiling  water.  The  materials  to 
be  dyed  are  then  to  bo  immersed,  the  solution  being  kept 
boiling,  and  when  dyed  they  are  to  be  washed  with  cold 
water,  to  cleanse  them  from  the  acid.  The  materials  thus 
dyed  are  of  a  lilac  or  purple  color  of  a  very  durable  cha- 
racter, the  tints  or  shades  of  which  may  be  varied  by  the 
quantity  of  coloring  matter  used. 

This,  it  will  be  seen,  fixes  the  date  of  the  publication  of  the 
discovery,  which  happened  in  Mr.  Perkin's  own  home,  and 
not  at  the  Royal  College.  So  he  informed  us  several  years 
ago  (C.  <£■  D.,  January  29.  1898,  p.  176),  and  the  "Times" 
of  Saturday  mentioned  that  it  was  in  the  Easter  vacation. 
This,  therefore,  is  the  jubilee  year  of  the  event,  and  men  of 


commerce  and  science  in  this  country  are  combining  in  the 
movement  for  its  celebration.  The  Lord  Mayor  was  accom- 
panied to  the,  platform  by  the  Earl  of  Halsbury,  Lord  Ray- 
leigh,  Sir  William  Bousfield,  Sir  James  Dewar,  Dr.  Edward 
Divers,  Professor  Armstrong,  Mr.  R.  J.  Friswell,  Professor 
A  G.  Green  (Hon.  Secretary),  Mr.  David  Howard,  Dr.  J. 
Lewkowitsch,  Dr.  R.  Messel,  Dr.  F.  B.  Power,  Sir  William 
Ramsay,  Sir  Boverton  Redwood,  Sir  Owen  Roberts,  Sir 
Henry  E.  Roscoe,  Mr.  A.  Gordon  Salamon,  Dr.  T.  E. 
Thorpe,  Professor  Tilden,  Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer,  and  others. 
In  the  audience  we  observed  Dr.  John  Attfield,  Dr.  Clowes, 
Sir  H.  Trueman  Wood,  Dr.  Thorne,  Dr.  M.  0.  Foster,  Pro- 
fessor Crossley,  Mr.  W.  A.  H.  Naylor,  Professor  Emerson 
Reynolds,  Mr.  Julian  Baker,  Professor  Silvanus  Thompson, 
Mr.  Oscar  Guttmann,  Dr.  Alexander  Scott,  Mr.  Cassel 
Evans,  Mr.  Edward  Crawshaw,  and  Mr.  Edwin  Terry. 

The  Resolutions 
which  were  submitted  to  the  meeting  were  as  follows  : 

I. 

That  in  view  of  this  being  the  fiftieth  year  of  the  founda- 
tion of  the  coal-tar  colour  industry,  it  is  desirable  that  steps 
should  be  taken  to  memorialise  the  event  and  to  do  honour 
to  Dr.  W.  H.  Perkin,  the  founder. 

II. 

That  an  appeal  be  made  in  this  country  and  abroad  for 
subscriptions  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  following 

objects  : 

1.  The  presentation  to  Dr.  Perkin  for  his  lifetime  of  an 
oil  portrait  of  himself,  executed  by  an  eminent  artist,  the 
portrait  to  become  the  property  of  the  nation  at  his  death. 

2.  The  execution  of  a  marble  bust  of  Dr.  Perkin  to  be- 
placed  in  the  rooms  of  the  Chemical  Society. 

3.  The  establishment  of  a  "  Perkin  Research  Fund  "  for 
the  promotion  of  chemical  research  to  be  administered 
through  the  Chemical  Society. 

III. 

That  the  gentlemen  whose  names  are  printed  in  the  list 
submitted  be  appointed  a  general  committee,  with  power  to 
add  to  their  number,  for  carrying  out  the  objects  set  forth 
in  the  preceding  resolution,  and  that  the  names  of  those 
with  an  asterisk  attached  be  the  Executive  Committee. 

These  are  Professor  H.  E.  Armstrong ;  Dr.  J.  C.  Cain 
(Assistant  Hon.  Secretary) ;  Dr.  A.  W.  Crossley  ;  Dr.  Ed- 
ward Divers ;  Dr.  M.  O.  Forster ;  Mr.  Richard  John  Fris- 
well, F.I.C.,  F.C.S. ;  Professor  Arthur  G.  Green,  University 
of  Leeds  (Hon.  Secretary) ;  Dr.  J.  Lewkowitsch  ;  Professor 
R.  Meldola,  F.R.S.  (Chiirman)  ;  Dr.  R.  Messel ;  Dr.  G.  T. 
Morgan;  Sir  William  Ramsay;  Mr.  A.  Gordon  Salamon; 
Dr.  Alexander  Scott ;  Dr.  W.  S.  Squire  ;  Professor  W.  A. 
Tilden  ;  and  Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer. 

The  Lord  Mayor  at  the  outset  expressed  his  regret  that  Pro- 
fessor Meldola,  a  leader  in  the  movement,  was  unable  to  be 
present  owing  to  "a  bad  cold  and  troublesome  cough."  He 
called  upon  the  Earl  of  Halsbury  to  propose 

The  First  Resolution. 
The  erudite  Lord  Chancellor,  who  is  Chairman  of  Council 
of  the  City  and  Guilds  of  London  Institute,  spoke  to  the 
motion  in  that  characteristic  style,  knowledge  of  what  he  was 
talking  about,  and  nice  turn  of  phrase  which  mark  most  of  his- 
utterances.  He  had  the  full  sympathy  of  his  audience  when, 
referring  to  Dr.  Perkin's  extreme  modesty,  he  said,  "  Many 
things  are  advertised  nowadays,  and  some  advertise  them- 
selves, but  it  was  in  the  unmixed  silence  of  the  student  s- 
cell  that  Mr.  Perkin  made  his  great  discovery,  and  no  one- 
could  more  truly  be  said  to  have  kept  himself  in  the  back- 
ground, giving  prominence  rather  to  his  discovery,  than  Mr. 
Perkin."  Then  his  Lordship  commented  on  the  fact  that, 
the  foundation  of  this  great  industry  meant  the  creation  of 
others,  and  Perkin's  discovery  was  at  least  the  nucleus  of 
Germany's  greatest  industry.  His  Lordship  at  this  point  in- 
timated that  Germans  had  thought  of  celebrating  this- 
jubilee,  but  considered  that  England  should  take  the  first, 
step,  so  that  after  that  day's  meeting  the  movement  would 
no  longer  be  a  purely  English  one,  but  international.  Sir 
Edwin  Bousfield,  Master  of  the  Clothworkers'  Company, 
seconded  the  motion  in  a  speech  appreciative  of  the  services- 
rendered  by  Dr.  Perkin  to  the  cause  of  technical  education, 
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and  the  Master  of  the  Leathersellers'  Company  (of  which 
Dr.  Perkin  is  a  Past  Master)  supported  it,  as  also  did  Pro- 
fessor Armstrong  in  one  of  the  heartiest  speeches  he  has  ever 
made.  Incidentally  he  said  that  no  more  appropriate  plat- 
form than  this  in  the  centre  of  the  City  of  London  could  be 
found  to  commemorate  the  foundation  of  the  coal-tar  colour 
industry,  which,  he  said,  could  not  be  treated  in  a  speech 
there,  nor  in  a  copy  of  the  "  Times,"  for  it  would  take  many 
volumes  to  do  it  in.  It  meant  much  more  than  the  produc- 
tion of  brilliant  dyes,  for  the  synthesis  of  patent  medicines, 
perfumes,  and  many  other  things  of  importance  to  mankind 
are  allied  to  it.  The  resolution  was  carried,  and  before  the 
second  was  taken  Professor  Green  read  several  letters  of 
apology,  including  letters  from  Lord  Alverstone,  Lord 
Justice  Moulton,  and  Mr.  A.  J.  Balfour. 

The  Second  Resolution 

was  put  to  the  meeting  by  Lord  Rayleigh,  as  President 
of  the  Royal  Society.  He  remarked  that  the  occasion 
was  one  for  our  doing  a  little  penance  as  a  nation  for 
allowing  the  fruits  of  Perkin's  discovery  to  slip  through 
our  fingers.  There  are  at  least  two  things  which  are  wanted 
in  this  country  :  first,  education  and  preparation  of  young 
men  to  attack  the  unsolved  problems  of  our  industries ;  and, 
secondly,  the  enlightened  interest  of  those  engaged  com- 
mercially to  take  advantage  of  such  ability  when  they  get  it. 
Sir  William  Ramsay  seconded  the  motion,  speaking  with  a 
pleasant  smile  about  each  of  the  points  in  the  resolution  ;  and 
he  was  followed  by  Sir  Henry  Roscoe,  who  told  the  meeting 
that  when  he  was  founding  a  chemistry  school  in  Man- 
chester, fifty  years  ago,  three  young  German  chemists  in 
the  district  would  have  founded  colour-works  there  if  they 
had  had  the  support  of  industrial  capitalists ;  but  they  did 
not  get  it,  so  went  back  to  their  own  country,  and  the  works 
at  Ludwigshafen,  Hoechst,  and  Berlin  tell  what  greater 
enterprise  has  done  for  Germany.  Mr.  David  Howard  also 
supported  the  resolution  in  a  few  amusing  sentences  about 
how  gasworks  tried  to  get  rid  of  coal-tar  before  Perkin's 
discovery,  which  he  spoke  of  as  the  foundation  of  synthetic 
chemistry.  Mr.  Howard  made  a  point  which  delighted  the 
audience  greatly.  In  speaking  of  the  wealth  of  dyes  now 
available,  he  said  one  has  only  to  glance  over  a  modern 
audience  to  see  that  Si  moniimentam  rcquiris  circvmspice 
may  also  be  said  of  Perkin.  To  this  he  added  a  delicate  and 
sympathetic  reference  to  Dr.  Perkin's  religious  fervour  and 
social  work  amongst  the  poor. 

Other  Resolutions. 
The  resolution  having  been  adopted,  Sir  Owen  Roberts 
proposed  the  third,  and  Dr.  Divers  seconded  it  with  remarks 
ibout  the  comparative  dearth  and  dulness  of  dyes  before 
Perkin's  discovery.    The  resolution  was  adopted. 

Sir  James  Dewar  then  moved  the  thanks  of  the  meeting 
to  the  Lord  Mayor,  speaking  of  the  enormous  benefit  of  the 
movement  by  giving  it  the  agis  of  the  City  of  London  ;  and 
he  was  pleased,  too,  that  they  had  the  advantage  of  the  pre- 
sence of  a  Lord  Mayor  with  whose  influence  "in  favour  of 
science  they  were  familiar,  and  they  have  all  benefited 
,l_hrough  his  connection  with  industrial  chemistry.  Pro- 
fessor Tilden  seconded  the  motion,  saying  that  it  was  a 
ul?nu  1  Sratinca*ion  to  him  that  the  use  of  the  Egyptian 
Hall  had  been  given  by  the  Lord  Mayor  of  the  greatest 
lty  of  the  world  for  this  event.    The  Lord  Mayor,  in 
icknowledging  the  vote,  said  it  had  been  a  pleasure  to  him 
o  participate.   He  was  old  enough  to  remember  the  excite- 
lent  that  was  created  when  this  discovery  was  first  noted, 
tod  he  had  had  the  opportunity,  both  here  and  abroad,  of 
eeing  how  much  it  meant  to  mankind;  also  he  had  noted 
,-ith  disappointment  that  many  of  the  products  are  marked 
Made  in  Germany."

Westminster  Misfcom. 

(From  our  Parliamentary  Representative.) 


The  Pharmacy  Bill. 
In  accordance  with  motion  given,  Mr.  Winfrey  imme- 
diately after  questions  on  Wednesday,  February  28,  asked 
leave  for  the  introduction  of  a  Bill  for  the  further  regulation 
of  the  sale  of  poisons  and  the  compounding  of  medical  pre- 
scriptions, and  to  amend  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  1852  and  1868. 
The  Bill  was  laid  on  the  table  in  dummy,  the  names  of  the 
members  backing  it  beinc;  the  onlv  information  available  to 
the  House.  These  are  Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris,  Sir  Henry 
Kimber,  Mr.  Henniker  Heaton,  Mr.  James  Gibb,  Mr.  J.  F. 
Remnant,  Mr.  Ellis  Griffith,  Mr.  Will  Crooks,  Mr.  W.  H. 
Cowan,  Mr.  J.  W.  Gulland,  and  Mr.  Wm.  O'Malley.  At 
the  moment  of  writing  the  provisions  of  the  Bill  have  not 
been  drafted,  but  they  will  be  made  the  subject  of  a  special 
consultation  between  its  promoters  within  the  course  of 
the  next  few  days.  It  may,  however,  be  stated  generally 
that  the  new  Bill  is  in  all  essential  respects  a  replica  of  that 
introduced  last  Session. 

One  of  our  staff  saw  Mr.  R.  Winfrey  a  few  minutes 
after  three  on  Wednesday.  "  I  have  just  introduced  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  into  the 
House,  and  the  second 
reading  is  fixed  for 
March  14,"  were  Mr.  Win- 
frey's first  words.  "Does 
it  stand  much  chance  ? " 
was  our  inquiry.  "  It  does 
not  stand  a  ghost  of  a 
chance  on  March  14,  as  it 
is  too  far  down  in  the  order 
of  the  day ;  but  I  shall  be 
on  the  look-out  for  a  better 
opportunity."  A  little 
chat  followed  on  the  curri- 
culum clause — an  energis- 
ing, breezy  talk  it  was,  too 
— from  which  it  is  apparent 
that  Mr.  Winfrey  has  not 
watered  his  views  to  suit 
official  tastes.  "What  I 
said  in  1889  I  still  hold  to, 
as  you  will  notice  from  my 
remarks  at  Peterborough 
last  week."    It  was  in  the 

C.  <t  D.  that  Mr.  Winfrey's  speech  of  1889  was  reported, 
and  on  turning  it  up  we  find  the  essence  of  his  objection  to 
the  Bill  which  the  Society  were  then  promoting  contained 
in  these  words  : 

I  object  to  the  Bill  because  I  do  not  think  an  enforced 
curriculum  in  itself  either  necessary  or  desirable,  and  be- 
cause if  there  be  a  curriculum  there  should  be  another 
side  of  the  question — viz.,  the  due  provision  that  only 
qualified  persons  shall  practise  pharmacy. 
On  Wednesday  it  was  pleasing  to  find  that  Mr.  Winfrey  is 
consistent  in  his  opposition  to  the  curriculum  clause.  The 
altered  clause  is  to  require  that  candidates  shall  produce 
certificates  of  attendance  at  local  Science  and  Art  classes 
held  under  the  Board  of  Education  ia  such  subjects  as 
chemistry  and  botany,  but  the  exact  form  is  not  yet  settled. 
"  Ability  should  be  the  only  passport  to  the  chemist's  busi- 
ness. I  would  not  shut  out  a  man  because  he  is  poor,  but, 
mind  you,  when  once  he  has  passed  the  examinations  he  has 
a  right  to  protection  against  unqualified  traders,"  is  how 
Mr.  Winfrey  put  it,  and  surely  nobody  can  quarrel  with 
that  view.  "  And  this  Poisons  Bill,  which  is  left  as  a  legacy 
to  you  at  the  Board  of  Agriculture — what  of  it?  "  we  queried. 
"  Well,  as  a  matter  of  fact  I  have  not  yet  digested  the  pro- 
posals. It  seems  that  some  difficulty  has  been  experienced 
in  some  parts  in  obtaining  agricultural  poisons,  but  when  I 
have  a  little  leisure  I  shall  look  into  the  matter."  The  rest 
of  our  talk  was  hardly  current  pharmaceutical  politics,  but 
reminiscences  of  the  early  pharmacy  experiences  of  Mr. 
Winfrey,  from  which  it  is  apparent  that  there  remains  a 
warm  place  in  his  heart  for  pharmacy.  The  nice  things  he 
said  about  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  were  flattering,  but 
our  modesty  forbids  us  from  reproducing  them  in  ccld  print. 
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The  SHors  Bill. 
Sir  Charles  Dilke  intends  to  introduce  a  Bill  "to  amend 
the  law  relating  to  shops  "  on  Tuesday,  March  6. 

The  Trade-marks  Act. 
The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  is  to  preside  at  the 
Conference  on  the  new  trade-marks  rules  which  is  to  be  held 
on  Tuesday,  March  6. 

Fertilisers  and  Feeding-stuffs. 
A  Fertilisers  and  Feeding-stuffs  Act,  1893,  Amendment 
Bill  has  been  introduced  by  Mr.  Charming.    It  is  down  for 
second  reading  on  Friday,  March  16. 

Sir  John  Brunner 
is  one  of  the  six  members  of  the  House  of  Commons  who 
were  on  Tuesday  appointed  to  execute  the  Speaker's  powers 
in  respect  to  issuing  warrants  to  the  Clerk  for  making  out 
writs  for  the  election  of  M.P.s. 

Carrying  over  Bills. 
Sir  James  Woodhouse  has  placed  a  motion  upon  the  paper 
to  the  effect  that  Bills  which  have  passed  the  second  reading 
may  be  resumed,  in  the  next  succeeding  session  of  the  same 
Parliament,  at  the  stage  at  which  their  progress  has  been 
interrupted. 

Maximum  Weight  of  Parcels. 
Mr.  J.  P.  Farrell  suggested  to  the  Postmaster-General 
on  Wednesday  that  he  should  recommend  an  increase  in  the 
maximum  weight  of  parcels  from  11  to  14  lb.  at  the  same  rate 
as  at  present  in  force,  but  Mr.  Buxton  said  there  were  many 
difficulties  in  the  way,  and  regretted  that  he  could  not 
comply  with  the  hon.  member's  wishes. 

Amendment  of  the  Medical  and  Dental  Acts. 
The  Government  were  asked  by  Lord  Robert  Cecil  on 
Wednesday  whether  they  intended  to  introduce  any  Bill 
to  amend  the  Medical  and  Dental  Acts,  in  accordance  with 
the  proposals  of  the  British  Medical  and  Dental  Associa- 
tions. The  Home  Secretary  (Mr.  Herbert  Gladstone), 
replying  on  behalf  of  the  Prime  Minister,  said  :  "I  fear 
I  cannot  make  any  statement  as  to  legislation  by  the  Govern- 
ment on  this  subject.  I  understand  that  the  British  Medical 
Association  have  a  Bill  in  draft,  and  they  will,  perhaps, 
entrust  it  to  a  private  member." 

The  Revenue  Bill,  1905. 
An _ echo  of  this  Bill  is  provided  by  Mr.  H.  C.  Lea  in  a 
question  which  he  asked  on  Wednesday — viz.,  if  the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer  will  tax  alcoholic  beverages  known 
as  basis  wines,  in  view  of  their  competition  with  imported 
wines,  due  to  the  fact  that  they  do  not  contribute  to  the 
revenue.  In  his  reply,  however,  Mr.  Asquith  stated  that 
the  proposal  was  to  impose  a  Licence  Duty  with  a  view  to 
bringing  the  manufacture  of  British  wines  under  Excise 
supervision,  not  to  put  a  tax  on  the  product  itself.  The 
matter  is  receiving  careful  consideration,  and  he  will  make 
a  statement  at  a  later  date. 

Medicines  for  Russia. 

Sir  Howard  Vincent  on  Wednesday  asked  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  if  the  new  tariff  which  came  into  force 
on  March  1  in  All  the  Russias  against  British  goods  increases 
the  duties  on  the  same  scale  as  applied  to  medicines — namely, 
from  24r.  to  40r.  per  pood — the  bottles,  tins,  and  paper  in 
which  the  medicines  are  packed  being  included  in  the  weight 
for  duty;  and  having  regard  to  the  effect  such  increased 
duties  will  have  upon  British  trade  with  Russia,  what 
representations  have  been  made  to  St.  Petersburg  on  the 
subject,  and  with  what  result? 

Mr.  Lloyd-George,  in  his  reply,  said  the  increase  in  the 
Russian  duty  on  medicines  from  24r.  to  40r.  referred  to 
in  the  question  will  not  be  applied  to  British  goods,  since 
the  existing  rate  of  24r.  has  been  conceded  to  France  under 
the  new  Russo-French  Commercial  Treaty,  and  can  conse- 
quently be  claimed  by  British  exporters  in  virtue  of  the 
"most  favoured  nation"  provision  of  the  Anglo-Russian 
Treaty. 

Merchandise-marks  Act. 
The  Bill  which  Sir  Howard  Vincent  introduced  on  Feb- 
ruary 22  to  amend  Section  17  of  the  Merchandise-marks  Act, 
j  887,  will  remove  a  grievance  which  has  long  irritated  dealers 
and  manufacturers  in  this  country.    Under  the  present  law, 


if  an  article  bearing  a  British  trade-mark  or  name  of  a 
manufacturer,  dealer,  or  trader  in  the  United  Kingdom  is 
imported  from  abroad,  it  must  bear  a  definite  indication  of 
origin.  For  example,  if  a  London  feeding-bottle  maker  gets 
his  bottles  in  Belgium,  these  must  be  marked  "  Made  in 
Belgium,"  with  the  result  that  purchasers  think  the  whole 
thing  is  made  abroad.  Instead  of  that  Sir  Howard  Vin- 
cent's Bill  permits  the  use  of  the  words  "  Foreign  "  or  "  Im- 
ported," and  "Colonial,"  according  to  the  origin  of  the 
article.  Mr.  Chamberlain  and  other  tariff-reformers  have 
backed  the  Bill.    The  second  reading  is  fixed  for  March  2. 

The  Canal  Commission. 

Since  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Parliamentary  Corsmittee 
of  the  Mansion  House  Association  on  Railway  and  Canal 
Traffic  the  Government  has  appointed  a  Commission  to  in- 
quire into  the  whole  question.  It  may  be  stated,  however, 
that  at  the  meeting  referred  to  it  was  decided  to  introduce 
a  Canal  Bill  on  the  lines  of  that  introduced  last  session  by 
Mr.  Roland  H.  Barran,  the  member  for  North  Leeds,  though 
with  some  modifications,  in  order  to  place  the  views  of  last 
year's  committee  before  the  new  members  of  the  House.  A 
larger  committee  than  that  of  last  year  has  now  been  formed, 
and  the  object  in  widely  circulating  the  new  Bill  is  to 
familiarise  the  new  M.P.s  with  the  objects  the  promoters 
of  the  Bill  have  at  heart  whilst  the  Commission  appointed 
by  the  Government  is  sitting.  Mr.  Barran's  Bill  of  last 
session,  it  may  be  remembered,  proposed  to  constitute  a 
Canals  Trust  to  take  over,  at  first,  certain  specified  canals, 
and,  later,  other  canals,  and  to  improve  and  manage  them. 
The  Trust  was  to  be  appointed  by  three  Government  depart- 
ments, four  port  authorities,  and  four  commercial  associa- 
tions. Although  the  actual  phrase  was  not  employed  the 
proposals  of  the  Bill  practically  amounted  to  a  nationalisa- 
tion of  the  canals  of  the  country ;  the  measure  met  with  the 
opposition  of  three  railway  companies,  and  owing  to  a 
technical  failure  to  comply  with  the  standing  orders  it  had 
to  be  withdrawn.  There  are,  of  course,  many  large  chemical 
manufacturers  in  Leeds  and  other  parts  of  the  North  of 
England  who  might  find  the  canals  of  use  if  the  service  were 
regular  and  could  be  cheapened.

Last  year  tho  value  of  exports  of  palm-kernels  in- 
creased bv  113,000?.,  and  tho  tonnage  waB  5,720  tons  in  excess 
of  tho  previous  year.

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Trade  Law. 

Trading  with  a  Knowledge  of    Insolvency.— Mr. 

Registrar  Linklater  gave  a  most  important  judgment  in  the 
Bankruptcy  Division  last  week.  In  the  case  before  him  the 
Official  Receiver  in  his  report  stated  that  the  debtor  had  been 
trading  with  a  knowledge  of  his  insolvency  ;  but  it  was  urged 
on  behalf  of  the  debtor  that  ho  had  acted  with  a  view  to 
realising  his  estate  to  the  best  advantage.  The  learned 
Registrar  held  that  a  debtor  is  not  "trading"  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Act  "  with  a  knowledge  of  insolvency  "  if  ho 
believes  that  a  careful,  prudent,  and  unhurried  realisation 
of  his  assets  will  produco  twenty  shillings  in  the  pound,  al- 
though he  may  know  that  a  forced  sale  at  breaking-up  prices 
will  not  produce  that  result. 

Trade  Disturbance  through  Tramways. — The  ques- 
tion of  compensation  in  this  matter  occasionally  arises,  and  a 
case  illustrative  of  the  law  of  the  matter  was  heard  and 
decided  at  Kingston-on-Thames  on  February  26  by  Mr.  C. 
Wigan,  Under-Sheriff  of  Surrev,  and  a  special  jury.    It  was 
the  claim  (2,700/.)  of  Mr.  H.  Mountford,  dentist,  Eden  Street, 
Kingston,  against  the  London  United  Tramways  Co.  for  loss 
in  respect  of  a  strip  of  land,  70  ft.  by  10  ft.,  in  front  of  his 
premises,  and  also  for  consequential  damages  in  destroying  its 
privacy  as  a  dentist's.    Mr.  Eldon  Bankes,  K.C.,  on  behalf 
of  Mr.  Mountford,  stated  that  in  1897  he  purchased  the  prac- 
tice for  1,000/..  the  premises  being  held  on  a  twenty-one  years' 
lease  at  110.'.  per  annum.    The  house  was  very  suitable  for  a 
dentist's  practice,  as  it  stood  sufficiently  far  back  from  the 
road  to  ensure  privacy  and  quietude,  so  essential  for  a  dentist. 
The  practice  was  an  increasing  one  until  the  company's  tram- 
way operations  commenced,  in  June  1905,  with  laying  the  lines 
and  widening  the  road.  The  effect  of  this  during  the  last  seven 
months  of  1905  had  been  most  disastrous  upon  Mr.  Mount- 
ford's  dental  practice,  and  since  the  road  had  been  completed 
it  had  not  improved.    The  tramway  company  had  altered  the 
character  of  the  street  for  a  dental  practice,  and  the  property 
had  been  reduced  from  110/.  to  70/.  per  annum  in  value.  Mr. 
Roskill,  K.C.,   for  the  company,  remarked  that  he  had 
authorities  for  saying  that  nothing  can  be  claimed  for  dis- 
turbance and  inconvenience  during  the  progress  of  public 
works  which  must  necessarily  arise  unless  it  could  bo  proved 
that  the  works  had  been  improperly  conducted.  Evidence 
was  then  called,  the  claimant  supporting  his  counsel's  state- 
ments.   Mr.  H.  B.  Gell,  L.D.S..  Harley  Street,  gave  evidence 
supporting  the  view  that  the  alteration  had  injured  the  pre- 
mises for  a  dental  practice  such  as  hitherto  had  been  carried 
on.    Mr.  Page  and  Mr.  Herrick,  surveyors,  Kingston,  having 
given  evidence  as  to  depreciation  in  the  rental  value,  Mr. 
Eldon  Bankes  cxplainrd  that  2.700/.  was  not  the  claim  he  was 
submitting  to  the  jury.    Mr.  Roskill,  for  the  tramway  com- 
pany, said  his  clients  were  prepared  to  pay  a  fair  price  for 
taking  the  land,  but  denied  responsibility  for  the  falling-off 
of  plaintiff's  practice;  as  a  matter  of  fact,  they  had  not  yet 
commenced  running  tramcars,  and  suggested  that  diminution 
ot  the  dental  practice  arose  from  the  arrival  of  another 
clentist  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  road.   Mr.  E.  H.  Bousfield 
(Messrs.  I  ox  &  Bousfield,  surveyors,  London)  gave  evidence 
on  behalf  of  the  company,  estimating  the  value  of  land  taken

High  Court  Cases. 

Rhodamixe  Dyes. 

bSflv  Vf  the!  Btadi,Sche  AniHn-  und  Soda-Fabrik  „.  Isler, 
briefly  referred  to  last  week,  which  was  heard  by  Mr 

Srin  riaey,°?  Ff!,rUaT  22  and  23'  1'aised  an  ^PorS 
Etiff      S  SaIe  of  Patented  products.  The 

plamtiff  company  had  granted  to  the  Basle  Society  for 


Chemical  Industry  the  right  to  manufacture  and  sell 
rhodamine  dyes,  and  the  defendant,  Mr.  Otto  Isler,  bought 
from  the  Basle  Society  and  sold  rhodamine  6  G,  manulac- 
tured  under  Patent  No.  9633  of  1892.  The  plaintiff  com- 
pany sued  him  for  infringement,  advancing  as  ground  for 
this  that  their  agreement  with  the  Basle  Society  permits  only 
sale  "to  consumers,  either  directly  from  Basle  or  by  their 
particular  agents,  and  these  may  only  sell  the  dyes  in  the 
original  packages  with  the  original  labels  attached."  The 
labels  used  by  the  plaintiff  company  and  by  the  Basle  Society 
were  worded  as  follows  : 

Important  Notice. 
Purchasers  of  this  dye  arc  not  licensed  to  re-sell  it  except 
in  the  unopened  original  package  in  an  unchanged  condi- 
tion, and  with  the  labels  thereon  intact ;  nor  arc  any  persons 
other  than  purchasers  of  such  unopened  original  package 
licensed  to  use  the  dye  contained  therein.  All  other  sales  or 
uses  are  infringements.  Agents  and  dealers  are  not  em- 
powered to  vary  this  licence  in  any  way. 

Counsel  (Mr.  Cripps,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  J.  C.  Graham  for  the 
plaintins,  and  Mr.  Astbury,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Colefax  for  the 
defendant)  argued  the  case  before  his  Lordship  on  the  dates 
specified,  and  Mr.  Justice  Buckley  gave  judgment  on 
February  24,  dismissing  the  action,  with  costs.  He  said 
the  decision  of  the  case  rested  upon  ascertaining  what  im- 
plied licence  was  granted.  The  plaintiffs  said  that  the 
implied  licence  included  a  term  that  the  society,  the  licensee, 
should  not  sell  to  dealers,  and  that  the  defendant  was  a 
dealer.  In  his  judgment  the  implied  licence  was  not  fettered 
by  that  restriction.  Whatever  were  the  terms  between  the 
plaintiffs  and  the  society,  it  seemed  to  him  the  plaintiffs 
could  not  set  up  against  the  defendant  that  the  licence  was 
other  than  a  licence  to  sell  subject  only  to  the  restrictions  in 
the  label  which  the  plaintiffs  used  and  which  the  society 
used  with  the  plaintiffs'  knowledge.  The  defendant  did  not 
know  of  the  licence.  It  was  argued  that  he  ought  to  have 
inquired  about  it.  Why  should  he  inquire  when  the  sale 
was  offered  to  him  under  a  label  whose  plain  implication  was 
that  provided  the  unopened  package  was  the  thing  sold  there 
was  a  right  to  re-sell?  In  order  to  establish  their  case,  the 
onus  was  on  the  plaintiffs  to  show  that  as  against  the  defen- 
dants they  were  entitled  to  set  up  that  there  was  a  restric- 
tive licence  and  that  they  were  bound  by  it.  In  his  opinion 
plaintiffs  had  failed  to  do  that.  He  thought  they  not  only 
did  not  discharge  the  onus,  but  he  arrived  at  the  conclusion 
that  the  implied  licence  did  not  impose  the  restriction  it  was 
said  to  impose. 

Bile  Bean  Aiteal. 
The  appeal  to  the  Inner  House  of  the  Court  of  Session, 
Edinburgh,  by  the  Bile  Bean  Manufacturing  Co.  against 
the  judgment  by  Lord  Ardwall  in  the  action  of  the  company 
against  Davidson,  was  expected  to  come  on  for  hearing  on 
March  14,  but  it  has  been  postponed  to  the  next  sittings. 
The  date  for  the  hearing  has  now  been  definitely  fixed  for 
May  29. 


Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

To  be  Committed. 
At  the  Liverpool  County  Court,  on  February  22,  on  the 
application  of  Mr.  C.  E.  Nield,  solicitor,  on  behalf  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  Judge  Shand  granted  a  committal 
order  for  contempt  of  court  against  John  Thompson,  an 
unqualified  assistant  to  Mr.  Stephen  Stephenson,  chemist 
and  druggist,  98  and  270  Kensington,  Liverpool.  Thompson 
in  December  last  was  ordered  by  his  Honour  to  pay  a  penalty 
of  5/.  for  selling  morphine,  he  not  being  qualified,  and  the 
contempt  consisted  in  the  non-payment  of  that  penalty.  The 
Judge,  in  granting  the  committal  to  gaol,  but  suspending 
its  operation  for  six  weeks,  said  it  was  most  important  that 
the  Act  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  the  poisons  should  be  carried 
out  to  the  letter.  The  dangers  the  section  of  the  Act  was 
framed  to  guard  against  w^ere  enormous — the  poison  sold 
by  Thompson  on  the  occasion  in  question  being  capable, 
according  to  the  evidence,  of  killing  numbers  of  men.  To 
allow  unqualified  practitioners  to  sell  such  things  was  a  great 
danger  to  the  public,  so  he  must  do  what  the  law  allowed, 
and  in  fact  compelled  him  to  do — namely,  see  that  the  Act 
was  strictly  enforced.    He  was  only  sorry  the  law  did  not 

i  empower  the  Society  to  bring  Stephenson,  the  prime  culprit, 

I  before  him. 
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Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland). 

Compounding  a  Prescription. 
Ox  February  27  in  the  Dublin  Southern  Police  Court,  before 
Mr.  Drury,  Divisional  Magistrate,  Alfred  Hardy,  druggist, 
55  Patrick  Street,  Dublin,  was  charged  with  (1)  keeping 
open  shop  for  compounding  a  medical  prescription,  (2)  com- 
pounding a  medical  prescription,  and  (3)  retailing  a 
prescription.  Mr.  Meeke  (Messrs.  Robinson  &  Sons) 
prosecuted  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  defendant 
was  represented  by  Mr.  James  Brady,  solicitor. 

Mr.  Meeke  said  the  defendant  is  a  registered  druggist, 
but  is  not  entitled  to  compound  prescriptions.  An  inspector 
of  the  Society  presented  a  prescription  at  the  shop  on 
October  11,  and  on  calling  back  received  the  bottle  produced. 

Mr.  Drury  asked  if  a  conviction  on  one  summons  would 
satisfy  the  prosecution. 

Mr.  Meeke  replied  that  he  could  not  say,  and  that  the 
proceedings  were  taken  in  the  interest  of  the  public.  He 
proceeded  to  speak  of  the  gravity  of  the  offence,  but  was 
interrupted  by  the  Magistrate,  who  said  he  was  well  aware 
of  it.  Mr.  Meeke  asked  that  a  substantial  fine  be  inflicted 
as  considerable  expense  was  incurred  in  obtaining  evidence. 

The  Society's  inspector  gave  evidence  of  purchase.  He 
said  the  prescription  was  one  written  by  Dr.  Elliott,  and 
had  done  duty  before. 

Mr.  Brady  wished  to  have  Dr.  Elliott  present  to  prove 
that  he  wrote  the  prescription,  but  Mr.  Drury  accepted  the 
evidence  of  Dr.  J.  A.  Walsh  that  the  document  was  a 
medical  prescription,  and  that  from  knowledge  of  Dr. 
Elliott's  handwriting  he  could  say  it  was  one  of  the  doctor's 
prescriptions.  Dr.  Walsh  further  said  he  had  not  analysed 
the  medicine,  and  Mr.  Brady  said  it  might  be  plain  water. 

Mr.  Drury  :  But  your  client  charged  for  it  as  a  medical 
prescription. 

Mr.  Brady  said  he  did  not  press  the  point,  and,  in  defence, 
said  that  the  prescription  was  sent  to  Messrs.  Hamilton  & 
Long's  to  dispense — that  was  the  sum  of  defendant's  offence. 
The  prescription  was  merely  for  a  gargle. 

Mr.  Meeke  :  The  label  bears  the  words  "  Sold  by  A.  P. 
Hardy,  chemist,  55  Patrick  Street,  Dublin." 

Mr.  Drury  fined  the  defendant  5s.  on  each  of  the  three 
summonses,  and  granted  10s.  6d.  costs  in  each  case. 

Mr.  Drury  added  that  after  the  publicity  that  has  been 
given  to  these  cases  no  druggist  in  Dublin  can  plead  that 
there  is  a  doubt  as  to  his  obligations  in  the  matter  of  dis- 
pensing, and  any  further  cases  of  the  kind  that  are  carried 
to  conviction  will  not  be  fined  so  little  as  5s. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Compound  Liquorice  Powder. 
At  Sheffield  Police  Court  on  February  22,  Sarah  Ann 
Newton,  a  widow  keeping  a  herbalist's  shop  in  Bramall  Lane, 
was  fined  13s.  6d.,  including  costs,  for  selling  compound 
liquorice  powder  adulterated  with  ground  olive-stones. 

Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre. 
At  Blackpool  on  February  19,  John  Roberts,  chemist, 
Lytham  Road,  was  summoned  for  selling  sweet  spirit  of 
nitre  which  upon  analysis  was  found  to  contain  only  half 
the  minimum  amount  of  ethyl  nitrite  required  by  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia.  Defendant  said  the  sample  was  sold  inad- 
vertently by  the  assistant,  and  ought  to  have  been  supplied 
from  the  stock  in  the  cellar,  and  not  from  the  shop-bottle. 
The  bottle  from  which  the  supply  was  got  was  merely 
ornamental.    A  fine  of  5s.  and  costs  was  imposed. 


County  Court  Cases. 

Selling  a  Business. 
In  the  Westminster  County  Court  on  February  27,  before 
Judge  Woodfall,  the  case  of  Baker  v.  Berry  was  heard. 
It  was  an  action  by  the  plaintiff,  a  pharmaceutical  chemist 
in  business  at  174  Victoria  Street,  Westminster,  to  recover 
5/.  as  commission  due  to  him  for  introducing  a  purchaser  for 
the  defendant's  chemist's  shop  at  Battersea  Park  Road.  The 
defendant  said  he  did  not  consider  the  plaintiff  had  anything 
to  do  with  the  sale  of  the  shop.  He  never  agreed  to  pay 
plaintiff  51.  as  commission.  Judge  Woodfall  gave  judgment 
for  plaintiff  for  one  guinea,  with  costs. 


Photographic  Mounts. 
In  the  Westminster  County  Court  on  February  27,  before 
Judge  Woodfall,  Messrs.  Watson  &  Co.,  photographic 
dealers,  High  Holborn,  sought  to  recover  payment  in  respect 
of  20,000  photographic  mounts  supplied  to  a  defendant 
named  Wright.  Defendant  said  he  gave  an  order  for 
10,000  mounts,  and  said  that  if  they  were  delivered  satisfac- 
torily he  would  take  20,000  more.  He  was  unable  to  get 
delivery  of  the  20,000  now  claimed  for,  and  had  to  purchase 
them  from  another  firm.  Judgment  for  the  defendant,  with 
costs. 

A  Chemist's  Debts. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  February  27,  before  Judge 
Rentoul,  K.C.,  Messrs.  Warrick  Bros.,  6  Nile  Street,  City 
Road,  wholesale  druggists,  sought  to  have  Mr.  William  G. 
Stuckey,  chemist  and  druggist,  14  Southampton  Street, 
Strand,  committed  for  the  non-payment  of  4/.  18s.  9d.,  due 
for  goods  supplied.  The  defendant  said  he  could  not  pay 
the  debt  or  even  make  any  offer.  Plaintiffs'  representative 
said  that  the  defendant  was  formerly  a  chemist  at  Stoke 
Newington,  and  now  he  had  another  shop  at  Southampton 
Street.  The  defendant  said  he  would  do  his  best  to  pay 
everyone,  but  he  owed  money  to  other  people  besides  the 
plaintiffs.  At  present  he  was  making  nothing  out  of  his 
business.  He  had  had  the  business  for  two  months,  and 
had  invested  all  his  capital  in  it.  All  the  money  he  had  he 
spent  in  putting  the  Strand  place  in  working  order.  Plain- 
tiffs' representative  said  that  before  the  defendant  spent 
money  on  his  present  business  he  should  have  paid  the  debt, 
which  was  two  years  old.  Judge  Rentoul  ordered  payment 
of  10s.  a  month. 

An  Ammonia  Process. 
At  Shoreditch  County  Court,  before  Judge  Smyly,  K.C., 
on  February  22,  Arthur  William  Ellis,  manufacturing 
chemist,  Brixton,  sued  to  recover  from  Alexander  Tucker 
and  his  wife,  both  of  Twickenham,  and  from  Mr.  Ramsey, 
of  Hackney,  sealed  letters  patent  (No.  13188)  referring  to 
an  ammonia  invention ;  also  private  experiment-books, 
scientific  books,  sundry  tools,  a  burette,  glass  funnels,  gas 
retort,  and  ledger ;  or  in  default  201.  damages  for  their 
detention.  According  to  plaintiff's  counsel,  plaintiff  and 
Mr.  Tucker  started  the  Ellis  Antiseptic  Ammonia  Syndicate, 
and  Mr.  Tucker  financed  it.  The  business  proved  unsuc- 
cessful, and  after  it  was  wound  up  the  plaintiff  was  put  in 
as  a  partner  in  another  business  which  the  defendant 
started,  and  which  was  still  running.  The  books  showing 
the  uses  of  the  invention  and  its  mode  of  treatment  had 
been  detained  since  he  left  that  position.  Then  came  legal 
proceedings,  and  the  case  was  in  court  on  October  9,  1905, 
when  an  undertaking  was  given  that  the  books  and  letters 
patent  should  be  handed  up  and  a  sum  of  23/.  paid.  The 
money  had,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  been  paid,  but  the  books 
had  never  been  seen.  A  good  deal  of  conflict  of  evidence 
arose  as  to  whether  the  ledger  and  the  letters  patent  were 
included  in  the  undertaking.  Ultimately  Judge  Smyly  gave 
judgment  for  the  defendants  in  respect  of  the  ledger  and  the 
letters  patent. 


Bankruptcies  anb  failures. 

Re  Thomas  Anthony,  Truro,  Pharmaceutical  Chemist. — 
This  debtor  was  again  examined  at  Truro  Bankruptcy  Court 
last  week.  He  stated  that  when  he  commenced  business 
twelve  years  ago  his  father  bought  the  stock  and  fixtures  for 
780/.  Under  the  bankruptcy  the  business  realised  634/.  His 
accounts  for  the  past  two  years  showed  that  ho  purchased 
stock  to  the  value  of  2,300/.,  and  his  sales  were  2,194/.  He 
kept  a  strict  account  of  all  his  ready-money  sales.  His  total 
receipts  were  2,195/..  and  his  payments  2,228/.,  according  to 
his  cash  account.  His  personal  expenses  were  about  3/.  per 
week.  He  estimated  his  profit  at  about  300/.  a  year.  A  sum 
of  1,289/.  represented  the  loss  on  the  business,  and  he  accounted 
for  that  by  the  fact  that  about  five  years  ago  he  was  ill  for 
twelve  months  and  dependent  entirely  on  other  people :  that 
was  almost  the  sole  reason  for  his  bankruptcy.  The  exami- 
nation was  closed. 

Re  Theodore  Cassius  Schmitz,  lately  of  18  and  19  Red 
Lion  Square,  W.C.,  Sponge-merchant. — The  first  meeting  of 
creditors  was  held  last  week  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court, 
before  Mr.  E.  S.  Grey,  Official  Receiver.  The  debtor  has 
stated  that  from  July  1887  to  October  1903  he  was  a  member 
of  the  firm  of  Crcsswell  Bros.  &  Schmitz.    At  the  latter  date 
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the  business  together  with  others,  was  taken  over  by  the 
International  Sponge  Importers,  Ltd.  He .became  a ^Ur«*or 
of  the  company,  and,  as  a  vendor,  received  19,000  pietciencc 
and  20,000  ordinary  shares,  the  whole  of  which  had  been  dis- 
posed of.  The  failure  is  in  no  way  connected  with  that  busi- 
ness, from  which  he  retired  in  October  last, 
difficulties  are  due  to  losses  by  Stock  Exchange  specu- 
lations, in  connection  with  building  operations,  and 
by  guarantees;  also  to  heavy  interest  on  loans,  lhe 
accounts  show  gross  liabil.ties  37,055?. .  18*.  4(7  of  which 
20  381/  4s  10(7.  is  expected  to  rank,  against  assets  valued  at 
5  885?.  6s.  bd.  after  providing  144?.  for  payment  of  the  pre- 
ferential claims.  In  the  absence  of  any  otter  Mr.  1.  L, 
Goodyear  (Viney,  Price  &  Goodyear),  chartered  accountant, 
99  Clieapside,  E.C.,  was  appointed  as  trustee  to  wind  up  the 
estate  in  bankruptcy,  assisted  by  a  committee  of  inspection. 

Re  Bonvalee  et  Cie.,  Ltd.,  3  Munro  Terrace,  Chelsea, 
Manufacturers  of  Toilet-soaps,  Perfumes,  etc.— lhe  winding- 
up  order  was  made  against  this  company  last  .November, 
upon  the  petition  of  a  creditor,  and  accounts  were  submitted 
showing  debts  336?.

Mr.  Kingzett,  in  the 
course  of  his  speech,  referred  to  the  movement  instigated,  as 
he  said,  by  trade  rivals  for  the  so-called  standardisation  of 
disinfectants.  The  test  which  it  was  suggested  should  be 
adopted  had  reference  only  to  germicidal  properties,  and  he 
emphatically  disputed  the  value  of  such  a  test  as  a  standard 
for  a  disinfectant.  The  germicidal  action  was  only  one  of 
many  considerations  that  should  be  taken  into  account.  The 
first  qualification  of  an  ideal  disinfectant  was,  he  contended, 
its  oxidising  properties,  and  any  preparation  that  could  not 
act  as  an  oxygenating  agent  was  of  no  use  as  a  disinfectant. 
Undoubtedly  there  wore  stronger  germicides  than  Sanitas, 
but  Sanitas  is  a  germicide,  and  has  many  other  properties 
besides  that  other  articles  he  had  in  mind  did  not  possess. 
He  had  drawn  up  a  table  of  questions  which,  he  submitted, 
should  be  answered  in  the  affirmative  by  any  true  disinfectant, 
and  which  represented  the  properties  of  Sanitas.  It  should 
be  (1)  an  oxidising  agent,  (2)  a  germicide,  (3)  a  real  deodorant, 
(4)  be  absolutely  devoid  of  toxic  properties,  (5)  be  entirely 
volatile  (stainless  to  linen,  etc.),  (6)  be  possessed  of  direct 
health-giving  properties,  and  (7)  be  pleasant  to  use.  Mr. 
Cunningham  seconded  the  adoption  of  the  report,  which  was 
agreed  to  unanimously.  Mr.  Dowan  asked  about  the  profits 
in  the  New  York  branch,  and  objected  to  the  reserve  fund 
being  invested  in  the  Golf-ball  Syndicate.  The  Chairman,  in 
reply,  said  there  had  been  a  small  loss  on  the  New  York 
branch  last  year,  resulting  from  a  change  in  the  methods  of 
conducting  business _  there.  That  would  be  remedied  next 
year.  He  was  in  direct  antagonism  to  Mr.  Dowan  in  his 
objection  to  the  investment  of  the  reserve  fund.

The  Reported  Unanimity 

of  the  P.A.T.A.  proprietors  in  their 
attitude  towards  the  co-operatives  is  an  agreeable  surprise, 
and,  without  interpreting  it  too  strictly,  a  remarkable  testi- 
mony to  the  firm  hold  which  the  principle  of  fair  profits 
has  acquired  among  us.  On  the  scanty  information  so  far 
vouchsafed,  however,  it  is  not  possible  to  be  confident  of  a 
victory  over  such  powerful  antagonists  as  the  "divi"- 
dealers.  There  are,  I  believe,  nearly  250  members  of  the 
Proprietors'  Section  of  the  P.A.T.A.,  but  probably  the 
average  retail  chemist  and  druggist  would  find  it  difficult 
to  enumerate  more  than  about  one-tenth  of  these  without 
reference.  It  is  the  unanimity  of  that  one-tenth  that  is 
especially  needed  just  now.  If  these  stick  loyally  to  the 
Association,  it  is  not  impossible  that  this  last  and  most 
formidable  fort  may  have  to  surrender.  After  all,  except 
for  the  inconvenience  of  having  to  make  a  distinction,  the 
co-operative  societies  would  abandon  nothing.  The  profit 
not  returned  on  some  patent  medicine  would  simply  go  to 
swell  that  on  tea  and  sugar.  It  would  still  be  distributed, 
though  not  perhaps  in  all  cases  to  purchasers  in  exact  pro- 
portion ;  but  even  those  who  bought  protected  articles  and 
nothing  else  at  the  stores  would  have  nothing  to  complain  of. 

Paris  is  Worth  a  Mass, 

said  the  King  of  Navarre  when  he 
changed  his  religion  to  secure  the  city.  This  was  not  one 
of  the  choicest  of  historic  examples,  but  Henry's  religion 
was  a  political  garment,  and  his  conscience  could  readily 
accommodate  itself  to  the  varying  conditions  of  the  time. 
With  still  less  psychic  disturbance  most  of  us  will  be  able 
to  say  that  Richard  Winfrey,  M.P.,  is  worth  a  possible 
curriculum.  Except  among  the  academicians  of  pharmacy, 
whose  aspirations  should  command  all  respect,  the  long- 
advocated  compulsory  curriculum  has  never  excited  enthu- 
siastic support,  and  whether  the  clause  providing  for  the 
opportunity  of  creating  it  stays  or  goes  or  gets  modified  will 
be  a  matter  of  serene  indifference  to  the  majority  of  chemists. 
It  is  of  infinitely  greater  importance  that  we  should  be 
sure  of  the  whole-hearted  assistance  of  the  two  pharmacists 
who  have  obtained  seats  in  the  House  of  Commons.  It  is 
understood  that  Mr.  Idris  and  Mr.  Winfrey  are  cordial 
supporters  of  the  other  parts  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  and  their 
advocacy  will  be  the  more  effective  for  the  reason  that 
neither  of  them  has  any  personal  interest  to  serve  by  it. 
The  "Daily  News" 

refers  to  a  Bill  to  be  introduced  by  Mr. 
Winfrey,  and  which  is  promoted  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  This  description  fits  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  but  the 
measure  in  the  mind  of  the  "Daily  News"  man  "aims  at 
restricting  the  ownership  of  many  shops  by  one  firm,"  and 
there  is  nothing  in  the  Pharmacy  Bill  which  justifies  that 
summary  of  its  objects.  But  daily  journalism  is  very  liable 
to  these  terminological  inexactitudes,  to  use  Mr.  Winston 
Churchill's  phrase,  when  it  forsakes  Hottentot  politics  or 
the  higher  regions  of  statecraft.  In  this  case  the  writer 
was  probably  inspired  by  some  confused  recollection  of  a 
careless  reading  of  certain  prejudiced  allusions  to  the  Bill 
which  had  recently  blazed  on  the  back  page  of  his  paper, 
and  had,  in  fact,  helped  to  pay  the  rent.  But  this  does  not 
excuse  him.  Journalists  who  are  too  lazy  to  verify  their 
references  when  they  meddle  with  matters  about  which  they 
might  easily  be  correct  suggest  the  application  to  the  rest 
of  their  work  of  the  old  Roman  law  maxim  Falsus  in  vno, 
fahvs  in  omnibvs. 


Bookkeeping  for  Chemists. 

At  Leeds  last  week  Mr.  Bowman 
suggested,  and  Dr.  Symes  approved  of  the  idea  that  when 
the  Minor  examination  comes  to  be  divided  bookkeeping 
shall  be  added  to  the  subjects  with  which  candidates  are  to 
be  familiar.  There  is  much  to  be  said  for  this  proposal,  and 
everyone  will  agree  that  a  chemist's  success  is  as  likely  to 
depend  on  the  accuracy  of  his  accounts  as  it  may  on  the 
comprehensiveness  of  his  botanical  attainments.  But  it  may 
be  questioned  whether  the  suggestion  corresponds  with  a 
just  conception  of  the  object  of  the  examination.  If  the 
certificate  is  to  be  regarded  as  a  first-class  ticket  to  Pro- 
sperity station  on  the  Pharmacy  line,  there  are  many  other 
subjects  besides  bookkeeping  which  ought  to  be  included  m 
the  curriculum.  Keen  buying,  the  art  of  selling  the  most 
profitable  articles,  attractive  window-dressing,  and  the 
management  of  the  errand-boy,  not  to  mention  those  im- 
portant adjuncts,  counter-prescribing,  the  art  of  photo- 
graphy, the  manufacture  of  aerated  waters,  the  routine  of  a 
sub-post-office,  or  the  selection  of  a  suitable  wife,  would  be 
only  a  few  of  the  many  qualifications  for  success  upon  which 
the  anxious  novice  might  be  tested.  The  present  theory  of 
the  examination,  and  the  only  one  which  the  law  sanctions, 
is  that  it  will  exclude  from  the  ranks  of  pharmacy,  and  from 
the  right  to  sell  poisons  to  the  public, persons  who  are  educa- 
tionally unfit  for  the  duty.  There  are  modern  professors 
who  believe  they  can  impart  commercial  aptitude  by  courses 
of  study  and  gauge  it  by  examinations;  but  they  have  yet 
to  prove  that  their  methods  are  equal  to  those  through  which 
Carnegie  and  his  peers  graduated. 

Wine-licences 

are  now  granted  or  refused  on  no  principle  or 
method  whatever.  The  success  of  an  application  depends 
entirely  on  the  mood  or  disposition  of  the  Magistrates  at  the 
moment  when  it  is  made.  To  many  among  us  the  general 
sale  of  wines  to  which  the  licence  is  apt  to  lead  does  not 
appear  to  be  quite  compatible  with  the  best  interests  of 
pharmacy  ;  but  it  cannot  be  denied  that  the  chemist's  shop  is 
the  proper  place  to  go  to  for  really  medicinal  wines.  It  is 
these  which  the  majority  of  pharmacists  want  to  sell,  and 
they  would  be  quite  willing  that  their  licences  should 
restrict  their  stock  to  such.  The  difficulty  lies  in  defining 
the  degree  of  medication  which  shall  distinguish  the  remedy 
from  the  beverage.  A  distinction  ought  to  be  possible, 
however,  and,  as  a  correspondent  suggests  last  week,  the 
Inland  Revenue  authorities  might  be  asked  to  make  it.  A 
guinea  annual  licence,  independent  of  magisterial  sanction, 
but  applicable  to  bond  fide  medicated  wines  only,  would  be 
a  convenience  to  chemists,  prescribers,  and  the  public,  and 
its  terms  could  be  so  definite  as  to  make  unauthorised  exten- 
sion too  risky  to  be  ventured  upon. 

Lock  Salmon 

is  a  curiosity  among  synonyms,  and  the  interpre- 
tations of  it  published  up  to  date  help  to  deepen  the  mystery 
of  its  origin.  That  it  may  have  represented  the  first  and  last 
syllables  of  Locatelli's  Balsam  is  a  possibility  which  is,  un- 
fortunately bowled  out  by  the  discovery  that  it  is  a  medica- 
ment for  internal  administration.  The  statement  that  it  was 
a  corruption  of  an  earlier  "  luxomen "  is  seductive;  but 
"  luxomen,"  though  a  learned-looking  w-ord,  is  not  trace- 
able, and  falls,  like  "opodeldoc,"  into  the  category  of  in- 
vented terms  devoid  of  meaning.  Brum's  information  that 
"lock  salmon"  is  lac  ammoniaci,  and  that  syrup  of  tolu  is 
supplied  for  it,  matches  the  American  traveller's  report  on 
English  eccentricities,  in  which  he  said  we  spell  a  certain 
name  "  C-h-o-l-m-o-n-d-e-l-e-y  "  and  pronounce  it  "  March - 
banks."  Guessing  at  etymologies  is  notoriously  risky,  but 
the  temptation  in  this  case  is  too  strong.  The  "  lock  must 
be,  I  think,  the  old  English  "  lohoch,"  not  yet  quite  obso- 
lete, but  for  which  "  linctus  "  is  now  generally  substituted. 
The  typical  lohoch  was  one  of  almonds,  like  our  emulsion, 
but  thicker.  Lohoch  or  lock  of  almonds  may  easily  have 
been  supposed  to  be  a  proprietary  article,  as  most  medicinal 
compounds  were,  and  get  to  be  called  "Lock's  Almonds." 
From  this  to  "  lock  salmon"  is  an  inevitable  step.

The  "  Bill.'' 

It  was  what  is  known  as  a  "  dummy  Bill  "  that  Mr.  Winfrey 
this  week  laid  on  the  table  of  the  House  of  Commons  when 
he  obtained  permission  to  introduce  a  Bill  to  provide  for  the 
further  regulation  of  the  sale  of  poisons  and  the  compound- 
ing of  medical  prescriptions,  and  to  amend  the  Pharmacy 
Acts,  1852  and  1868.  The  superstitious  may  find  in  the 
circumstance  a  prognostication  of  what  may  happen,  and  it 
would  be  profitless  to  hide  the  fact  that  in  the  present  con- 
lition  of  Parliamentary  procedure,  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  like 
scores  of  other  measures  which  are  not  Government  business 
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or  party  politics,  will  in  all  likelihood  not  reach  a  second 
reading  this  Session.  We  put  this  probability  in  the  fore- 
front because  it  will  be  a  splendid  achievement  for  Mr. 
Winfrey  and  Mr.  Idris  if  they  get  the  Bill  advanced  to  a 
second  reading,  and  thereby  secure  its  consideration  by  a 
Committee  of  the  House  or  a  Select  Committee,  similar  to 
that  which  took  evidence  upon  the  Pharmacy  Bills  of  1865. 
and  upon  whose  report  the  leading  principles  of  the  1868 
Act  were  formulated.  Although  the  Bill  which  Mr.  Winfrey 
is  introducing  shows  modifications  upon  the  last  one,  it  still 
contains  much  that  is  controversial,  and  the  maximum 
number  (six)  of  blockers  is  already  assured  to  its  opponents 
from  among  M.P.s  who  have  expressed  themselves  hostile  to 
the  directorate  clause.  Last  year's  modification  of  this 
clause  does  not  satisfy  them.  It  may  be  remembered  that 
the  provision  originally  made  it  unlawful  for  any  limited 
company  to  retail,  dispense,  or  compound  poisons  or 
medical  prescriptions  unless  the  business  of  the  company 
is  managed  by  one  or  more  directors  registered  as  chemists 
under  the  Pharmacy  Act.  That  meant  if  there  should  be 
more  than  one  director  all  had  to  be  qualified.  There  was 
nothing  expressly  stated  in  the  Bill  regarding  the  use  of 
titles,  and  some  people  thought  this  meant  that  companies 
could,  under  the  Bill,  use  the  titles  that  properly  belong 
to  individuals,  whereas  under  Clause  11  companies,  like  un- 
qualified individuals,  would  commit  offences  by 

(1)  Using  the  title  "pharmaceutical  chemist"  or  "phar- 

macist." 

(2)  Using  the  title  "chemist  and  druggist"  or  its  equiva- 

lent. 

(3)  Failing  to  conform  to  the  poisons  regulations. 

(4)  Compounding  British  Pharmacopoeia  medicines  except 

according  to  its  formularies. 

Clause  11  remained  in  the  Bill  last  year,  so  that  these  acts 
and  omissions  if  committed  by  companies  were  still  provided 
for,  but  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  put  the  title  prohibi- 
tion in  front  of  the  directorate  clause,  reducing  the  direc- 
torate requirement  to  one  registered  chemist,  but  making 
every  director  of  a  company  responsible  for  the  offences 
committed  by  the  company.  These  changes  were  supposed 
to  be  for  the  purpose  of  ameliorating  company  opposition, 
but  they  had  quite  the  opposite  effect.  Ultimate  capitula- 
tion on  the  all-qualified-directors  principle  was  probably 
unavoidable.  The  principle  originated  in  the  C.  <£•  D.,  but 
what  we  advocated  was  a  qualified  chemist  as  a  managing 
director,  and  this  was  expanded  later  into  the  all-qualified- 
directors  proposal.  We  are  glad  to  have  the  assurance 
that  the  provision  is  not  whittled  down  any  more;  the 
clause  is  remodelled,  certainly  (as  it  had  need),  but  the 
essential  principles  remain — viz.  : 

1.  Titles  which  the  principal  Acts  confer  upon  individuals 
who  prove  their  fitness  by  examination  cannot  be  used  bv 
companies. 

2.  The  principle  of  the  Acts  that  the  owner  of  a  chemist's 
Business  must  be  a  person  registered  under  the  Acts  is 
rnociihed  m  the  case  of  companies,  so  that  one  of  their 
mrcctors  shall  be  a  registered  chemist,  and  each  of  their 
snops  (if  they  have  more  than  one)  shall  bo  managed  by  a 
registered  chemist. 

These  provisions  are  reasonable,  and  although  the  represen- 
tatives of  companies  will  oppose  them,  the  feeling  is  grow- 
ing in  that  quarter,  especially  among  the  larger  companies, 
tnat  legislation  on  these  lines  is  inevitable.  One-man  com- 
panies are  increasing  steadily,  and  now  number  manv 
nundreds.  They  are  formed  for  the  express  object  o"f 
getting  behind  the  Act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  poisons,  and 
are  a  serious  menace  to  the  public  safety,  besides  being  a 
positive  derision  of  the  Legislature's  requirement  that  per- 
sons carrying  on  the  chemist's  business  shall  be  registered 
under  the  Act,  All  reasonable  Parliamentarians  say  that 
tms  sort  of  thing  must  be  checked,  and  the  proposals  in  the 


Bill  should,  they  say,  be  considered.  There  may  be  a  diffi- 
culty in  regard  to  titles,  as  the  vested-interests  bogey  un- 
doubtedly influences  many  fair-minded  men.  Some  in  the 
trade  think  that  registered  chemists  should  abandon  their 
present  titles,  and  take  others  which  companies  might  not 
take.  Why  should  they?  The  titles  are  the  property  of 
individuals  by  right,  but  are  used  by  companies  owing  to  a 
flaw  in  the  law,  which  the  Bill  is  intended  to  repair.  We 
speak  of  "chemist-companies"'  and  "company-chemists," 
and  it  is  suggested  that  the  latter  may  be  a  suitable  title 
to  compromise  on,  giving  companies  in  business  before  the 
Act  a  period  of  time  to  renew  their  shop-fronts  and  work 
off  old  labels.  Presumably,  also,  incorporated  historic 
houses  would  still  be  able  to  show  such  signs  as — ■ 

SMITH  &  JONES,  LTD. 
Directors,  James  Smith  and  Thomas  Jones, 
Chemists  and  Druggists. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  provisions  as  to  company-shop 
management  apply  also  to  individual  chemists.  The  only 
other  provision  of  the  Bill  that  has  been  altered  materially 
is  the  curriculum  clause,  in  consequence  of  Mr.  Winfrey's 
expressed  opinion  that  the  proposals  were  in  excess  of  the 
necessities  of  the  case.  He  insisted  on  recognition  of  the 
Board  of  Education  science  classes.  If  these  were  not  pro- 
vided for  in  the  "  other  place  "  of  the  Bill,  neither  are  exist- 
ing colleges  and  schools  of  pharmacy,  who  two  years  ago 
petitioned  the  Privy  Council  on  this  point.  Beyond  all 
that,  however,  there  stands  the  fact  that  the  examination 
provided  in  the  Poisons  Act,  and  thus  for  the  majority  of 
chemists  and  druggists,  was  never  intended  to  be  one  re- 
quiring a  collegiate  course  of  study,  and  we  hold  it  to  be 
a  mistake  to  impose  this  fresh  statutory  condition  without 
arranging  for  that  humbler  service  which  registered  drug- 
gists give  to  the  public  in  Ireland. 

We  understand  that  Mr.  Idris  and  Mr.  Winfrey  will  work 
hand  in  hand  on  the  Bill,  so  that  one  of  them  will  always  be 
on  the  spot  to  satisfy  inquirers  and  take  any  chance  that 
transpires. 


P  A.T.A.  and  Co-ops. 

No  fresh  development  has  occurred  in  this  matter  during  the 
week;  indeed,  the  most  notable  contribution  to  the  contro- 
versy is  the  letter  from  Messrs.  Elliman,  Sons  &  Co.,  which 
is  printed  on  p.  356.  They  state  that  they  closed  their 
account  with  the  Co-operative  Wholesale  Society,  Man- 
chester, some  years  ago,  because  the  Society  would  not 
adhere  to  the  firm's  protective  terms,  and  the  firm  now  add 
that  they  are  prepared  to  stop  supplies  to  any  co-operative 
societies  who  give  dividend  checks  to  the  public.  This  is  a 
step  distinctly  in  advance  upon  their  previous  pronounce- 
ments. So  far  there  have  been  no  defections  from  the 
P. A.T.A. ;  indeed,  the  unanimity  of  last  week's  meeting 
has  strengthened  waverers,  and  stopped  the  defection  of 
some  who  had  almost  decided  to  retire  from  the  P. A.T.A. 
By  March  5  the  Association  will  know  who  will  not  adhere 
to  last  week's  resolutions,  and  it  has  delayed  the  issue  of  its 
Year-book  for  1906  until  by  that  date  its  members  return 
a  declaration  which  has  been  sent  to  them  to  fill  up.  The 
Secretary  has  instructions  to  send,  directly  his  list  is  com- 
pleted, a  circular  to  all  the  retail  members  of  the  P. A.T.A., 
stating  that  the  Council  rely  upon  them  to  see  to  it  that  the 
proprietors  who  are  giving  this  further  evidence  of  their 
desire  to  guarantee  profits  shall  not  suffer  a  loss  of  proht  in 
consequence.  We  observe  a  statement  on  this  matter  in  the 
"  Anti-Cutting  Record,"  which  endorses  what  we  said  last 
week,    'ihe  Association's  organ  says  : 

We  think  that  our  appeal  for  preferential  treatment  for 
P.A.TA.  articles  might  be  based  alone  on  the  ground  of 
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common  fairness,  but  there  is  another  side.  To-day  P.A.T.A. 
proprietors  are  quite  naturally  asking  that  the  Association 
should  not  only  protect^  the  distributor  but  should  protect 
the  manufacturer  who  joins,  and  there  is  a  movement  on 
foot  to  get  the  Council  to  treat  the  persistent  substitutor  as 
they  would  a  persistent  cutter — that  is,  to  withhold  supplies. 
Unless  in  this,  or  some  other  way,  the  P.A.TA.  can  secure 
fair  treatment  for  the  proprietors  who  have  joined,  it  will 
lose  some  of  their  articles  from  the  protected  list,  and  that 
will  be  the  beginning  of  a  return  to  the  old  days  of  extreme 
cutting. 


Diachylon  Pills. 

The  "Lancet"  and  the  "British  Medical  Journal"  of 
February  24  published  a  paper  dealing  with  the  observa- 
tions of  two  medical  practitioners  on  the  use  of  diachylon 
pills  by  women  for  producing  abortion,  and  the  "British 
Medical  Journal  "  comments  upon  the  necessity  for  some- 
thing being  done  to  control  the  sale  of  diachylon  plaster. 
Representatives  of  the  British  Medical  Association  and  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  have,  as  already  reported,  conferred 
in  regard  to  this  matter,  and  the  Nottingham  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  has  issued  a  circular  to  the  effect  that 
diachylon  plaster  should  be  labelled  "  for  external  use 
only."    We  have  suggested  that  this  expedient  does  not 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  case.    There  is  little  demand 
nowadays  for  lead  plaster  in  the  lump  for  the  purpose  of 
self -spreading,  but  its  sale  for  illicit  uses  by  women  is 
large.    The  medical  evidence  as  to  the  injury  it  does 
suffices  to  show  that  the  sale  of  the  substance  should  be  con- 
trolled, as  other  abortefacients  are,  under  the  Poisons  Act. 
It  may  at  the  first  blush  be  considered  an  extreme  course 
to  place  in  Part  1  of  the  Schedule  an  otherwise  harmless 
thing  like  lead  plaster ;  but  it  was  the  clear  intention  of  the 
Legislature  to  regard  abortefacients  as  things  which  may 
only  be  sold  under  the  restrictions  which  apply  also  to  the 
most  virulent  poisons,  and  the  mischief  that  this  article  is 
doing  warrants  the  early  exercise  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  of  the  powers  it  is  entrusted  with.    There  is  all  the 
more  reason  for  this  when  the  fact  is  considered  that  the 
medical  evidence  proves  that  lead-poisoning  is  the  first  result 
of  taking  diachylon  pills,  and  abortion  is  a  secondary  effect. 
The  latter  is  a  crime,  and  the  poison  law  exists  in  part  for 
the  prevention  of  crime.    An  alternative  to  placing  the 
article  in  Part  1  of  the  Schedule  is  suggested  by  an  esteemed 
contributor,  who  says  :  "  This  case  makes  it  evident  that  a 
Part  3  of  the  Poisons  Schedule  is  required ;  not  for  deadly 
poisons  to  be  sold  by  anybody,  but  for  medicinal  substances 
not  necessarily  poisonous  to  be  sold  by  chemists  only,  and 
to  the  sale  of  which  specified  conditions  may  be  attached." 
To  carry  out  this  suggestion  an  amendment  of  the  Act  is 
necessary ;  but  this  is  well  worth  considering. 


Launched ! 

No  time  is  lost  to  count  the  cost

The  "Daily  News"  made  a  fearful  blunder  about  the 
nature  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  whereupon  Mr.  A.  C.  Wootton, 
member  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  wrote 
to  it  thus  : 

You  state  that  the  Pharmacy  Bill  to  be  introduced  by 
Mr.  Winfrey  "  aims  at  restricting  ownership  of  many  shops 
by  one  firm."  No  such  proposal  is  contained  in  the  Bill. 
Its  central  purpose  is  the  requirement  that  companies  which 
carry  on  a  business  of  which  the  sale  of  poisons  forms  a  part 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  conditions  as  if  they  were  in- 
dividual.   This  is  not  the  case  now.    Last  year  a  company 


at  Cardiff  was  sued  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  dis- 
regard of  the  precautionary  regulations  made  under  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Privy  Council. 
The  defence  was  that  the  regulations  only  applied  to 
"persons,"  not  to  corporations;  and  it  was  successful. 
Surely  this  condition  requires  a  remedy. 

It  is  curious  that  the  "  Daily  News  "  should  trip  ;  its  editor 

was  at  one  time  considered  to  be  such  an  authority  on 

pharmacy  law  that  the  Society's  organ  got  him  to  contribute 

an  article  on  the  subject- ! 

Anti-smash  Legislation. 

The  House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday  agreed  to  the  following 
resolution  : 

"  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  House  it  is  necessary  to  put 
an  end  to  fines  and  deductions  from  wages  other  than  such 
as  may  be  specially  legalised  by  Parliament." 

"  0  Parliament,"  the  chemist  cries, 

' '  You're  scooping  all  my  treasures  ; 
What  will  I  do  for  new  supplies 

When  Tommy  breaks  the  measures  ? 
He  has  been  frightened  hitherto 

His  zeal  to  exercise  it, 
With  '  fines  for  breakage '  in  full  view  : 

Perhaps  you'll  legalise  it." 

What  is  Whisky? 

We  venture  on  behalf  of  the  chemists  of  the  United  King- 
dom to  welcome,  with  such  acclamation  as  the  Linotype 
machines  can  make,  the  decision  of  Mr.  Fordham  that 
whisky  is  pot-still  spirits  distilled  in  Ireland  and  Scotland. 
If  distillers,  compounders,  and  vendors  of  whisky  faith- 
fully follow  Mr.  Fordham's  forensic  fortitude  (for  this 
alliteration  we  make  due  penance),  a  rich  crop  of  headaches 
will  be  the  result  of  the  North  London  Magistrate's  decision, 
for  did  not  Sir  Lauder  Brunton  a  few  years  ago  prove  that 
the  impurities  of  pot-still  whisky — to  wit,  the  aldehydes — 
are  the  source  of  the  next  morning's  trouble?    True,  he 
recommended  the  fragrant  bloater  and  the  two-eyed  steak 
as  the  antidote,  but  the  more  elegant  and  palatable  spt. 
amnion,  aromat.  is,  he  indicated,  as  efficacious   as  the 
trimethylamine  pisci.    Dr.  Teed,  the  analyst  whose  report 
instigated  the  proceedings  against  North  London  publicans, 
is  a  veritable  blessing  to  the  chemist  fraternity.    His  own 
name  is  indissolubly  linked,  we  expect,  with  whisky,  as  it 
previously  was  with  brandy  ;  he  has  been  the  means  of  giving 
briefs  to  eminent  counsel  and  fees  to  expert  witnesses,  and, 
last,  but  not  least  in  our  estimation,  if  the  verdict  in  the 
cases  is  carried  to  a  logical  conclusion,  there  will  be  such  a 
demand  for  pick-me-ups  from  retail  chemists  that  they  will 
make  the  song  "  Hi-Teed-ly-hi-ti  "  a  standing  pa?an  at  all 
their  banquets. 

Anaestheticism. 

Though  coroners'  juries  may  often  go  wrong, 

And  their  findings  be  sometimes  pathetic, 
To  fix  up  a  verdict  does  not  take  them  long 

When  they  meet  with  a  new  anaesthetic ; 
For  new  things,  or  things  they  do  not  understand, 

Are  nearly  all  sure  to  be  lethal ; 
And  it  seems  from  the  rider  just  lately  to  hand 

We  must  look  to  our  chloride  of  ethyl. 

Cocoa-nut  Oil  in  Butter. 

A  considerable  sensation  has  been  caused  in  Yorkshire  by 
a  decision  in  a  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  case  at  Selby 
on  February  22.  Three  grocers,  of  established  reputation, 
were  summoned  for  selling  butter  which  the  analyst  for  the 
West  Riding  Council  certified  to  contain  8.5  per  cent,  to 
15  per  cent,  of  cocoa-nut  oil.  Conviction  was  secured  (in 
spite  of  the  butter-makers'  absolute  denial  of  adulteration). 
It  is  now  stated  that  the  analyst,  although  acting  in  good 
faith,  may  have  been  mistaken,  since  cocoa-nut  cil  is  so 
nearly  allied  in  constitution  to  butter-fat  that  for  years 
analysts  could  not  distinguish  between  them  when  they  were 
mixed. 
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Judicature  verms  Xcoislaturc. 


A  Review  of  the  fallacious  arguments  by  which  the  House  of  Lords'  decision  in  the  Company 

case  was  arrived  at. 


CONTRARIETY  so  palpable  as  that  presented  by  the 
action  of  the  higher  administrators  of  the  law  in  regard 
to  legislative  regulation  of  the  sale  of  poisons  would  perhaps 
seem  scarcely  credible,  were  it  not  vouched  for,  on  the  one 
hand,  by  the  clear  language  of  an  Act  of  Parliament,  having 
one  plain  object,  and,  on  the  other  hand,  by  a  judicial  deci- 
sion subversive  of  that  object.  The  consequence  is  that  the  j 
decision  has  operated  as  an  inducement,  and  apparently  as  a 
licence,  to  systematic  contravention  of  the  law  ;  so  that,  at 
the  present  time,  there  are  throughout  the  country  many 
hundreds  of  shops  kept  for  the  sale  of  poisons  by  companies 
—persons  not  registered  under  the  Poisons  Act — that  unlaw- 
fully use  the  trade  designation  intended  by  the  Legislature 
to  serve  as  the  sign  of  certified  knowledge  and  skill,  and  thus 
pretend  to  profess  qualification  for  the  sale  of  poisons. 

In  that  way  the  beneficial  operation  of  the  Poisons  Act  has 
been,  to  a  great  extent,  paralysed,  its  administration 
blocked,  and  indiscriminate  sale  of  poisons,  the  mischief 
against  which  the  Act  was  intended  to  provide  a  remedy, 
has  been  largely  revived.  The  later  judgments  relating  to 
the  London  and  Provincial  Association  case  furnish  evidence 
that  these  anomalous  conditions  are  entirely  due  to  miscon- 
ception of  the  Poisons  Act  by  the  judges,  and  to  oversight  of 
the  most  essential  facts  on  which  its  efficiency  depends.  A 
useful  purpose  may  therefore  be  served  by  pointing  out  how 
that  result  appears  to  have  come  about. 

The  Action  Raised. 

At  the  first  hearing  of  the  case  in  the  County  Court  the 
Judge  refused  to  go  behind  the  registration  of  the  company 
to  ascertain  whether  it  had  been  formed  in  order  to  evade  the 
Poisons  Act;  but  the  case  was  decided  on  the  assumption 
that  a  shop  kept  for  sale  of  poisons  by  a  company  of  un- 
qualified persons  would  not  come  within  the  mischief  in- 
tended to  be  prevented  if  the  business  of  the  shop  were 
conducted  by  duly  qualified  assistants.  That  apparently 
common-sense  view  will  not,  however,  bear  examination ;  it 
was  afterwards  entirely  abandoned  by  counsel  for  the  de- 
fendants as  being  obviously  untenable  and  inconsistent  with 
the  purpose  of  the  Poisons  Act ;  but  it  was  nevertheless  again 
adopted  by  some  of  the  Judges  of  the  Courts  of  Appeal. 

The  arguments  put  forward  at  the  appeal  to  the  Court 
of  Queen's  Bench  in  support  of  the  prosecution  rested  on  the 
facts  and  considerations  stated  in  the  previous  articles,  viz  : 

1.  That  statutory  qualification  for  the  sale  of  poisons  is 
necessarily  individual. 

2.  That  the  prohibition  of  unregistered  keepers  of  shops 
for  sale  of  poisons  applies  to  any  person,  whether  individual 
or  corporate. 

The  defence  relied  upon  the  bold  assumption  of  a  casus 
omissus — that  the  Legislature  either  did  not  intend  the  Act 
to  apply  to  companies,  or  did  not  think  of  companies.  That 
was  supplemented  by  an  equally  daring  contention  that  the 
word  "person,"  as  used  in  the  Act,  is  not  applicable  to  an 
aggregate  of  individuals  merged  in  the  legal  entity  of  a 
company  or  person  in  law,  and  that  it  could  not  have  been 
meant  to  have  that  application.  Prejudicial  suggestions 
were  also  put  forward  that  the  action  taken  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  as  the  official  administrator  of  the  Poisons 
Act.  was  not  instigated  by  regard  for  the  performance  of  a 
public  duty,  but  by  interested  motives  of  aggrandising  the 
Society  or  of  trade  protection,  and  by  a  desire  to  put  a  stop 
to  company  trading.  The  absence  of  foundation  for  those 
unworthy  insinuations  is  apparent  from  the  fact  that,  though 
company  trade  in  poisons,  as  now  carried  on,  is  a  piratical 
and  unlawful  enterprise,  the  provisions  of  the  Poisons  Act 
are  in  no  way  adverse  to  company  trading,  provided  the 
imperative  condition  of  selling  poisons,  or  keeping  a  shop  for 
that  purpose,  be  complied  with  by  the  personal  qualification 
of  the  several  individual  members  of  a  company. 

The  judgment  in  that  case  was  consistent  with  rational 
construction  of  the  Act,  with  the  known  intention  of  the 
Legislature,  and  with  practical  requirements.  Its  main 
point  was  that  the  prohibition  of  selling  or  keeping  shop  for 
sale  of  poisons  being  general,  that  provision  must  apply  to 


any  person,  whether  individual  or  corporate,  independently 
of  legal  distinction  between  an  individual  person  and  an 
incorporated  aggregate.  The  necessary  personality  of  the 
statutory  qualification  was  also  recognised,  as  well  as  the 
impossibility  of  supposing  that  the  Legislature  could  have 
contemplated  a  condition  so  entirely  at  variance  with  the 
purpose  and  policy  of  the  Act  as  that  contended  for  by  com- 
panies claiming  to  be  outside  its  prohibitory  operation  and 
above  the  law. 

In  the  Appeal  Court. 
At  the  hearing  of  the  second  appeal  the  same  arguments, 
that  companies  are  incapable  of  committing  the  offences 
created  by  the  Poisons  Act,  and  are  not  amenable  to  its 
penalties,  were  put  forward  with  remarkable  audacity  to 
show  that  companies  were  outside  the  scope  of  the  enact- 
ment. The  judgments  reversing  the  decision  of  the  Court 
below  assign  reasons  for  the  contrary  construction  of  the 
Act.  Lord  Brain  well,  for  instance,  takes  the  preamble  with 
Sections  3,  4,  5,  6.  10,  18,  etc.,  as  showing  that  the  word 
"  person  "  is  not  used  so  as  to  include  corporation  ;  that  the 
persons  there  referred  to  must  be  individuals,  and  that 
those  sections  clearly  do  not  mean  corporations.  That  fact 
is  certainly  remarkable ;  but  even  more  remarkable  is  the 
fact  which  Lord  Bramwell  does  not  appear  to  have  noticed 
— viz.,  that  the  several  acts  referred  to  in  those  sections  are 
either  acts  which  registered  persons  only  are  capable  of 
doing,  or  else  they  are  steps  towards  the  general  condition 
of  being  registered  under  the  Act,  by  complying  with  which 
persons  are  to  be  enabled  to  lawfully  do  the  acts  to  which  the 
prohibitory  provisions  of  Section  1  relate.  Applied  to  the 
conditionally  prohibited  acts  of  selling  poisons  or  keeping 
shop,  etc.,  the  same  reasoning  leads  to  just  the  same  con- 
clusion— viz.,  that  individuals  must  be  meant — also  to  the 
conclusion  that  if  "person"  in  Section  1  does  not  mean 
corporation  as  well  as  individual,  then  the  reason  for  that 
conclusion  is  just  the  same  as  in  the  other  instances — viz., 
that  a  corporation,  as  such,  cannot  comply  with  the  necessary 
condition,  since  it  is  as  incapable  of  being  registered  as  it  is 
of  being  examined  or  certified,  etc.,  or  of  lawfully  doing 
what  the  Act  prohibits. 

That  conclusion  is  so  apparent,  when  looked  for,  that  the 
supposition  Lord  Bramwell  was  not  aware  of  it  seems  the 
only  possible  means  of  accounting  for  his  Lordship's  state- 
ment that  he  saw  no  reason  for  including  corporation  in  the 
word  "  person  "  in  Section  1.  That  statement,  illustrated  as 
it  is  by  his  Lordship  by  instances  clearly  showing  the  neces- 
sary individuality  of  the  qualified  person,  furnishes  con- 
clusive evidence  that  Lord  Bramwell  did  not  appreciate  the 
real  significance  of  the  statutory  qualification,  neither  its 
necessary  personality  ncr  the  fact  that  the  utility  and  effi- 
ciency of  the  Poisons  Act,  in  the  public  interest,  depend 
entirely  upon  the  maintenance  of  that  safeguard.  Oversight 
of  that  essential  fact  naturally  accounts  for  Lord  Bramwell's 
failure  to  see  strong  reasons  for  "  person  "  including  corpora- 
tion ;  it  accounts  for  his  speculative  assumption  that  the 
purpose  of  the  Act  would  be  served  if  individual  offenders, 
selling  poisons,  could  be  got  at;  also  for  the  opinion  that 
exclusion  of  a  company  of  unqualified  persons  from  the 
sale  of  poisons  would  be  needless  restraint  of  trade ;  it 
accounts  for  the  expressed  inability  to  see  why  such  a  com- 
pany should  not  stand  on  the  same  footing  as  a  partnership 
of  qualified  persons,  and,  generally,  it  accounts  for  his  Lord- 
ship preferring  to  adopt  a  construction  of  the  Act  tending  to 
destroy  its  efficacy. 

Similar  oversight  of  the  necessary  personality  of  qualifica- 
tion under  the  Act.  and  consequent  misconception  of  its  pur- 
I  pose,  are  evident  in  the  other  judgments ;  no  ray  from  that 
source  seems  to  have  penetrated  ;  but  the  judgment  of  Lord 
Justice  Thesiger  is  marked  by  a  most  illuminating  con- 
j  dition  of  doubt  whether  the  decision  of  the  Court  below 
might  not  be  upheld  ? 

Considering  that  companies  keeping  shop  for  the  sale  of 
poisons  would  expose  the  public  to  the  mischief  against 
which  the  Act  was  intended  to  guard,  and  also  that  a  statute 
making  an  act  unlawful — except  under  conditions — contains 
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an  indication  that  such  act  is  intended  to  be  entirely  pro- 
hibited except  under  those  conditions,  his  Lordship  inferred 
that  such  a  conditionally  prohibited  act  could  not  be  done 
at  all  by  a  company,  even  though,  in  the  nature  of  things,  the 
conditions  could  not  be  complied  with  by  a  company ;  he 
was  therefore  forcibly  impressed  by  the  question  whether 
the  object  of  the  Poisons  Act  did  not  peremptorily  require 
companies  to  be  included  under  the  word  "  person  "  ?  Ad- 
vance beyond  that  condition  of  philosophic  doubt  seems  to 
have  been  prevented  by  insufficient  perception  of  the  neces- 
sary personality  of  qualification  for  the  sale  of  poisons,  etc. 

In  the  same  sense  Lord  Justice  Baggallay  pointedly  ex- 
presses the  opinion  that  if  the  general  purport  of  the  Act 
showed  that  sale  of  poisons  by  a  company  might  be  within 
the  mischief  intended  to  be  guarded  against,  then  the  mean- 
ing of  the  word  "person"  should  be  extended  to  include 
corporation,  and  if  that  interpretation  would  give  the  neces- 
sary effect  to  the  Act  it  ought  to  be  adopted,  even  though 
the  Legislature  had  no  such  intention. 

These  are  very  large  abatements  of  the  decision  arrived  at 
by  the  Court  of  Appeal  :  considered  in  conjunction  with  the 
evident  oversight  of  facts  that  show  the  necessary  in- 
dividuality of  qualification  for  the  sale  of  poisons  as  pointed 
out  in  the  previous  articles,  and  also  in  conjunction  with  the 
inconsequent  nature  of  the  "reasons"  given  for  that  deci- 
sion, they  go  far  to  support  the  view  that  the  manifest 
object  of  the  Act,  its  entire  purport  and  intention  have  been 
perverted  by  the  construction  that  was  put  upon  it  through 
misconception  of  its  real  nature. 

In  the  House  of  Lords. 
The  judgments  delivered  on  the  third  appeal  to  the  House 
of  Lords  also  furnish  evidence  of  the  same  misconception 
and  oversight  of  essential  considerations.  Lord  Watson,  for 
instance,  regarded  the  Act  as  a  grant  of  privilege  and  trade 
monopoly  to  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society ;  he 
was  consequently  unable  to  come  to  any  conclusion  as  to  the 
intention  of  the  Legislature  except  that  considerations  of 
policy  preponderated  in  favour  of  the  argument  that  the  Act 
was  intended  to  confine  the  sale  of  poisons  to  duly  registered 
individuals.  Lord  Blackburn's  judgment  shows  that  while 
confusing  statutory  qualification  with  membership  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  out  of  that  combination  evolv- 
ing the  notion  of  blackmail,  his  Lordship's  peculiar  view  of 
the  act  of  sale  prevented  due  appreciation  of  the  significance 
of  qualification  under  the  Act. 

Lord  Selborne's  misconception  of  particular  details  of  the 
Act  has  already  been  partly  pointed  out.  Equal  misconcep- 
tion of  its  general  purport  and  main  object  is  also  apparent 
from  the  various  considerations  by  which  his  Lordship's 
decision  was  arrived  at.  That  is  very  clearly  shown  by  the 
adoption  of  a  proposition  boldly  put  forward  on  several 
occasions  by  the  junior  counsel  for  the  respondents  as  epito- 
mising— as  it  really  does — the  contention  that  companies 
should  be  held  outside  the  scope  of  the  Poisons  Act.  That 
proposition  had  been  discussed  at  length  by  Lord  Bramwell 
without  its  alluring  ambiguity  being  detected  by  him  ;  it 
attracted  Lord  Selborne's  attention  so  much  that  he  asked 
to  have  it  repeated  :  it  was  to  the  effect  that  if  a  statute 
provides  that  a  person  shall  not  do  some  act  except  on  con- 
dition of  complying  with  a  proviso ;  then,  if  the  proviso  be 
such  that  only  natural  persons  can  comply  with  it,  the  word 
"  person"  in  such  statute  should  be  read  as  applying  only 
to  natural  persons.  The  proposition  is  obviously  a  truism ; 
but  it  has  two  sides,  and  it  does  not  warrant  the  conclusion 
that  was  sought  to  be  drawn  from  it — viz.,  that  the  prohibi- 
tory provision  of  such  a  statute  as  that  referred  to  would  not 
apply  to  corporate  persons.  On  the  contrary, — the  pro- 
position is  neither  more  nor  less  than  a  verbose  way  of  saying 
that  a  conditionally  prohibited  act,  to  which  such  supposed 
statute  relates,  can  be  done  lawfully  only  by  natural  persons  ; 
just  the  fact  that  had  impressed  Lord  Justice  Thesiger  ;  con- 
sequently the  only  reasonable  conclusion  from  the  proposi- 
tion is  that  a  corporate  person,  incapable  of  complying  with 
the  proviso,  necessarily  stands  in  the  same  position  as  any 
other  incapable  person,  and  is  also,  just  for  that  reason, 
equally  incapable  of  lawfully  doing  the  conditionally  pro- 
hibited act — thus  outside  the  scope  of  the  statute. 

That  Lord  Selborne  should  have  adopted  that  suasive  pro- 
position as  a  panacea  for  facile  decision  of  the  case  in  ques- 
tion is  certainly  very  strange  ;  but  the  way  it  was  applied  for 
that  purpose  is  still  more  strange.   Looking  to  the  language 


of  Section  1  and  15,  Lord  Selborne  took  the  proviso  to  "be 
registered  under  this  Act "  as  applying  necessarily  to  persons 
of  a  class  that  could  be  so  registered.  Extending  his  con- 
sideration to  Sections  3,  5,  6,  and  18,  the  same  conclusion 
was  naturally  arrived  at,  as  well  as  the  inference  that  the 
condition  of  registration  was  enforced  and  required  by  the 
Legislature  in  a  sense  applicable  only  to  individuals  and 
wholly  inapplicable  to  any  corporation.  But  the  further 
conclusion  relating  to  the  prohibitory  provisions  of  Section  1 
— viz.,  that  the  words  "unless,"  etc.,  are  inapplicable  to 
any  corporate  person— is  entirely  fallacious,  inasmuch  as  it 
ignores  and  directly  contradicts  the  other  side  of  the  pro- 
position above  mentioned,  according  to  which  the  only 
persons  at  all  capable  of  lawfully  doing  a  conditionally  pro- 
hibited act  are  persons  capable  of  the  conditional  proviso — 
i.e.,  in  the  case  of  the  Poisons  Act  only  individuals  such  as 
might  be  registered  under  the  Act.  Only  in  that  sense  is  the 
conclusion  reasonable  that  companies  are  outside  the  scope 
of  the  Poisons  Act — i.e.,  necessarily  excluded,  as  such,  from 
selling  or  keeping  shop  for  the  sale  of  poisons,  etc.,  because 
of  inherent  inability  either  to  do  so  lawfully  or  to  comply 
with  the  condition  by  which  alone  ability  to  do  so  lawfully 
is  to  be  acquired.  That  in  Sections  1  and  15  the  Legislature 
contemplated  only  persons  of  a  class  capable  of  doing  the 
act  that  was  to  take  them  out  of  the  scope  of  their  provisions 
was  natural;  because  then,  as  now,  only  individuals  could 
satisfy  the  conditions  enforced  and  imposed  for  the  general 
purpose  of  the  Act;  but  there  is  not  any  reasonable  founda- 
tion for  concluding  that  the  prohibitory  provisions  of  the 
Act  do  not  apply  to  companies;  nor  for  supposing  that  the 
Legislature  was  unmindful  of  the  existence  of  companies,  or 
for  the  still  more  absurd  supposition  that  the  prohibitory 
provisions  of  the  Act  were  not  intended  to  apply  to  any  cor- 
porate person  as  well  as  to  individuals.  Those  suppositions 
have  only  rhetorical  significance. 

The  Erroneous  Conclusion. 

Plainer  evidence  than  that  furnished  by  these  judgments 
there  could  not  be  that  neither  the  necessary  individuality 
of  the  qualification  nor  the  manifest  object  of  the  Poisons 
Act  were  appreciated  by  Lord  Selborne  any  more  than  they 
were  by  the  other  judges  to  whom  the  present  construction 
of  the  Act  is  due. 

The  result  is  that  the  decision  relating  to  construction  of 
the  Poisons  Act  has  no  rational  foundation;  it  is  a  striking 
instance  of  judicial  reversal  of  law,  and,  though  it  now 
counts  as  a  legal  precedent,  having  received  sanction  from 
the  solemn  ceremonial  of  a  House  of  Lords  hearing,  it  is  none 
the  less  inane  and  devoid  of  intrinsic  claim  to  respect.

The  Isle  of  Thanet,  ono  of  the  most  picturesque  parts  of 
England,  and  one  which  figures  prominently  in  .its  history, 
has  recently  formed  a  chemists' 
association,  embracing  the  coast 
towns  from  Broadstairs  to  Birching- 
ton-on-Sea.  The  President,  Mr. 
A.  C.  Julian  Horrell,  Ph.C,  is  the 
eldest  son  of  Mr.  Alfred  E.  Horrell, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Dartford, 
and  at  the  age  of  fourteen  was 
apprenticed,  in  1874,  to  his  father's 
firm  (Horrell  and  Goff).  He  passed 
the  Minor  examination  seven  years 
later  and  the  Major  in  1882,  then 
had  experience  in  Hastings  and 
elsewhere  before  purhasing  in  1885 
the  business  of  the  late  Mr.  E. 
Piiore  at  Broadstairs.  He  carries 
this  on  under  the  name  "Julian 
Horrell  &  Co.,"  and  is  enterprising 
in  every  sense  of  the  word,  the 
decoration  of  his  pharmacy,  when 
there  is  occasion  for  it,  being  one 
of  the  features  of  the  town.  Mr. 
Horrell  has  been  a  member  of  the  Urban  District  Council  since 
1894.  was  Deputy-Chairman  of  it  in  1901-2,  then  Chairman  in 
1902-3.  It  is  on  such  bodies  as  this  that  the  pharmacist's 
peculiar  abilities  are  most  useful  to  the  community,  and  Mr. 
Horrell's  municipal  colleagues  have  realised  this  by  making 
him  Chairman  of  the  Sanitary  Committee.

— Mr.  Ashford  mentioned  that  he  had  sup- 
plied Howards'  granulated  crystals  of  this  salt,  and  a  doctor 
brought  it  back,  saying  that  it  was  incorrect.  The  doctor 
had  never  seen  that  kind  before  ! 

Sale  of  Vermin-killers. — A  conversation  on  this  subject 
was  opened  by  Mr.  Dennis,  and  Messrs.  McKinnell,  Ingle, 
Ashford,  North,  and  the  President  joined  in  it,  all  being 
of  opinion  that  the  practice  of  signing  for  such  things  as 
Battle's  vermin-killer  should  be  continued.

The  Three  Towns  Association. 

The  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Plymouth,  Devonport,  Stone- 
house,  and  District  Chemists'  Association  was  held  at 
7  Whimple  Street,  Plymouth,  on  February  19.  The  Presi- 
dent (Mr.  F.  Maitland)  occupied  the  chair,  and  there  were 


also  present  Messrs.  J.  Barge,  F.  A.  Goodwin,  E.  0.  Jones, 
P.  A.  Kelly,  J.  A.  Lamble,  Martin-Johnson,  C.  J.  Park, 
S.  A.  Perkins,  R.  F.  Roper,  Davy  Turney,  Condy  U'Ren, 
and  F.  A.  Spear. 

Parliamentary  Representation  was  raised  on  a  letter 
from  Mr.  Gadd,  Secretary  of  the  Federation  of  Pharmaceu- 
tical Associations,  and  after  discussion  the  meeting  approved 
of  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  R.  F.  Roper,  that  the  Treasurer 
of  the  fund  be  informed  that  in  the  event  of  money  being 
required  for  Parliamentary  purposes,  the  Association  would 
send  on  the  amount  promised,  but  in  the  present  circum- 
stances it  is  not  disposed  to  do  so. 

Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.'s  prices  were  fully 
discussed,  and  it  was  decided  that  the  President  and  Secre- 
tary should  write  to  the  firm  intimating  that  the  members 
of  the  Association  are  discontented  with  the  prevailing  con- 
ditions respecting  the  firm's  tabloids  and  other  goods,  and 
calling  upon  them  to  consider  the  question,  with  a  view  to 
giving  retailers  of  their  goods  better  terms  and  a  more 
reasonable  profit. 


Midland  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Grand  Hotel,  Birmingham,  on 
Wednesday  evening,  February  28,  Mr.  A.  W.  Gerrard  pre- 
siding.   Two  papers  cn 

Decoct.  Aloes  Co.  Concent. 
were  read.  In  the  first  of  these  Mr.  H.  Williams  Jones, 
F.C.S.,  referred  to  the  difficulties  in  producing  this  pre- 
paration so  that  it  shall  not  deposit,  and  described  experi- 
ments he  had  made,  as  a  result  of  which  he  found  that  a 
concentrated  decoction  made  by  increasing  the  amounts  of 
the  solid  ingredients,  but  not  increasing  the  quantity  of  the 
compound  tincture  of  cardamoms,  or  of  alcohol  represent- 
ing this,  may  be  regarded  as  a  practical  solution  of  the 
difficulty.  Made  in  this  way  he  found  for  experimental 
batches  : 

Diluted  Decoction 
B.P.  Decoction      (without  extra 
tincture) 

Total  solids    7.03  5.55 

Alkalinity  of  ash  as  K2C03     0.544  0.516 

The  difference  here  shown  in  total  solids  does  not  imply 
deficiency  in  the  active  constituents,  but  is  due  to  lack  of 
solids  which  would  be  contained  by  the  relative  use  of  less 
compound  tincture  of  cardamoms;  and  this  could  be  met  by- 
adding  the  requisite  amount  of  the  tincture  when  diluting 
with  water  to  the  proper  bulk.  This  also  would  impart  to 
the  diluted  decoction  the  full  amount  of  alcohol  and  flavour- 
ing matter  contained  in  the  said  tincture.  A  trial  made  by- 
diluting  in  the  manner  described  gave  the  full  amount  of 
solids.  Designating  the  stronger  compound — concentrated 
compound  decoction  of  aloes — "single  tincture,"  the 
formulas  for  dilution  would  be  : 

Concentrated  "single-tincture"  decoction  ...    100  vols. 

Compound  tincture  of  cardamoms   90  ,, 

Water  sufficient  to  produce    400  ,, 

The  alkalinity  of  the  ash  is  due  in  part  to  extract  of 
liquorice  and  not  solely  to  the  potassium  carbonate.  Mr. 
Jones  referred  to  Tilden's  paper  (B.P.C.  1870)  read  at  a 
time  when  oxidation  was  assigned  as  the  cause  of  the  B.P. 
decoction  not  keeping.  Tilden  then  stated  that  he  had 
found  an  oxidised  alkaline  solution  of  aloin,  or  of  extract 
of  aloes,  destitute  of  the  slightest  purgative  effect,  and  he 
added  that  "by  exposing  alkaline  solutions  of  aloin  or  of 
aloes  to  the  air,  oxygen  is  rapidly  absorbed  and  the  final 
result  is  a  liquid  which  is  no  longer  bitter,  and  probably- 
devoid  of  purgative  properties." 

The  second  paper  was  by  Mr.  F.  H.  Alcock,  F.I.C., 
F.C.S.,  on  "Compound  Decoction  of  Aloes."  In  this  he 
stated  that  there  is  in  the  decoction  a  kind  of  mordant, 
which,  seizing  upon  the  carminic  acid  of  the  cochineal, 
carries  it  dow-n  and  is  found  in  the  precipitate,  which,  owing 
to  the  coarse  filtration  by  straining  through  flannel,  finds  its 
way  to  the  bottom  of  the  bottle.    He  therefore  concluded 
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that  this  colouring-part  of  the  tincture  is  not  necessary, 
and  that  the  preparation  needs  remodelling  in  this  respect. 


Public  Dispensers'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  St.  Bride  Insti- 
tute, Ludgate  Circus,  E.C.,  on  February  28,  Mr.  H.  C.  T. 
Gardner,  Chairman  of  Council,  presiding.  Among  others 
present  were  Messrs.  Noad  Clark,  Welford,  Duff,  Hewitt, 
Miller,  Lindsay,  Fentiman,  and  Leadbeater  (Hon. 
Secretary). 

The  Evolution  of  Language. — Mr.  C.  H.  Fentiman  read 
a  thoughtful  paper  on  this  subject,  tracing  the  evolution  of 
speech  from  the  inarticulate  cries  of  the  savage  to  the  finished 
oratory  of  Gladstone.  In  the  course  of  his  paper  Mr.  Fenti- 
man suggested  that  ancient  histories  like  those  of  the 
Apostles  were  originally  probably  depicted  pictorially,  and 
not  set  forth  in  a  written  language.  This  contention  was 
not  agreed  to  in  the  subsequent  discussion,  the  Chairman 
pointing  out  that  St.  Luke  was  a  physician,  and  therefore 
probably  an  educated  man  ;  while  Mr.  Welford  said  there 
were  records  of  Chinese  and  Assyrian  histories  that  must 
have  been  written  long  before  the  Christian  era.  Mr. 
Fentiman,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Noad  Clark,  seconded  by 
Mr.  Miller,  was  heartily  thanked  for  his  communication. 

Dispensing  Queries. — Mr.  Welford  drew  attention  to  the 
remarkable  attribute  possessed  by  a  mixture  of  the 
mucilages  of  acacia  and  tragacanth  in  producing  an  emulsion 
much  thinner  than  if  only  one  mucilage  were  used.  He 
inquired  whether  any  member  could  explain  the  reason  of 
the  thinning.  In  his  experience,  however,  the  mixed 
mucilages  were  not  nearly  so  good  for  suspending  insoluble 
powders  (such  as  sulphonal)  as  the  single  mucilages,  but  for 
making  emulsion  of  castor  oil  or  paraldehyde  they  were 
infinitely  preferable.  Mr.  Noad  Clark  said  he  had  found 
that  for  paraldehyde,  tincture  of  senega  (4  minims  to  1  oz.  of 
mixture) — as  suggested  by  Mr.  Leadbeater  at  a  previous 
meeting  of  the  Association — worked  admirably.  A  query 
regarding  the  best  cod-liver  oil  emulsion  for  public  institu- 
tions brought  up  Mr.  Miller,  who  is  something  of  a  specialist 
in  the  line.  He  has  used  in  his  hospital  (St.  Pancras)  for 
years  an  emulsion  made  according  to  a  recipe  in  "  Pharma- 
ceutical Formulas."  He  has  found  it  most  satisfactory,  and 
he  says  the  Guardians  save  lis.  per  gallon  by  his  method. 
His  " emulsifier "  consists  of  a  drain-pipe  with  a  "blind" 
end,  and  a  perforated  mahogany  plunger  weighted  with  a  gal- 
vanized iron  gas-barrel.  With  this  "  home-made  "  apparatus 
and  the  "  P.F."  formula  sine  spirit,  he  can  make  twelve 
gallons  of  an  excellent  cod-liver  oil  emulsion  in  an  hour.  The 
unsatisfactory  qualities  of  the  mucilages  in  the  suspension  of 
the  bismuths  was  commented  on,  Mr.  Duff  saying  he  had 
found  that  15  minims  of  glycerin  to  1  oz.  of  mixture 
(20  grains  bismuth  carbonate)  made  an  even  mixture  that 
never  caked.    Mr.  Lindsay  submitted  the  following  :

This,  he  said,  he  had  compounded  on  one  or  two  occasions 
without  trouble,  but  recently  he  had  found  that  red  nitrous 
fumes  were  developed  after  a  short  time,  the  cork  was 
blown  out  of  the  bottle,  and  a  dirty-brown  deposit  was 
formed.  Mr.  Lindsay  was  anxious  to  know  the  reason  for 
this,  and  what  chemical  action  took  place.  A  friend  had 
directed  his  attention  to  the  explosive  mixture  containing 
spirit,  ether,  nit.  and  inf.  uvas  ursi,  published  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  (December  9,  1905,  p.  917),  and 
suggested  there  might  be  some  analogy  in  the  chemical 
action  in  the  two  mixtures.  Mr.  Lindsay  had  tried  neu- 
tralising the  sp.  ether,  nit.  before  use.  but  it  was  not  alto- 
gether successful  even  then.  Mr.  Miller  suggested  that  it 
was  probably  some  action  of  the  sweet  nitre  on  the  preserva- 
tive in  the  concentrated  infusion  of  broom.  But  no  one  had 
a  satisfactory  solution  of  the  problem,  although  all  agreed 
that  it  was  an  interesting  point.  Mr.  Clark  wanted  to  know 
the  best  way  to  make  a  stable  solution  of  quinine  sulphate 
for  stock  purpose.  Mr.  Hewitt  said  if  made  with  diluted 
sulphuric  acid  (rnj.  to  gr.  j.)  and  chloroform-water  no 
deposit  would  result. 


Treasurer's  Statement. — Mr.  J.  F.  Hewitt,  Hon.  Trea- 
surer, said  the  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  Association  had 
been  wiped  off,  and  he  was  sorry  to  report  that  there  had 
been  a  falling-off  in  membership.  As  there  was  much  new 
legislation  pending,  regarding  Poor-law  matters  particu- 
larly, he  urged  that  if  dispensers  wished  to  improve  their 
status  in  the  future  it  behoved  them  in  their  own  interests 
to  join  the  Association  at  once. 


Liverpool  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  February  22  at 
the  Royal  Institution,  the  President  (Mr.  Prosper  H. 
Marsden,  F.C.S.)  in  the  chair.  Mr.  Edwin  Thompson 
(Messrs.  Thompson  &  Capper)  read  a  paper  and  gave  a 
demonstration  on 

Tablet-making  for  the  Retail  Pharmacist. 
Mr.  Thompson  said  his  firm  had  had  numerous  letters 
asking  if  tablets  are  not  difficult  to  make,  and  whether  it  is 
really  possible  for  the  retail  pharmacist  to  do  successful 
work.  To  this  Mr.  Thompson  replies  there  is  nothing  to 
prevent  any  intelligent  pharmacist  from  making  his  own 
tablets  equal  in  every  way  to  any  on  the  market.  Some 
chemists  might  not  care  to  make  their  cascara  tablets,  but 
they  could  certainly  make  their  chlorate  of  potassium, 
phenacetin,  and  antipyrin  tablets  with  little  trouble  and  less 
cost ;  moreover,  chemists  could  probably  increase  their, 
dispensing-trade  if  they  were  able  to  make  tablets  quickly 
according  to  prescription.  Mr.  Thompson  then  referred  to 
a  recent  trip  to  the  United  States,  and  said  that  in  spite  of 
many  side-lines  the  pharmacist  in  that  country  has  a  large 
dispensing  business,  and  is  very  independent.  How  much 
more  independent,  then,  ought  the  English  pharmacist  to 
be  when  he  has  not  got  candies  and  soda-fountains  to  con- 
tend with,  and  patent  medicines  to  a  much  smaller  extent. 
The  working  of  the  machine — Stokes's  "  Eureka  " — was  then 
explained,  it  being  insisted  that  in  preparing  tablets  too 
much  attention  cannot  be  given  to  the  care  of  the  machine. 
Should  the  material  adhere  to  the  dies,  it  must  not  be  re- 
moved with  a  pocket-knife  or  anything  sharp,  but  wiped 
off  with  moist  cotton-wool,  the  punches  and  dies  finally 
being  rubbed  with  a  little  vaseline  and  carefully  wiped  clean. 
Unless  the  dies  are  perfectly  smooth  good  work  cannot  be 
done.  The  ideal  tablet  should  have  a  smooth  surface  and 
sharp-cut  edges,  and  this  cannot  happen  if  the  machine  is 
not  carefully  attended  to.  There  is  no  golden  rule  to  success 
in  tablet-making,  but  there  is  no  reason  for  failure,  and  it 
only  takes  a  little  experience  to  become  an  expert  tablet- 
maker. 

Preparing  the  Material. — The  material  to  be  com- 
pressed should  be  in  a  finely  granular  form,  and  most  sub- 
stances will  probably  have  to  be  reduced  to  a  powder  first 
and  granulated  afterwards.  A  small  quantity  of  syrup  and 
water  is  generally  sufficient  to  granulate,  but  it  is  sometimes 
necessary  to  have  an  adhesive  in  order  to  make  the  tablets 
bind  well.  The  dispenser  will  know  by  experience  in  pill- 
making  whether  it  is  best  to  add  acacia,  tragacanth,  dextrin, 
wax,  glucose,  or  syrup.  A  tablet  made  with  sugar  is  more 
soluble  than  one  made  with  acacia,  etc.,  so  that  sugar  is  in 
most  cases  preferable.  The  damp  material  is  passed  through 
a  sieve  (a  No.  20  mesh  is  the  most  useful  size),  and  then 
dried  and  again  passed  through  a  sieve.  A  lubricant  is  next 
added  to  enable  the  powder  to  pass  through  the  machine 
freely.  The  most  useful  lubricants  are  talc  (1^  to  2  per 
cent.),  2-per-cent.  solution  of  white  soft  paraffin  or  vaseline 
in  ether  sprayed  on  to  the  powder  before  compression,  lyco- 
podium,  starch,  and  in  some  cases  where  a  completely  soluble 
tablet  is  required — as  in  hypodermics  and  photographic 
tablets — powdered  boric  acid  will  be  found  useful.  When 
the  lubricant  is  a  powder  it  should  be  sifted  on  to  the 
material  spread  out  on  paper  and  lightly  stirred  so  as  not  to 
break  the  granules.  A  little  starch  greatly  facilitates  rapid 
disintegration  of  the  tablet,  whereas  glucose  and  water  tends 
to  form  a  hard  tablet — an  advantage  when  the  tablet  is 
required  to  be  dissolved  slowly  in  the  mouth.  Reference 
was  then  made  to  Mr.  Edmund  White's  papers  on  tablet- 
making  contributed  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Confer- 
ence at  Dundee  and  Bristol  (see  C.  &  D.,  August  16,  1902, 
p.  299  ;  and  August  1,  1903.  p.  231). 

Ordinary  Tablets. — One  of  the  commonest  tablets  in  use, 
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chlorate  of  potassium,  if  used  in  the  granular  form  needs  no 
preparation,  and  can  be  put  through  the  machine  straight 
away  after  being  passed  through  a  No.  20  sieve.  Ammonium 
chloride,  camphor  (monobromated),  can  also  be  made  in  this 
way.  Phenacetin  should  be  mixed  with  a  little  sugar  and 
then  moistened  with  a  few  drops  of  syrup  and  water  and 
passed  through  a  No.  20  sieve.  When  dry  it  should  be  again 
passed  through  a  sieve  and  then  lubricated  with  either 
ether-paraffin  solution  or  talc,  not  exceeding  2  per  cent. — 
probably  a  little  over  1  per  cent,  will  do.  In  this  way 
tablets  of  sulphonal.  bismuth  salicylate,  bismuth  subnitrate, 
acetanilide,  antipyrin,  salicin,  and  quinine  sulphate  are 
made.  If  the  tablet  contains  much  bicarbonate  of  sodium 
it  is  advisable  to  use  a  small  quantity  of  acacia  as  well  as 
sugar.  Salol  melts  at  108°  F.  and  decomposes  into  phenol 
and  salicylic  acid,  so  that  in  order  to  preserve  its  thera- 
peutic properties  it  must  be  dried  at  a  very  low  temperature. 
Sulphonal,  phenacetin,  and  other  coal-tar  products  turn 
slightly  yellow  with  too  much  heat.  Powders  of  a  hygro- 
scopic or  deliquescent  nature  need  to  be  mixed  with  acacia 
before  granulating.  In  making  tablets  from  salts  containing 
much  water  of  crystallisation,  such  as  zinc  sulphate  and 
alum,  the  salts  must  be  first  thoroughly  dried,  then  mixed 
with  any  other  ingredients,  moistened,  and  passed  through 
a  No.  20  sieve,  dried,  passed  through  the  sieve  again,  and 
compressed.  It  may  be  an  advantage  to  mix  in  a  little 
acacia  before  granulating.  Charcoal  should  be  mixed  with 
about  25  per  cent,  of  cane  sugar,  granulated,  and  then 
reduced  till  it  will  pass  through  a  No.  60  or  80  sieve. 
Acacia  or  solution  of  gelatin  can  be  used  instead  of  the 
sugar,  but  it  will  be  necessary  to  add  French  chalk  before 
passing  through  the  machine.  Arsenious  acid,  aloin, 
caffeine,  calomel,  opium,  digitalin,  codeine,  mercury 
biniodide,  morphine,  ext.  nucis  vom.,  podophyllin,  and 
strychnine  should  be  mixed  with  powdered  sugar  of  milk 
and  granulated  with  the  aid  of  a  few  drops  of  syrup  and 
water  and  lubricated  with  talc  or  vaseline.  Alcohol  (70  per 
cent.)  or  water  can  be  used  for  granulating  if  preferred. 
Water  has  the  advantage,  except  for  the  fact  that  it  takes 
longer  to  dry. 

Tablets  of  Extracts. — There  are  different  methods  of 
making  tablets  of  extract.  Fluid  extracts  should  be 
evaporated  to  a  syrupy  consistence,  and  then  rubbed  up  with 
a  small  quantity  of  starch  or  arrow-root.  The  extract  will 
then  be  in  a  suitable  state  for  granulating.  Solid  extracts 
should  be  moistened  with  a  little  water,  and  then  treated  as 
in  the  case  of  fluid  extracts.  The  chlorophyll  of  green 
extracts  such  as  belladonna  and  hyoscyamus  is  apt  to  turn 
yellow  with  too  much  heat.  Pepsin  in  powder  should  be 
mixed  with  cane  sugar  or  sugar  of  milk,  moistened  carefully 
with  60-per-cent.  alcohol,  and  compressed  into  tablets,  using 
as  a  lubricant  talc  or  vaseline  solution.  Scale  preparations 
simply  require  reducing  to  No.  30  or  40  powder  before 
compressing.  A  little  talc  may  be  necessary.  Dover's 
powder,  compound  liquorice  powder,  and  saccharated  oxide 
of  iron  can  be  made  into  tablets  by  adding  a  few  drops  of 
diluted  syrup,  sifting,  drying,  and  sifting  again.  Tablets 
containing  balsams  and  gums  usually  need  no  adhesive,  and 
should  be  moistened  with  alcohol  before  granulation.  Soda- 
mint  tablets  are  made  by  mixing  sodium  bicarbonate, 
powdered  acacia,  and  oil  of  peppermint,  and  granulating  by 
means  of  alcohol  and  water.  Sometimes  the  oil  of  pepper- 
mint is  added  after  the  other  ingredients  are  granulated 
and  dried,  being  dissolved  in  90-per-cent.  alcohol  and 
sprayed  on  to  the  material,  which  must  be  dried  again  before 
compressing. 

Hypodermic  Tablets  should  be  made  with  pure  cane 
sugar  or  sugar  of  milk,  and,  after  granulating,  a  small 
quantity  of  powdered  boric  acid  should  be  added — not  more 
than  1  to  lj  per  cent.  Instead  of  sugar,  dried  neutral  sodium 
sulphate  and  purified  sodium  chloride  and  ammonium 
chloride  are  often  used.  Particular  care  must  be  taken  to 
have  everything  aseptic :  only  purified  salts  should  be 
employed,  and  the  water  used  for  moistening  should  have 
been  recently  boiled. 

Incompatibles.— When  it  is  required  to  make  a  tablet  of 
salts  of  an  incompatible  nature  they  must  not  be  compounded 
in  the  powdered  state  :  granulate  each  ingredient  separately, 
and  when  dry  mix  and  compress.  Sodium  bicarbonate  reacts 
with  calomel,  salol  with  camphor  or  thymol,  caffeine  citrate 
with  acetanilide  and  antipyrin,  tannic  acid  is  incompatible 


with  alkaloids  and  metallic  salts,  especially  iron,  and 
salicylic  acid  reacts  with  iron  salts,  forming  the  pink  ferric 
salicylate.  Chloral  and  alkalies  mixed  together  do  not  take 
very  long  to  form  chloroform.  Care  must  be  taken  in 
making  tablets  of  salts  containing  much  oxygen,  such  as 
chlorates,  permanganates,  and  nitrates,  which  must  not  be 
heated  directly  or  triturated  much. 

In  Brief,  the  main  things  to  remember  in  making  tablets 
are  : 

1.  Reduce  the  drugs  to  a  very  fine  powder  before  moisten- 
ing. 

2.  Have  the  material  thoroughly  dry  before  attempting  to 
compress. 

3.  Properly  lubricate  the  mass  so  that  it  will  not  adhere 
to  the  dies,  but  do  not  use  any  more  lubricant  than  is 
absolutely  necessary. 

4.  Have  a  suitable  granule,  as  it  is  really  on  this  that 
success  in  tablet-making  depends. 

Discussion-. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  paper  Mr.  Thompson  gave  a 
demonstration  on  tablet-making  by  the  "  Eureka"  machine, 
going  through  the  various  stages  from  the  preparation  in 
granules  to  the  finished  article. 

The  President,  in  proposing  a  vote  of  thanks,  said  acacia 
is  not  a  very  good  excipient,  as  it  makes  a  hard  tablet,  and 
one  which  is  not  so  soluble  as  is  obtained  with  other  ex- 
cipients. 

Mr.  Harry  Martin  agreed  that  acacia  is  not  a  good  ex- 
cipient, nor  did  he  much  care  for  talc  as  a  lubricant.  He 
had  found  a  10-per-cent.  solution  of  gelatin  successful  as 
an  excipient  on  account  of  the  ease  with  which  it  binds  and 
dries. 

Dr.  Symes  defended  the  pharmacist  who  did  not  make  his 
own  tablets.  Unless  great  care  is  taken  to  have  the  dies 
clean,  and  they  are  left  in  good  condition  after  using,  good 
results  cannot  be  obtained ;  and  he  did  not  think  in  making 
small  quantities  it  was  worth  the  trouble  that  is  needed. 
Granules  should  be  kept  as  fine  and  free  from  powder  as 
possible. 

A  visitor,  Mr.  Nicolai,  of  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.,  also 
added  a  few  words  to  the  discussion,  expressing  the  pleasure 
it  gave  him  to  be  present  at  such  a  meeting. 

The  vote  of  thanks  was  unanimously  carried,  and  Mr. 
Thompson  briefly  replied.

Mr.  Idris,  M.P.,  at  the  Trocadero. 

The  annual  dinner  of  the  past  and  present  students  of  the 
School  of  Pharmacy  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  was  held  on  February  28  at  the  Trocadero  Restaur- 
ant, Piccadilly  Circus,  W.    The  chair  was  occupied  by 
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Dr.  John  Attfield,  and  on  his  immediate  left  sat  Mr.  Idris, 
M.P.,  and  Professor  Greenish,  and  on  the  right  the  Dean 
of  the  School  (Professor  Crossley),  and  Mr.  T.  Tyrer.  About 
seventy  persons  were  present  including  Mr.  E.  J.  Millard 
(Hewlett  &  Son),  A.  Solomon  (Allen  &  Hanburys),  E.  A. 
Umney  and  C.  T.  Bennett  (Wright,  Layman  &  Umney), 
A.  Erancis  (Hearon,  Squire  &  Francis),  Mr.  J.  R.  Wretts, 
Mr.  E.  White,  Mr.  H.  Finnemore,  Mr.  F.  Harvev.  Mr. 
W.  J.  U.  Woolcock,  Mr.  J.  Stuart  Hill,  and  Mr.  W.  E. 
Gulliver.  The  toast  of  "The  King"  having  been  drunk, 
Mr.  M.  W.  Bell,  the  senior  Bell  scholar,  proposed  that  of 
"The  Pharmaceutical  Society."  To  this  Mr.  T.  H.  W. 
Idris,  M.P.,  replied.  He  said  that  since  his  election  to  the 
House  of  Commons  he  had  been  besieged  by  pharmacists 
who  desired  him  to  do  something  for  pharmacy.  There  is 
nothing  he  wished  more  than  to  be  able  to  assist  pharma- 
cists and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  their  desire  to  carry 
out  the  legislative  programme  they  have  outlined.  Since 
he  had  gone  to  the  House  of  Commons  he  had  made  the 
acquaintance  of  Mr.  Winfrey,  M.P.,  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  who  has  pleasant  recollections  of  his  assistantship 
at  Bell's  and  the  examinations.  Mr.  Winfrey  has  in  his 
heart  a  warm  corner  for  pharmacy.  As  a  result  of  a  con- 
sultation with  some  of  the  leaders  of  pharmacy  Mr.  Win- 
frey consented  to  introduce  the  Pharmacy  Bill  into  Parlia- 
ment and  it  had  been  placed  before  the  House  that  after- 
noon. (Cheers.)  Mr.  Idris  went  on  to  speak  of  the  pro- 
cedure in  the  case  of  private  members'  Bills — which,  he 
added  parenthetically,  stand  little  chance  of  becoming  law. 
It  is  easy  to  introduce  a  Bill,  but  at  the  second  reading  a 
single  cry  of  "  I  object"  is  fatal  to  the  chances  of  a  Bill. 
With  some  other  members  of  the  House  a  small  Committee 
has  been  formed  to  watch  for  a  favourable  opportunity  of 
moving  the  Bill  to  a  more  favourable  position,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  eventually  the  Bill  may  reach  the  company  of 
the  Medical  and  Dental  Bills,  and  be  referred  to  a  Com- 
mittee. If  that  stage  is  reached  the  promotors  will  have  no 
difficulty  in  making  out  a  good  case  on  the  company  ques- 
tion. Certain  modifications  have  been  agreed  upon  by 
members  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and 
the  curriculum  clause  is  to  be  altered  so  as  not  to 
interfere  with  the  vested  interests  of  the  pharmacy 
schools  of  the  country.  The  course  of  instruction 
at  such  schools  will  be  recognised.  It  has  also  been 
considered  that  as  many  young  men  have  not  the  advan- 
tage of  being  able  to  come  to  the  School  of  Pharmacy 
they  should  be  allowed  to  put  in  some  part  of  their  training 
at  local  science  schools  receiving  Government  grants.  Such 
young  men  would  thus  have  the  advantage  of  systematic 
training  at  least  in  certain  subjects.  Other  modifications 
of  the  Bill  may  have  to  be  adopted.  Mr.  Idris  proceeded  to 
urge  that  chemists  must  give  every  possible  assistance  and 
use  all  the  influence  they  possess  with  their  member  of 
Parliament  to  induce  him  to  listen  to  the  arguments  of  the 
promoters  of  the  Bill.  He  hoped  by  united  efforts  to  be 
able  to  raise  the  status  of  pharmacy  in  this  country  as  it  is 
in  continental  countries. 

The  very  interesting  speech  of  Mr.  Idris  rather  dis- 
counted the  speeches  of  the  other  toast-bearers.  The  Chair- 
man, proposing  the  toast  of  "The  School  of  Pharmacy," 
gave  a  word-picture  of  the  premises  at  17  Bloomsbury 
Square  as  they  existed  some  fifty  years  ago  and  spoke  cf 
his  long  connection  with  the  Society  as  a  student  and  pro- 
fessor. The  Dean  of  the  School.  Dr.  A.  W.  Crosslev,  re- 
plied. Mr.  T.  Tyrer  was  entrusted  with  the  toast  of  "  The 
Past  Students,"  and  in  a  splendid  speech  ranging  over  a 
wide  ground  laid  down  the  aphorism  that  when  choosing  a 
manager  for  chemical-works  it  is  best  to  engage  a  well- 
trained  pharmacist.

The  Practice  of  Pharmacy:  A  Treatise  on  the  Modes  of 
Making  and  Dispensing  Official,  Unofficial,  and  Extem- 
poraneous Preparations,  with  Descriptions  of  Medicinal 
Substances,  their  Properties,   Uses,  and  Doses.  By 
Joseph  P.  Remington,  Ph.M.,  Phar.D.,  F.C.S.  Fourth 
Edition.     Pp.   xxvi+1504,   9  in.  x5J  in.    25s.  net, 
Philadelphia  and  London  [1906]  :  J.  B.  Lippincott  Co. 
This  book  is  now  a  pharmaceutical  classic  :  it  is  "  Reming- 
ton," and  ranks  with  "  Attfield,"  "  Squire,"  and  some  other 
works  as  the  re-embodiment  of  the  author's  experience  in 
the  craft  for  the  benefit  of  all  English  speakers  who  follow 
pharmacy.  When  we  reviewed  the  first  edition  in  the  C.  &  D. 
of  December  1885  we  said,  "  The  wonder  is  where  the  author 
found  time  in  his  busy  life  to  write  such  a  book."  Since 
then  he  has  cast  aside  the  cares  of  the  retail  business,  but  the 
wonder  has  grown  with  the  volume,  in  spite  of  an  American 
confrere's  recent  endeavour  to  tell  the  world  how  the  pro- 
fessor did  it.    He  had  willing  helpers,  no  doubt — a  son  to 
do  the  exquisite  outline  sketches  that  illumine  the  text 
(tiny,  yet  enough  for  the  student  and  retailer) ;  but  when  a 
man  takes  the  responsibility  of  compiling  and  revising  over 
fifteen  hundred  pages  of  print,  it  means  a  lot  of  time  to  be 
snatched  from  the  ordinary  routine.   The  following  contrast 
of  the  pages  in  the  first  and  fourth  editions  shows  generally 
the  nature  of  the  advancement  :

The  first  part  of  the  book  is  very  attractive,  for  it  is  here 
that  are  explained  most  of  the  fundamental  principles  and 
processes  of  pharmacy  involving  the  use  of  apparatus  and 
instruments,  the  part  being  illustrated  with  over  four 
hundred  engravings  of  the  latter.  Most  of  the  illustrations 
refer  to  apparatus  used  on  the  retail  scale,  but  the  volume  is 
richer  in  larger  apparatus  than  were  former  editions.  The 
next  three  parts  of  the  volume  consist  chiefly  of  the  contents 
of  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia,  classified  and  dis- 
cussed, co-related  unofficial  substances  being  added  to  them. 
For  the  student  the  arrangement  is  good  and  the  matter 
sound,  but  the  information  is  not  altogether  encyclopedic — 
e.g.,  oil  of  lemon  "  is  a  terpene,  C.oHie"  (yet  the  presence  of 
4  per  cent,  of  aldehyde  in  it  is  provided  for)  ;  and  "  oil  oi 
spearmint  contains  an  oxygenated  oil,  C.oHi.O,  which  is  the 
odorous  portion,  and  a  terpene,  Ci«Hk  "  (which  is  a  wonder- 
fully antiquated  statement).  Similar  remarks  might  be 
made  in  regard  to  the  chemistry  of  other  essential  oils  : 
there  is  a  lack  of  exactness  about  them  which  is  regrettable. 
Following  the  descriptions  of  materia  medica  is  a  chapter  on 
pharmaceutical  testing,  with  the  reagents  and  solutions ; 
then  comes  the  part  on  magistral  and  extemporaneous 
pharmacy.  Here  dispensing  and  prescriptions  are  embodied, 
with  a  number  of  new  ideas,  and  some  of  the  pharmacopceial 
groups  of  preparations  are  conveniently  introduced — the 
apparatus  for  pills,  powders,  tablets,  capsules,  and  supposi- 
tories being  much  enhanced  in  this  edition.  The  formulary 
part  includes  the  "  National  Formulary."  There  is  a  useful 
glossary  of  uncommon  words,  and  a  good  index  is  provided. 
The  book  is  bound  uniformly  with  the  new  U.S. P.,  and  is  an 
excellent  twenty-five  shillings'  worth.  We  note  that  it  has 
had  a  splendid  reception  in  the  United  States.  The  first 
large  issue  was  oversold,  the  books  of  the  second  issue  from 
the  plates  were  shipped  early  in  February,  and  the  third 
printing  (a  still  larger  issue)  is  under  way. 


Iequiba  Nuts. — The  parcel  of  six  packages  of  "  Iequiba  " 
nuts  from  Bahia  offered  at  the  drug  auctions  on  February  15 
prove  to  bo  the  fruits  of  Myristica  Bicuhyba,  a  variety  of  soft 
nutmeg  of  value  only  for  the  fat  they  contain. 

"The  Art  of  Dispensing." — Seventh  edition.  This  book

in  difficulties.  It  is  almost  double  the  size  of  the  original 
work,  and  is  up-to-date.

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Zbc  WccKe  poisonings. 

NINE  of  the  eleven  deaths  by  poison  that  have  taken 
place  during  the  past  week  were  found  to  be  suicides ; 
in  the  other  two  cases  there  was  no  evidence  to  show  how 
or  why  poison  was  administered.  One  of  these  indefinite 
tragedies  took  place  at  Hoole,  the  victim  being  Bertha 
Mabel  Farmerey,  wife  of  a  licensed  victualler.  According 
to  the  evidence  at  the  inquest,  Mrs.  Farmerey  had  been 
under  medical  treatment  for  some  time,  and  Mr,  Ernest 
Shufflebotham,  chemist  and  druggist,  manager  for  Mr. 
Thomas  Carter,  chemist,  Flookersbrook,  deposed  to  dis- 
pensing a  prescription  for  Mrs.  Farmerey  which  contained 
bicarbonate  of  potassium,  tincture  of  nux  vomica,  and 
spirit  of  chloroform.  Witness  described  other  medicines 
and  ointments  he  dispensed  for  the  deceased.  One  bottle 
had  added  to  the  ingredients  already  named  some  solution 
of  arsenic,  and  another  had  sal  volatile  in  it.  Witness  had 
dispensed  all  the  medicines  himself,  and  they  were  dis- 
pensed correctly.  There  were  only  three-eighths  of  a  grain 
of  strychnine  in  the  whole  of  the  three  bottles  witness  dis- 
pensed. When  bottles  were  returned  to  be  refilled  it  was 
the  invariable  custom  to  wash  them,  so  that  it  was  impos- 
sible for  any  sediment  to  be  in  the  bottle  when  it  was  re- 
filled. Even  if  the  bottle  had  net  been  washed  there  would 
not  have  been  sufficient  nux  vomica  left  in  it  to  injure  the 
patient.  All  the  labels  on  the  bottles  contained  a  warning 
to  patients  not  to  exceed  the  dose  prescribed  by  the  doctor! 
Mr.  J.  Carter  Bell,  the  county  analyst,  said  he  analysed  the 
contents  of  deceased's  stomach  and  found  one-tenth  of  a 
gram  of  strychnine.  He  also  analysed  the  contents  of  a 
6-oz.  bottle  of  medicine,  and  found  about  one-eighth  of  a 
grain  of  strychnine  in  it.  The  strychnine  in  the  stomach 
was  not  sufficient  to  have  caused  death.  If  death  was  due 
to  strychnine  it  was  caused  by  what  had  been  absorbed  into 
the  system.  The  medical  evidence  was  that  strychnine- 
poisoning  was  the  cause  of  death,  and  a  verdict  to  that 
effect  was  returned.  The  other  case,  in  which  no  definite 
reason  for  death  is  assigned,  occurred  at  Rochester,  where 
a  man  named  Tilby  was  found  dead  with  a  bottle  labelled 
"  Carbolic  Acid  "  by  his  side.— Carbolic  acid  was  taken  by 
Ellen  Priscilla  Clarke,  a  staff-nurse  at  the  Holborn  Union 
Infirmary,  and  by  William  Coomber,  of  Banning,  near 
Maidstone,  with  definite  suicidal  intent  and  with  fatal 
results.— William  Caplin,  an  Exeter  taxidermist,  poisoned 
himself  with  corrosive  sublimate. — Emma  Curd,  wife  of  a 
bricklayer  living  in  North  Kensington,  ended  her  domestic 
worries  with  white  precipitate.— Alexander  Sloane,  a  bank 
manager  belonging  to  Bathgate,  had  embezzled  some  money, 
and  poisoned  himself  with  laudanum  at  his  sister-in-law's 
house  at  Lea  Marston,  Warwickshire. — Three  deaths  by 
hydrochloric  acid  are  recorded.  George  Westacott,  a  re- 
tired publican,  obtained  some  spirit  of  salt  from  the  shop 
of  Mr.  J.  Winship,  chemist,  Petergate,  York,  and  drank 
some  of  it  in  a  restaurant,  dying  about  a  week  after  he  had 
taken  the  poison.  An  old  woman  named  Fanny  Ward, 
living  in  Upper  Holloway,  also  drank  spirit  of  salt;  and 
so  did  Kate  Everest,  of  Southborough.  At  the  inquest  on 
the  last  named  Dr.  E.  J.  Hutchings  said  the  poison  could  be 
bought  by  anyone,  and  it  ought  to  be  scheduled,  as  it  was  a 
most  deadly  poison.  The  jury  intimated  that  they  did 
not  think  it  would  be  of  any  use  to  add  to  their  verdict 
a  rider  as  to  the  unrestricted  sale  of  spirit  of  salts,  as  it 
was  not  likely  to  have  any  effect;  and  the  Coroner  (Mr. 
T.  Buss)  said  his  experience  was  that  although  thece 
things  are  recommended,  matters  go  on  just  the  same  as 
before. 


Colonial  anb  Jforeign  IRcws. 


Russian  Items. — It  is  stated  in  the  "  Novosti  Dnya" 
that  the  pharmacists'  strike  in  Moscow  fizzled  out  miser- 
ably when  the  funds  for  continuing  the  strike  became 
quite  exhausted.  —  One  of  the  Moscow  pharmacists. 
Rubanoffsky,  whose  establishment  suffered  from  artil- 
lery fire,  estimates  his  losses  from  the  bombardment,  the 
cost  of  taking  over  another  shop,  etc.,  at  11,000/.,  inclusive 
of  the  loss  of  goods  stolen  by  the  hooligans  who  ransacked 
the  premises  after  the  bombardment. — A  druggists'  associa- 


tion has  been  formed  in  Moscow,  to  which,  however,  at 
present  only  a  few  of  the  smaller  drug-firms  belong.  The 
chief  question  which  the  Association  is  to  consider  is  that  of 
the  Sunday  closing  which  has  been  ordered  by  the  town 
authorities.  The  druggists  maintain  that  the  pharmacists 
who  keep  open  shop  on  Sundays  injure  their  business  by 
selling  perfumery  and  cosmetics. — Jacov  Ivanovitch  Bon- 
hardt,  a  pharmacist  of  Kischineff,  has  died  at  the  age  of 
ninety- four  years. 

Poisonings  in  British  Columbia. — From  a  list  pub- 
lished in  a  recent  issue  of  the  "B.C.  Pharmaceutical 
Record "  only  thirty-three  deaths  from  poisoning  have 
occurred  in  the  Province  during  the  past  five  years.  In 
1901  there  were  six  suicides — two  by  carbolic  acid,  and  one 
each  by  strychnine,  morphine,  caustic  alkali,  and  oil  of 
cedar;  four  were  accidental  (morphine  being  taken  in  over- 
dose in  three  cases  and  opium  in  the  other).  In  1902  there 
were  two  suicides  (wild-parsley  root  and  carbolic  acid)  and 
three  accidents  (morphine,  alcohol  and  opium,  and  alcohol). 
In  the  following  year  there  were  four  misadventures — two 
with  laudanum,  one  with  carbolic  acid,  and  one  with  nerve 
medicine.  Three  suicides  took  opium,  carbolic  acid,  and 
an  unknown  poison  respectively.  In  1904  an  unknown 
poison  was  administered  by  some  person  unknown,  there 
was  a  suicide  with  an  unknown  poison,  and  two  other 
suicides  with  chloroform  and  laudanum,  while  the  seed  of 
skunk  cabbage  taken  accidentally  caused  death.  Last  year 
the  deaths  were  seven  in  number ;  four  suicides  (two  un- 
known poisons,  strychnine,  and  carbolic  acid),  two  accidents 
(overdose  of  alcohol,  dose  of  Chamberlain's  "diarrhoea-cure), 
and  a  strychnine-poisoning  "  by  persons  unknown." 

Proprietary  Medicines  in  Italy. — A  circular  has  been 
issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Public  Health  to  the  Italian 
prefects  to  the  effect  that  while  hitherto  favourable  treat- 
ment has  been  accorded  in  the  introduction  of  foreign 
medical  products  into  the  kingdom,  the  increased  and  ever- 
growing importation,  and  the  impossibility  of  any  inspection 
or  control  of  the  manufacture  and  production  of  medical 
specialities,  and  the  abuses  of  some  less  scrupulous  specu- 
lators, have  lately  caused  no  little  inconvenience  and  danger 
to  the  public  health.  The  Superior  Council  of  Health,  after 
a  scrupulous  examination  of  the  matter,  has  expressed  the 
view  that  the  conditions  contained  in  Article  14  of  the 
preliminary  rules  of  the  Customs  tariff  (issued  November  24, 
1905).  by  which  the  importation  of  medical  goods  and 
medical  compounds  not  approved  by  the  Council  itself  is 
forbidden,  shall  be  fully  and  rigorously  applied.  But  one 
year  of  grace  will  be  conceded,  so  that  up  till  December  31, 
1906,  the  introduction  of  such  goods  will  be  allowed  under 
the  conditions  hitherto  obtaining.  Thereafter  their  sale  in 
Italy  will  only  be  allowed  on  above  conditions. 

Naval  Hospital  Dispensars. 

We  are  indebted  to  a  subscriber  for  a  copy  of  a  letter 
which  he  has  received  from  Mr.  Edward  Robertson,  Finan- 
cial Secretary  to  the  Admiralty,  in  regard  to  the  statement 
which  we  recently  published  (O.  &  D.,  January  27,  p.  124) 
respecting  the  travelling-expenses  of  naval  hospital  dis- 
pensers proceeding  to  or  from  their  appointments  abroad. 
It  appears  that,  after  most  careful  consideration,  it  was 
decided  that  certain  subordinate  officers,  including  not  only 
dispensers,  but  such  other  officers  as  foremen,  inspectors  of 
trades,  inspectors  of  storehousemen,  established  computers, 
temporary  draughtsmen,  and  temporary  accountant  clerks, 
should  only  be  allowed  second-class  passages.  It  is 
officially  considered  that  such  officers  are  in  a  position 
analogous  to  that  of  dispensers ;  but  it  is  obvious  that  the 
Department  fails  to  recognise  the  fact  that  dispensers  ought 
to  be  treated  as  professional  men  just  as  other  medical 
officers  are,  and  if  the  service  is  to  maintain  the  high 
standard  of  professional  skill  and  knowledge  which  has 
hitherto  been  exhibited  by  naval  hospital  dispensers,  they 
will  not  have  much  success  if  dispensers  are  to  be  classed 
with  foremen  and  the  like.  It  is  satisfactory  to  know, 
however,  that  Mr.  Robertson  points  out  that  second-class 
accommodation  will  not  be  ordered  in  any  steamer  in  which  it 
is  not  considered  suitable  for  these  officers,  and  orders  have 
been  given  that  first-class  accommodation  is  to  be  provided 
in  certain  lines  sailing  from  Malta  in  which  the  second  class 
is  of  an  inferior  nature.

Bombay  was  bought  in  at  23s.  for  small  size, 
and  at  22s.  6d.  for  large. 

Cream  of  Tartar  is  unaltered  at  77s.  6d.  per  cwt.  for 
98  per  cent,  and  75s.  for  95  per  cent. 

Cumin-seed  is  firm.  Morocco  is  held  for  27s.  to  29s. 
per  cwt.,  according  to  quality,  and  Malta  for  30s.  to  32s. 

Ext.  Male  Fern  is  somewhat  scarce  on  the  spot,  but  a 
little  could  probably  be  had  at  4s.  per  lb.  ;  some  even  ask 
4s.  9,/. 

Gamboge. — At  a  famine  price,  27/.  per  cwt.  having  been 
paid  for  a  single  case  this  week,  and  a  small  parcel  that  was 
offered  for  shipment  was  immediately  sold. 

Ginger. — At  auction  prices  were  steady.  Small  sales  of 
good  middling  Jamaica  were  made  at  60s.,  and  dullish 
washed  at  50s.  to  54s.  ;  ordinary  washed  rough  Cochin  was 
bought  in  at  27s.,  and  native  cut  at  44s.,  and  limed  Japanese 
at  26s.  Privately  good  sales  of  washed  rough  Cochin  have 
been  made  at  from  29s.  to  30s.  spot,  closing  at  the  higher 
price. 

J  alar  appears  to  be  scarce  in  the  U.S.A.,  whence  good 
root  is  quoted  5k/.,  c.i.f. 

Menthol  is  steady,  with  small  spot  sales  of  Kobayashi  at 
7s.  9d.  per  lb.  and  Suzuki  at  7s.  6d. 

Oil,  Aniseed,  Star,  is  steady  at  5s.  4±d.  per  lb.,  spot.  It 
is  stated  that  about  fifty  cases  of  recent  purchases  have  been 
rejected  by  buyers  owing  to  extensive  adulteration  with 
petroleum,  which  has  been  effected  in  China.  Buyers  would 
do  well  to  purchase  on  analysis  only,  and  very  cheap  offers 
should  be  regarded  with  suspicion. 

Oil,  Cod-liver. — An  advice  from  Norway,  dated  Feb- 
ruary 26,  states  that  the  fisheries  from  the  greater  part  of  the 
country  have  given  a  very  satisfactory  result,  as  the  weather 
has  been  more  favourable  lately.  The  livers  are  still  fat, 
and  endeavours  are  being  made  to  bring  the  price  more  in 
accordance  with  that  of  the  cod-liver  oil.  The  catch  and 
yield  from  the  beginning  of  the  season  down  to  date  have 
been  :

Our  Bergen  correspondent  writes  on  February  26  that  this 
week  s  cod  fisheries  were  also  favoured  by  fine  weather,  and 
the  catch  was  3,300,000,  but  we  arc  sorry  to  sav  that  the  reports 
which  arrived  during  the  week,  both  from  Lofoten  and  also 


from  other  fishing  places,  were  not  so  promising  as  at  first. 
Indeed,  from  several  important  places  the  news  has  been 
rather  depressing,  saying_ that  the  catch  is  very  irregular,  and 
the  quantity  of  fish  is  far  from  being  so  big  as  expected.  Still, 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  is  only  a  passing  interruption,  and 
this  evening  ther^  is  private  information  from  the  East  of 
Lofoten  that  the  boats  this  afternoon  were  coming  it  with  a 
good  catch.  If  this  should  bo  confirmed  there  is  every  reason 
to  believe  in  a  rich  result,  because  it  is  just  now  that  the  cod 
ought  to  appear  in  great  number  at  the  east  of  Lofoten.  The 
quantity  taken  up  to  date  is  ten  million  of  cods,  with  a  yield 
of  9,600  barrels  of  cod-liver  oil  and  3,000  barrels  of  liver  for 
other  kinds  of  oil,  as  against  in  1905  only  1,410,000 
cod,  with  1,020  barrels  of  cod-liver  oil  and  in  1904  5,410,000, 
with  2,200  barrels  of  oil.  Still,  it  ought  to  be  kept  in  mind 
that  fishing  last  year  opened  very  late.  Here  the  market  is 
rather  quiet.  The  refiners  will  not  raise  their  limits,  as  the 
output  is  up  to  date  very  good.  On  the  other  side,  producers 
claim  for  higher  prices,  and  will  not  sell,  saying  that  the  fish- 
ing is  no  longer  promising.  The  result  is  that  arrivals  of  un- 
refined oil  are  but  small ;  nevertheless,  we  do  not  at  present 
believe  in  a  rise  at  the  moment.  The  price  for  finest  non- 
freezing  cod-liver  oil  is  now  about  65s.,  f.o.b.  Bergen.  The 
export  of  cod-liver  oil  from  Bergen  up  to  this  date  is  1,760 
barrels,  against  451  barrels  last  year  at  the  same  time. 
In  London  a  fair  amount  of  business  has  been  done, 
and  there  are  inquiries  for  round  parcels  as  buying 
is  heavy  in  some  quarters,  although  prices  still  show 
a  falling  tendency.  It  must  be  remembered  that  this  month 
is  usually  the  most  prolific  of  the  catch,  and  it  is  a  most 
unusual  circumstance  for  prices  to  fall  so  low  in  February — 
usually  the  fishery  is  only  fairly  begun  then.  Some  low 
quotations  have  again  been  current  this  week,  but  it  is 
doubtful  if  they  apply  to  finest  Lofoten  oil,  which  is  quoted 
at  from  60s.  to  62s.,  c.i.f.,  without  engagement,  but  offers 
below  the  lower  price  would  be  submitted. 
Oil,  Bergamot,  is  firm  at  9s.  per  lb.,  c.i.f. 
Oil,  Camphor,  is  very  scarce  on  tho  spot,  from  72s.  6d. 
to  75s.  having  been  paid  for  white  essential. 

Oil,  Castor,  is  lower,  Hull  make  of  first-pressing  for 
prompt  delivery  offering  at  26/.  15s.  and  at  27/.  for  March  to 
September,  seconds  in  the  latter  position  offering  at  25/. 
delivered  free  ex  wharf  London. 

Oil,  Juniper-berry,  is  extremely  scarce  and  advancing, 
present  price  being  almost  double  that  of  last  year.  Oil 
from  English  berries  is  worth  quite  16s.  per  lb.,  and  pro- 
spects favour  a  20s.  price. 

Oil.  Lemon,  continues  to  advance  in  Messina,  whence 
guaranteed  pure  is  quoted  2s.  lOd.  per  lb.,  c.i.f. 

Oil,  Lemongrass,  is  unchanged  at  8^d.  to  85c/.  per  oz. 
spot. 

Oil,  Peppermint,  is  steady  at  14s.  6c/.  per  lb.,  spot,  for 
American  H.G.H.,  and  at  from  10s.  9c/.  to  13s.,  according  to 
brand,  for  oil  in  bulk.  For  arrival  Japanese  dementholised 
(Kobayashi)  has  been  sold  at  4s.,  c.i.f.,  being  unchanged. 

Oil,  Sandalwood. — The  advance  in  wood  warrants  an 
advance  of  Is.  per  lb.  in  oil,  and  the  leading  English  dis- 
tillers have  decided  to  make  their  list-price  12s.  for  abso- 
lutely pure — a  rise  of  3c/. 

Oil.  Turpentine,  has  been  declining  almost  daily,  closing 
at  47s.  per  cwt.  spot  for  American. 

Opium. — The  London  market  is  steady  but  quiet,  no  im- 
portant business  having  been  done. 

Smyrna,  February  17. — The  latest  reports  from  the  interior 
show  that  tho  damage  to  the  crops  has  been  somewhat 
exaggerated,  and  in  consequence  weak  holders  decided  to 
grant  large  American  buyers  a  concession,  on  tho  condition 
that  tho  sales  should  at  least  bo  300  cases,  and  that  the  greater 
proportion  should  be  of  ordinary  quality.  Altogether  about 
400  cases  changed  hands,  but  the  inspection  having  been 
severe,  many  cases  were  refused.  The  sales  are  as  follows : 
One  hundred  and  seventy-five  cases  current  t.q.  at  the  equiva- 
lent of  from  6.s  Id.  to  6s.  9cZ.  ;  50  cases  Karahissar  t.q.  at 
7s.  It?.  ;  90  cases  inspected  Karahissar  at  7s.  5c?.,  and  5  cases 
current  Yerli  t.q.  at  7s.  10c?.  per  lb.,  c.i.f.  The  market  closes 
firm  with  buyers,  and  tho  arrivels  in  Smyrna  to  date  amount 
to  1,446  cases,  against  4,222  cases  at  the  corresponding  date 
of  last  year. 

Smyrna,  February  16. — Tho  sales  this  week  amount  to  3c3 
cases,  as  follows  :  Ten  cases  common  current,  115  cases  manu- 
facturing, mixed  talequale,  and  160  cases  selected  Karahissar 
talequalo,  all  for  U.S.A.;  nine  cases  Karahissar  and  Yerli 
for  the  Continent,  and  9  cases  Yerli  extra  for  England. 
Needy  sellers  were  forced  to  accept  the  American  buyers' 
terms,  but  when  all  available  stock  was  cleared  out  our 
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strong  holders  kept  verv  firm,  and  at  the  end  obtained  fully 
two  to  three  ponce  per  lb.  over  and  above  the  prices  paid  at 
the  beginning  of  tho  week.  Prices  arc  considered  unjustin- 
ably  low,  and  buyers  will  do  well  to  take  in  stocks  now,  for 
even  with  a  fairly  good  crop  of  opium  next  summer  wo  do 
not  see  how  it  is  possible  for  tho  market  to  go  lower.  The 
arrivals  in  Smyrna  to  date  amount  to  1,446  cases,  against 
4,225  cases  at  the  same  period  last  year. 

Smyrna,  February  23.— Tho  sales  this  week  amount  to 
50  cases,  as  follows:  Eight  cases  selected  Karahissar  for 
America,  12  cases  current  talcquale,  ten  cases  Yerli  for  Eng- 
land, six  cases  current  talequale  for  the  Continent,  and  12  cases 
current  qualities  for  speculators.

(Ed.  II.).  250  kilos,  sulphate  (Ed.  III.),  50  kilos,  hydrochloride 
(Ed.  III.),  and  50  kilos,  tannate  (Ed.  III.).  Of  the  above  only 
56.70  kilos,  sulphate  (Ed.  II.)  sold,  at  fl.  13.20  to  fl.  13.15  per 
kilo.,  50  kilos,  sulphate  (Ed.  III.)  at  fl.  16.75,  and  25  kilos, 
tannate  (Ed.  III.)  at  fl.  9.30  per  kilo. 

Chiiian  Nitrate. 

The  present  agreement  among  the  producers  of  nitrate  of 
soda  expires  on  March  31,  but  it  was  expected  it  would  be 
renewed  for  another  five  years.  Some  manufacturers  are, 
however,  not  willing  to  agree  to  their  quota  of  the  output, 
though  all  agree  that  the  consumption  will  not  exceed 
2.000,000  tons  this  year.  It  was  desired  to  restrict  the  pro- 
duction to  this  amount,  while  the  production  may  otherwise 
run  up  to  2,400,000  tons.  This  would  cause  a  drop  in  price 
in  1907,  unless  the  consumption  increases  very  much.  The 
Chilian  Minister  of  the  Interior  has  requested  a  conference 
with  the  manufacturers  in  order  to  effect  an  agreement ;  but 
the  producers  are  of  opinion  that  the  combination  will  not  be 
renewed. 
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Ceylon  Citronella  ano  Xemonorass 

By  C.  Edward  Sage,  Ph.C,  F.C.S. 


I HAVE  recently  had  submitted  to  me  samples  of  citronella 
and  lemongrass  oils  which  were  distilled,  at  the  insti- 
gation of  the  Ceylon  Government,  at  the  Government  Ex- 
periment Station  at  Peradeniya.  Citronella  oil  has  been 
subjected  to  such  gross  adulteration  in  past  years  that  the 
trade  in  it  has  fluctuated  considerably,  and  with  a  view  to 
improving  this  condition  of  affairs  the  Government  have 
had  these  two  shipments  of  oil  prepared  from  reliable 
material  in  such  a  way  as  to  preclude  any  adulteration 
whatever.  The  oils  have  been  offered  in  London,  with  the 
object  of  finding  the  price  obtainable  for  a  perfectly 
genuine  article,  and  as  a  guide  to  future  operations  in 
Ceylon. 

Citronella  Oil. 
The  sample  of  this  which  I  received  was  of  a  dark  orange 
colour,  and  judged  by  its  odour  alone  it  would  find  a  ready 
market.    On  submission  to  analysis  it  yielded  the  following 
factors  :

Turbid  solution. 
The  oil  was  fractionated  under  reduced  pressure,  and  the 
factions  and  residue  were  proved  to  be  free  from  mineral 
oils  and  fatty  matter.  As  the  citronella  oils  sold  on  the 
London  market  are  usually  guaranteed  to  pass  "  Schimmel's 
test,"  and  all  the  largest  buyers  in  this  country  and  America 
specify  that  test  in  their  contracts,  this  individual  oil  would 
be  unlikely  to  find  a  purchaser  who  would  not  demur,  or 
ask  for  an  allowance,  on  account  of  the  turbidity  mentioned 
above.  As  this  difficulty  has  been  noticed  before  with 
other  genuine  oils,  the  retaining  of  Schimmel's  test  as  a 
criterion  of  purity,  by  buyers  and  sellers,  seems  undesirable. 
The  test  is  designed  to  detect  adulteration  with  kerosene, 
and  does  not  discriminate  between  good  and  bad  oils  which 
•may  happen  to  be  pure.  The  value  of  the  oil  depends 
entirely  on  the  proportions  of  the  odorous  bodies  geraniol 
and  citronellal  present,  and  the  basis  for  sale  or  contracts 
should  certainly  be  a  determination  of  the  amounts  con- 
tained by  an  oil,  and  not  an  arbitrary  test  which,  although 
•useful  up  to  a  certain  point,  gives  no  information  as  to 
•quality. 

Lemongrass  Oil. 
This  sample  was  obtained  from  several  parcels  which  were 
part  of  the  same  shipment.    It  possessed  an  exceptionally 
tine  odour,  but  was  dark  in  colour.    On  analysis  it  yielded

The  troubles  which  have  lately  been  convulsing  the 
Caucasus  region  in  common  with  the  rest  of  Russia  have 
had  a  serious  effect  on  the  export  of  manganese  ores  to  the 
European  and  American  markets  from  that  quarter.  Man- 
ganese occurs  principally  in  the  form  of  the  black  oxide, 
and  the  chief  supplies  of  this  material  available  for  import 
into  consuming  countries  are  those  of  Russia,  India,  and 
Brazil.  The  practical  failure  of  the  Russian  output  during 
the  last  few  months  has  led  to  a  rise  in  price,  and  the  crude 
oxide  is  now  quoted  at  rates  which  are  just  about  double 
those  prevailing  before  the  Russian  troubles  assumed  serious 
proportions.  The  effect  of  the  rise  was,  of  course,  first  felt 
in  the  steelmaking  industry,  which  takes  by  far  the  largest 
share  of  the  manganese  imports ;  but  recently  the  effect  of 
high  prices  has  also  begun  to  be  felt  in  the  chemical-trade, 
in  several  branches  of  which  manganese  dioxide  is  an  im- 
portant raw  material. 

The  present  scarcity  is  having  an  important  effect  on  the 
development  of  manganese  ores  in  other  countries.  Quite 
recently  large  deposits  of  such  ores  have  been  discovered 
in  British  North  Borneo.  The  exploitation  of  these  is 
stated  to  be  proceeding  rapidly,  and  it  is  considered  that  an 
export  of  from  40,000  to  50,000  tons  per  annum  can  be  main- 
tained easily  from  this  source.  Much  of  the  Borneo  man- 
ganese ore  is  rather  siliceous  in  character,  and  fot  that 
reason  brokers  and  smelters  have  been  inclined  until  recently 
to  look  rather  askance  at  it. 

About  two  years  ago  a  few  small  consignments  of  man- 
ganese ore  from  Cape  Colony  were  placed  on  the  London 
market.  This  material  proved  to  contain  rather  too  high 
a  percentage  of  phosphorus  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
smelters,  and  consequently  there  were  some  preliminary 
difficulties  to  overcome  before  a  regular  demand  for  Cape 
ore  was  created.  These  obstacles  seem  now  to  have  been 
largely  removed,  and  it  is  stated  that  consignments  of  the 
Cape  manganese  ore  have  been  regularly  received  in  this 
country  of  late. 

It  is  possible  that  with  the  rapidly  increasing  output  of 
manganese  ores  from  India,  and  the  supplies  from  the  two 
new  sources  mentioned,  the  market  may  recover  a  mora 
normal  tone  in  the  near  future.

The  Co-operative  Problem. 
Sir, — We  are  informed  that  we  misunderstand  the  nature 
of  the  grievance  of  chemists  and  other  retailers  against 
industrial  co-operative  societies  by  reason  of  the  giving  of 
bonus  checks.  The  point  sought  to  be  emphasised  by  our 
correspondent  is  that  in  practice  the  aforesaid  societies  sell 
protected  articles  to  any  member  of  the  public,  and  give 
credit  notes  varying  according  to  the  amount  of  the  pur- 
chase, which  can  subsequently  be  exchanged  for  cash  or 
goods.  This  would  certainly  be  a  breach  of  our  terms,  and, 
when  proven,  we  are  prepared  to  refuse  orders  from  such 
industrial  co-operative  societies  and  others  until  the  practice 
is  abandoned.  We  should  require  proof  of  that  practice, 
with  full  trading  name  of  the  society  complained  of.  We 
are  not  prepared  to  question  the  right  of  co-operative  in- 
dustrial societies  to  distribute  their  profits  among  their 
members  (shareholders)  in  any  form  they  think  desirable, 
but  a  bonus  check  or  rebate  on  the  amount  of  a  purchase 
given  to  the  general  public  is  not  a  bond-fide  distribution 
of  profits,  but  a  scheme  for  the  making  of  a  small  profit  out 
of  the  general  public  to  assist  in  reducing  prices  generally 
to  the  bond-fide  members  of  such  industrial  co-operative 
society.  Allow  us  to  add  that  we  closed  the  account  of  the 
Co-operative  Wholesale  Society,  Manchester,  some  years 
ago,  because  they  would  not  sign  an  amended  agreement ; 
this  was  followed  by  the  branches  signing  that  agreement 
and  from  that  date  buying  directly  of  us.  One  such  branch 
said  they  would  not  sell  Elliman's  if  there  were  no  profit 
available  as  a  reward  for  work  done ;  consequently  we  are 
inclined  to  believe  that,  if  approached  in  the  proper  way, 
industrial  co-operative  societies  will  agree  to  trade  with  the 
general  public  upon  agreement  terms,  and  not  give  bonus 
checks  or  rebate  to  them — and,  indeed,  be  glad  to  take  that 
profit,  thereby  benefiting  their  bond-fide  members  or  share- 
holders.

Sir, — The  trade  looks  anxiously  on  the  present  critical 
position  of  the  P.A.T.A.  I,  as  one  feeling  keenly  the  pre- 
sent conditions  as  regards  co-ops.,  am  thankful  that  the 
Council  have  at  length  resolved  upon  action.  Still,  their 
resolution  not  to  supply  co-ops.  who  will  maintain  their 
"  divi  system"  on  P.A.T.A.  articles  cannot  be  called  a 
business  principle,  and  none  will  be  surprised  at  the  split 
in  the  Association,  which  will  surely  wreck  the  whole  body, 
i  f  we  look  fairly  at  the  resolution,  how  can  the  insignificant 
proprietary  traders  in  medicines  alone  imagine  that  the 
co-ops.  are  going  to  alter  their  system  to  meet  them  ?  No ; 
our  P.A.T.A.  Council  are  not  acting  as  business  gentlemen. 
Let  the  co-ops.  have  every  article  on  the  P.A.T.A.,  and  let 
us  say  to  those  who  cut,  by  price  or  "  divi,"  that  the  mini- 
mum P.A.T.A.  retail  price  is  the  price  to  them,  by  the  dozen, 
gross,  or  thousand.  In  the  case  also  of  retailers,  whoever 
and  wherever  found,  infringing  the  principle,  let  their  next 
supply  be  invoiced  by  the  wholesaler  at  P.A.T.A.  retail 
price  until  an  undertaking  be  given  to  "  toe  the  line."

Causation  of  Cancer. 

Sir, — May  I,  with  your  kind  permission,  add  a  word  on 
the  treatment  of  cancer?  Malignant  growths,  according  to 
Dr.  Rabagliati  and  other  recent  authorities,  are  produced  by 
a  persistent  and  rapid  eating  at  too  frequent  intervals  of  car- 
bonaceous or  bread  and  grain  foods.  This  type  of  fuel- 
nutriment  is  digested  partly  by  the  saliva  and  partly  by  the 
bile  and  pancreatic  juices,  so  that  if  eaten  rapidly  and  at  too 
frequent  intervals  the  overworked  pancreas  refuses  to  do 
its  part  of  the  work.  Then,  in  process  of  time,  bereft  of  its 
alkaline  ferments,  the  whole  digestive  canal  from  the  mouth 
to  the  anus  is  filled  with  septic,  decaying,  undigested  car- 
bonaceous food  ;  there  is  a  chronic  catarrh  of  the  whole  sur- 
face of  the  bowel,  and  the  formation  of  the  bowel-juice 
(secretin),  which  is  the  normal  stimulus  that  causes  the  pan- 
creas to  eject  its  contents,  becomes  impossible.  The 
treatment  of  cancer,  then,  is  not  to  bolster  up  the 
work  of  the  pancreas  by  artificially  plying  it  with  the 
enzymes  of  other  animals  :  the  patient  must  sterilise  the 
digestive  organs  by  means  of  a  prolonged  fast,  living 
entirely  on  distilled  water  and  the  juices  or  pulps  of  fresfa 
raw  vegetables  and  fruits,  which  contain  a  large  quantity  of 
vegetable  enzymes  and  antiseptics,  until  the  pancreatic  and 
duodenal  secretions  are  resumed  naturally.  This  dietetic 
treatment  can  be  expedited  by  the  simultaneous  use  of  suit- 
able aperients,  or,  better  still,  of  copious  antiseptic  injec- 
tions of  potassium  bicarbonate  and  sodium  sulphocarboiate 
to  clear  out  the  clogged  and  fcetid  contents  of  the  bowels. 
As  soon  as  the  digestive  tract  has  become  completely  steril- 
ised, and  a  natural  hunger  has  manifested  itself,  the  patient 
could  return  cautiously  to  what  Dr.  Kellogg  calls  an  aseptic 
diet,  consisting  of  fruits,  nuts,  and  dextrinised  grains.  I 
have  not  yet  had  a  favourable  opportunity  of  testing  this 
method  of  treatment  in  cases  of  cancer,  but  it  is  based  upon 
common  sense,  and  I  find  it  has  a  most  wonderful  effect  iD 
many  other  diseases  of  an  intractable  nature.

An  Overlooked  Factor. 

Sir, — The  thanks  of  all  pharmacists  are  due  to  Dr.  Symes 
for  his  paper  at  Leeds  on  "  Some  Problems  which  Present 
themselves  in  the  Practice  of  Pharmacy,"  reported  in  the 
C.  cfc  D.  for  February  24.  With  a  large  part  of  what  Dr. 
Symes  said  most  chemists'  assistants  will  agree ;  but  his 
opening  words  call  for  a  little  consideration.  Dr.  Symes 
remarked  that  the  reason  for  the  smaller  number  of  appli- 
cants for  apprenticeships  is,  partly,  that  the  business  of  the 
pharmacist  has  become  less  professional,  and  therefore  less 
respectable  in  the  eyes  of  the  general  public.  If  we  agree 
that  this  statement  is  the  truth,  it  is  a  sad  reflection  on  the 
passing  generation  of  pharmacists,  who  are  responsible  for 
the  change  which  has  taken  place  in  the  status  of  the  pro- 
fession. It  remains  for  those  men  who  are  following  to 
bring  the  business  to  the  front  rank  once  more.  There  are 
reasons  for  the  scarcity  of  apprentices  other  than  those  Dr. 
Symes  mentioned.  Almost  all  trades  or  professions  except 
ours  have  made  steady  steps,  in  some  cases  gigantic  strides, 
towards  abolishing  the  living-in  system  and  shortening  the 
hours  of  labour  of  their  employes.  In  this  matter  the 
chemist  and  druggist  is  an  example  of  "  splendid  isolation" 
which  cannot  be  envied.  The  average  British  paterfamilias 
is  a  longheaded  individual.  He  sees,  plainly,  that  his 
promising  young  son,  on  entering  pharmacy,  must  go 
through  a  four  or  five  years'  painful  ordeal  of  very  long 
hours  under  the  living-in  system.  If  he  be  wise  he  recog- 
nises that  this  manner  of  living  is  not  the  one  best  calculated 
to  make  his  son  physically  fit  for  the  study  necessary  for  the 
qualifying  examination.  It  is  pathetic  to  hear  Dr.  Symes 
speak  of  junior  assistants  abandoning  the  habit  of  study 
for  pleasure  and  amusement.  Abandonment,  indeed  !  We 
may  fairly  say  that  the  average  hours  of  the  junior  chemist's 
assistant,  living  indoors,  are  from  8  a.m.  to  9  p.m.,  Saturdays 
to  10.30  p.m.,  and  every  other  night  duty  must  be  taken 
after  9  p.m.  till  bedtime.  A  half-day  per  week  from  2  p.m., 
and  his  share  of  Sunday  duty,  are  also  taken  into  considera- 
tion. We  have  lately  seen  by  a  letter  in  the  C.  &  D.  (Feb- 
ruary 17)  that  even  half-days  are  not  so  universal  as  they 
should  be.  I  think  these  circumstances  explain  the  problem 
of  scarcity  of  apprentices  and  the  amusement  and  pleasure 
notion.    I  venture  to  predict  that  the  future  percentage  ol 
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passes  in  the  qualifying  examination  will  increase  in  direct 
proportion  to  the  increase  of  outdoor  situations  with  fairer 
hours,  as  this  means  more  freedom  for  study  and  better 
physical  equipment  for  the  same.  There  is  undoubtedly  a 
growing  demand  for  outdoor  situations  with  reasonable 
hours.  Situations  are  already  to  be  had  where  on  the  long- 
duty  day  the  extra  hours  at  night  are  balanced  by  a  corre- 
sponding period  of  freedom  in  the  afternoon.  This  arrange- 
ment is  found  to  work  very  well,  both  for  master  and  assist- 
iant.  I  refer  to  berths  where  the  chemist  works  with  a  single 
assistant ;  but  I  fail  to  see  any  reason  which  would  prevent 
any  chemist  from  managing  his  business  with  some  similar 
■modification  of  the  present  state  of  affairs.  Every  student 
■of  industrialism  knows  that  shorter  hours  make  for  better 
and  harder  work.  In  the  last  few  years  signs  have  not  been 
■wanting  that  chemists  are  awaking  out  of  sleep.  The  forma- 
tion of  the  P.A.T.A.  is  one  of  the  signs.  Another  is  the 
ifact  that  there  is  strong  feeling  of  resentment  among  those 
•of  us  who  have  stuck  loyally  to  legitimate  traders  against 
those  qualified  assistants  who  have  given  their  knowledge 
and  names  to  stores  not  owned  by  a  qualified  chemist.  The 
usual  excuse  is  that  they  get  an  easier  time,  but  at  what  a 
cost  to  their  stouter-hearted  brother  assistants  !  Finally,  I 
should  humbly  advise  all  qualified  assisants  who  have  been 
through  the  ordeal  to  keep  pegging  away  at  reform  of  the 
irind  I  have  mentioned,  as  in  that,  in  a  very  great  measure, 
Eies  the  future  prosperity  of  the  drug-trade.

"Modern  Business  Methods." 
Sih, — I  have  pleasure  in  replying  to  an  evidently  silly  jay 
— admittedly  one  of  the  most  senseless  birds  in  their  young 
days,  but  knowing  and  tough  when  older.

iuS/iR'7^r-eS!lming  that  the  artide  "Modern  Business 
Methods  is  intended  to  be  taken  seriously,  then  I  certainly 
tmnk-  that  Another  Jay's"  criticism,  as  well  as  his  final 
inference,  is  fully  justified.  Such  figures  as  those  referred 
to  are  very  misleading  to  the  uninitiated,  but  for  the  ex- 
perienced, as  "  Another  Jay  "  says,  only  create  amusement, 
it  is  rather  rich  for  a  man  to  say  that  a  married  chemist 
should  live  on  80/.  and  then  to  admit  that  he  cannot  do  it 


himself — in  fact,  that  it  costs  him  about  twice  as  mm  h. 
The  writer  of  the  article  evidently  does  not  intend  the  wife 
to  dress  too  elaborately,  and  I  would  suggest  that  some  of 
the  chemists'  wives  tell  us  whether  8/.  is  a  fair  amount  for 
clothing-allowance.

Another  View  of  the  Poisons  Question. 
Sir, — The  articles  which  you  have  recently  published  rn 
the  Sale  of  Poisons  Act  [C.  <k  D.,  January  27  and  Feb- 
ruary 3)  are  so  much  concerned  with  the  company  question 
that  they  ignore  another  important  side  of  the  matter.  The 
initial  mistake  in  the  legislative  control  of  the  sale  of 
poisons  in  Great  Britain  was  entrusting  the  administration 
of  the  law  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.    That  was  not 
the  Society's  fault.    It  was  the  accident  of  circumstances. 
The  Society  started  out  in  1841  on  its  career  ostensibly  to 
promote  the  interests  of  chemists  and  druggists,  and  imme- 
diately divided  the  retail  drug-trade  by  distinguishing  those 
who  supported  the  Society  as  "pharmaceutical  chemists." 
Thenceforth  its  aspirations,  its  efforts,  its  interests  were 
directed  to  support  its  own  members  in  preference  to  the 
trade  as  a  whole,  and  his  policy  of  bipartite  fissure  was 
ratified  when  the  Pharmacy  Bill  of  1852  became  law.  The 
object  of  this  Bill  was  to  ensure  that  persons  trading  as 
dispensing  chemists  should  have  a  practical  knowledge  of 
their  business,  and  the  first  effect  of  it  was  that  the  Society 
admitted  a  very  large  number  of  chemists  to  its  member- 
ship without  examination,  who  thus  became  pharmaceutical 
chemists.    The  express  purpose  of  the  proceeding  was  to 
create  a  hall-marked  class,  numerically  great  and  financially 
strong.    The  aims  and  aspirations  of  the  Society  continued 
until  the  country,  as  represented  by  Parliament,  required 
some  means  of  controlling  the  distribution  of  poisons  to  the 
public.    This  was  a  business  which,  up  to  1868,  had  I  een 
confined  to  retail  shopkeepers  who  traded  as  chemists  and 
druggists.    Other  traders,  such  as  grocers  and  drysalt^rs, 
were  not  much  concerned  with  selling  poisons,  and  handled 
very  little  of  them  ;  but  the  man  in  the  street  could  set  him- 
self up  as  a  chemist  and  druggist  and  distribute  the  most 
potent  poisons,  except  arsenic,  as  he  pleased.      Such  a 
wicked  state  of  things  was  bound  to  be  remedied  in  time, 
and  when  that  time  came,  in  1868.  in  the  Sale  of  Poisons 
Act,  Parliament  entrusted  the  enforcement  of  the  Act  to 
the  body  which,  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century,  had 
been  trying  to  distinguish  its  members  from  ordinary  drug- 
dealers.    This  was  the  fatal  blunder.    The  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  aspirations  were  concentrated  on  the  production, 
within  the  retail  drug-trade,  of  a  class  of  professional  phar- 
macists, ip<o  facto  its  own  members ;  and  this  aspiration 
was  persisted  in  so  strongly  after  the  1868  Act  that  the 
Society  has  continued  to  give  greater  attention  to  securing 
members  than  to  ensuring  the  safety  of  the  public  by  pro- 
viding the  class  of  poison-distributors  which  the  1868  powers 
called  for.    The  professional  and  narrow  aspirations  of  the 
Society  have  made  it  neglectful  of  these  powers,  and  it 
has  been  false  to  the  dictates  of  Parliament  as  regards  the 
provision  of  a  class  of  men  to  sell  poisons  not  so  professional 
as  pharmaceutical  chemists,  by  raising  the  standard  of 
qualification  so  as  to  conform  with  its  objects  as  expressed 
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in  its  Charter  and  the  1852  Act.  If  the  Society  had  worked 
hand  in  hand  with  the  Privy  Council  it  could  have)  in  1880 
secured  such  amendment  of  the  Act  as  would  have  prevented 
the  company  evil  growing  to  its  present  gigantic  proportions, 
but  history  shows  that  it  was  always  more  concerned  about 
professional  status  than  the  law,  and  many  opportunities 
have  been  lost  in  consequence.

Society  Stock-taking. 

Sir,— Your  excellent  article  on  Minor  Considerations 
and  the  letters  by  "  Cosmopolite"  on  same  subject  set  me 
searching  through  my  book  of  drug  notes.  This  book  of 
mine  was  compiled  by  me  from  the  V .  <£•  D.  as  a  pastime  in 
the  month  of  July  1905,  and  is  continually  being  referred 
to  by  my  brother  chips  when  we  argue  on  trade  politics. 
Every  editorial,  every  "  ar  ray,"  every  letter  to  editor,  and 
all  reports  of  local  associations  for  the  years  1902,  1903,  and 
1904  were  read  by  me,  and  the  gist  of  each  was  noted  in  my 
book.  The  leaders  of  the  trade  were  especially  active 
during  these  years ;  but  the  difference  between  the  spoken 
word  and  the  performance  is  very  evident  to  any  man  who 
reads  my  condensed  review.  Nothing  attempted  but  the 
Pharmacy  Bill,  nothing  done;  and  many  of  my  young 
friends  in  all  parts  of  the  country  feel  anxious  when  every 
effort  seems  to  be  concentrated  on  a  Bill  (which  even  the 
son  of  the  President  has  criticised  severely)  instead  of  the 
retrenchment  of  expenses  and  reform  of  the  Society's 
methods  so  very  much  needed.  The  young  men  of  1906  are 
the  future  members  of  Council,  we  hope,  but  certainly  the 
outlook  for  them  is  very  poor  compared  with  that  of  their 
fathers  who  (in  many  cases)  inherited  historic  businesses. 

So  far  as  the  C.  Jc  D.  tells  me,  there  has  never  been  one 
man  inside  the  Council  who  has  taken  his  stand  as  the 
Labour  member.  Yet  labour  is  the  chief  source  of  profit, 
and  many  employers  estimate  their  profit  as  at  so  much  per 
head  for  every  employe;  ergo,  the  better  the  employe  is 
taught  and  prepared,  the  better  he  can  work,  and  the  more 
valuable  is  he  to  his  employer.  The  Pharmacy  Bill  saps 
the  energy  of  the  whole  Council ;  it  has  dried  up  the  foun- 
tain of  resource;  and  even  in  the  local  associations  the  only 
other  subjects  are  "breaking  bulk"  and  the  "widows 
clause." 

Glyn-Jones  was  the  mainstay  of  the  masters,  but  it  was 
his  work  outside  the  Council  which  helped  them  so  mate- 
rially. The  P.A.T.  A.  has  been  the  means  of  saving  perhaps 
five  thousand  chemists  in  England  and  Wales  from  bank- 
ruptcy. Inside  the  Council  his  work  was  entirely  spoilt  by 
the  fact  that  government  goes  by  counting  noses,  as  Lord 
Hugh  Cecil  said;  and  as  Glyn-Jones  had  only  one  nose  it 
mattered  little  how  powerful  his  voice  was — he  was  out- 
voted. Something  is  wrong  somewhere — the  assistant  can 
see  that ;  and  the  young  man  in  business  for  himself  has  seen 
it  to  such  an  extent  that  there  are  perhaps  three  thousand 
businesses  on  the  market — not  always  advertised,  but  still 
there,  as  you  can  prove  if  you  care  to  ask  any  traveller. 
Companies  and  the  big  druggists  have  the  pull  in  every 
town  :  they  have  the  best  positions,  huge  turnover,  plenty 
of  money  to  advertise,  and — mark  this  well — they  can 
manage  fairly  well  with  the  indifferent  labour,  because  the 
numbers  of  customers  in  these  shops  drive  the  men  to  work, 
whereas  in  the  smaller  shops  the  onus  of  this  falls  upon  the 
master. 

No  Pharmacy  Bill  is  going  to  bring  back  the  doctors' 
dispensing  or  the  old  days  of  big  profits  ;  nor  will  any  such 
Bill  do  away  with  the  need  for  spending  50/.  a  year  on 
advertising,  nor  help  the  small  druggist  to  obtain  the  30  to 
40  per  cent,  discount  off  ordinary  cost-prices  which  the  big 
traders  get  by  buying  in  wholesale  quantities. 

What,  then,  is  the  young  chemist's  hope  for  the  future? 
Surely  first  must  be — 

1.  A  society  solvent  and  up  to  date. 

2.  An  examination  modernised  and  useful. 

3.  A  Society  40,000  strong. 

4.  A  revised  Poison  Schedule. 

5.  Vigilant  local  associations  made  really  useful. 

All  these  are  being  neglected  for  this  octopus  of  a  Pharmacy 
Bill,  which,  even  if  it  did  pass  our  House  of  Commons, 
would  not  put  one  shilling  into  the  pockets  of  any  one 
assistant  or  young  business  owner  in  England  and  Wales.

— It  was  very  kind  of  the  overseers  to 
reduce  your  rates  in  September,  for  they  are  entitled  not  only 
to  charsre  vou  according  to  the  rental  which  you  pay,  but 
higher  if  the  rental  happen  to  be  less  than  the  market-value- 
of  the  property.  You  may  appeal  to  the  Assessment  Con>- 
mittce  of  the  Board  of  Guardians. 

F.  J.  N.  (230/67). — Applications  in  regard  to  the  registra- 
tion of  designations  as  trade-marks  should  be  addressed  to  the-

— This  is  generally 
done  with  a  sand-blast  apparatus  and  metal  stencil,  but 
ammonium-fluoride  "ink"  might  suit  your  purpose  if  the 
operations  are  on  a  small  scale. 

Manchester  (218/32). — You  will  find  much  about  gelatin- 
capsule  making  in  "The  Art  of  Dispensing."  There  is  no- 
book  which  deals  with  this  subject  alone. 

A  Sufferer  (224/24). — Locomotor  Ataxia  is  not  a  curable- 
disease.  Many  remedies  have  been  brought  forward  from 
time  to  time,  and  in  some  cases  the  prolonged  life  of  the 
sufferer,  and  his  ability  to  participate  in  business,  have  given 
rise  to  the  suggestion  that  some  remedy  is  a  specific.  Such 
cases  are,  however,  recognised  to  bo  independent  of  the  reme- 
dies :  they  are  mild  attacks,  and  would  probably  have  got  on 
as  well  without  the  remedies.

The  following  are  American  and  English 
unofficial  imitations: 

Acetanilide  50  grains,  caffeine  2  grains,  tartaric  acid, 
3  grains,  sodium  bicarbonate  45  grains.

H\  F.  O.— Mechanical  Dentistry.— We  could  not 
advise  a  lad  to  go  into  this  business  without  qualifying  fully 
as  a  dentist.  There  may  during  the  next  twenty  years  bo 
considerable  changes  in  dental  matters,  whereby  the  skill  of 
the  dentist  as  a  surgeon,  rather  than  as  a  mechanic,  will  be 
more  called  for,  and  the  prospects  are  altogether  better  for 
the  dental  surgeon  than  for  the  dental  mechanic. 

E.  TP.  S.  (224/59).— Ballroom-floor  Polish.— An  easily 
worked  formula,  producing  a  satisfactory  preparation,  is  the 
following:  Hard  paraffin,  1  part;  powdered  cetaceum, 
2  parts;  boric  acid,  4  parts. 

Doubtful  (225/9). — The  fact  that  some  kinds  of  compressed 
tablets  pass  through  the  body  intact  is  well  known,  but  that 
ought  not  to  be  the  case  with  properly  made  phenacetin  and 
caffeine  tablets. 

A.  M.  S.  (230/57).— (1)  Liquor  Ferri  et  Mangan.  Phos.— 
A  formula  for  this  is  given  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas," 
ed.  vi.,  p.  675.  Liq.  ferri  phos.  magnet,  is  a  proprietary  pre- 
paration. (2)  Pulv.  Jacobi  in  a  prescription  means  Dr. 
James's  fever-powder,  and  it  is  customary  to  supply  the 
proprietary  article. 

F.  K.  (232/19). — We  have  no  trouble  in  finding  what  you 
want  in  "Pharmaceutical  Formulas":  (1)  Nit  Ointment 
(with  paraffin  basis),  p.  817;  (2)  Shampoo-powder  for  Id. 
packets,  p.  131,  I. 

Laurencio  (232/8).— A  fair  Shampoo-powder  can  be  made, 
as  you  suggest,  by  adding  a  little  perfume  to  Hudson's  soap- 
powder.  It  does  not  suit  all  waters,  however — e.g.,  with  the 
New  River  water  it  sometimes  makes  long  hair  quite  sticky. 
Try  4  parts  of  dried  sodium  carbonate  and  1  part  of  dried 
Vinolia  white  household  soap  (both  in  powder). 

R.  C.  T.  (219/36).— Taste  of  Strychnine.— The  attempt  is 
usually  made  to  mask  the  taste  of  strychnine  with  sweetening 
agents,  but  more  success  would  probably  attend  the  use  of 
gymnema-leaves.  These  leaves  were  investigated  in  1904  by 
Dr.  F.  B.  Power  and  Mr.  Frank  Tutin,  and  an  interesting  note 
on  the  power  of  gymnema-leaves  in  masking  the  bitter  taste 
of  quinine  is  given  in  the  C.  &  D.,  August  13,  1904,  p.  330, 
which  you  should  read. 

J.  M.  (217/60). — Furniture-polish. — No.  1  of  your  samples 
is  a  mixture  of  a  fixed  oil  and  citral,  while  No.  2  is  com- 
pounded of  linseed  oil,  butyr  of  antimony,  water,  eosin  (the 
colour),  and  oil  of  mirbane  (the  odour). 

Dentar  (217/52).— Tartar-removing  Pencil.— We  have  no 
formula  for  this,  but  suggest  that  you  try  the  following :

E.  I).  P.  (225/65). — Asthma-specific. — The  active  principlo 
of  this  is  cocaine  hydrochloride,  but  we  have  never  been  ablo 
to  identify  the  colouring  matter  and  vegetable  extract.  Refer 
to  C.  <L-  D.,  September  2,  1905,  p.  424. 

Tarnish  (215/21). — Varnishes  containing  a  good  proportion 
of  shellac  and  Kauri  stand  hot  water  well  if  allowed  to  well 
dry  before  exposing  to  the  action  of  the  water. 

Dens  (203/66).— Cocaine  in  Tooth-extraction. — The  method 
of  using  cocaine  and  beta-eucaine  is  thus  given  in  the  new 
edition  of  "  Diseases  and  Remedies  "  (C.  c£  D.  office,  3s.) : 

"  Painless  and  bloodless  extractions  are  now  performed  by 
the  use  of  a  solution  of  beta-cucainc  and  adrenalin  chloride. 
Five  to  ten  minims  of  "  eudrcnonc  "  (the  appropriate  com- 
bination) should  be  injected  towards  the  interior  of  the  root 
of  the  tooth  with  a  hypodermic  syringe,  the  needle  of  which 
is  pushed  well  '  home.'  Keep  the  needle  in  and  the  finger 
on  the  top  of  the  gum  for  two  minutes  after  the  injection. 
Then  withdraw  slowly,  keeping  slight  pressure  on  with  the 
finger,  and  immediately  the  needle  comes  out  press  the 
finger  on  the  opening,  and  keep  it  there  for  a  minute  until 
absorption  has  taken  place.  Repeat  the  operation  on  the 
other  side  of  the  tooth  with  the  rest  of  the  solution  ;  then 
wait  a  few  minutes  to  allow  the  anaesthetic  to  act  before 
operating." 

W.  E.  G.  (231/11). — Brass  Sieve.— Our  correspondent 
bought  a  brass  sieve  and  hung  it  on  the  wall  of  his  warehouse 
for  a  month.  On  going  to  use  it  for  the  first  time  this  week  ho 
found  the  brass  had  turned  green  and  rotted  into  holes. 
Why  is  this  ?  he  asks.  It  is  not  possible  to  give  a  clear  answer 
to  such  a  question,  but  from  the  appearance  of  the  sample  of 
gauze  sent  us  it  looks  as  if  some  chemical  corrosion  had  been 
at  work.  An  escape  of  nitrous  fumes  would  probably  cause 
such  an  effect  as  "  W.  H.  G."  complains  of. 

Cheshire  (219/43)  asks  what  is  understood  by  Dragon's- 
blood  in  recipes  when  it  is  associated  with  balsam  of  copaiba 
and  sweet  nitre?  Dragon's-blood  is  an  astringent,  the  in- 
ternal dose  being  10  grains  to  half  a  drachm,  and  should  bo 
used  in  the  above  recipe.  Tinct.  lavand.  co.  is  not  a  justifi- 
able substitute. 

F.  J.  X.  (230/17).— Boot-polish.— Only  the  makers  of  the 
blackings  you  name  could  give  the  exact  composition,  but  you 
can  produce  a  similar  article  from  some  recipes  in  "  Phar- 
maceutical Formulas "  or  the  model  formula  given  in  the 
C.  JL-  D.,  December  24,  1904,  p.  1033. 

Pharmacist  (223/34). — Corn-paint. — This  can  easily  be 
thickened  by  using  more  resin  ;  customers  usually  complain 
that  corn-paints  are  too  thick. 

TF.  B.  (230/15),  writing  in  regard  to  our  reply  as  to  Boiler- 
INCRUSTATION  (C .  <£  D.,  February  24,  p.  322),  states  that  a  pre- 
paration called  "  Algae-jell "  is  largely  sold  in  the  West 
Riding  for  preventing  incrustation  in  boilers.  It  is  under- 
stood to  be  a  preparation  of  seaweed. 

F.  0.  (224/63).— Book  on  Fruit-preserving. — The  only 
books  on  this  subject  that  we  know  of  treating  of  the  fer- 
mentative processes  that  have  to  be  overcome  in  fruit-preserv- 
ing are  Pacrette's  "  Art  of  Canning  and  Preserving  as  an 
Industry"  (21s.)  and  Duckwall's  "Bacteriology"  (21«.),  both 
obtainable  from  the  Sprague  Canning  Machinery  Co., 
42  River  Street,  Chicago,  111. 

S.  E.  C.  (155/29). — Whiting  moistened  with  ammonia  is  the 
usual  polish  to  use  for  syphon  tops. 

Calcdon  (222/34). — Lemon-squeezing  on  a  large  scale  is  best 
accomplished  in  a  hydraulic  press.  The  lemons,  the  peel 
having  been  removed,  are  put  into  the  filter-bags  and  pressed' 
gradually,  so  as  not  to  force  out  more  pulp  than  can  be 
avoided. 

Pomade  (222/47),  E.  <{•  Co.  (221 /58).— Non-poisonous  Nit- 
pomade.— See  C.  &  D.,  November  18,  1905,  p.  814. 

J.  P.  (91/19). — Jam-boiling. — Jams  in  which  preservatives- 
are  not  employed  are  boiled  until  they  contain  60  per  cent,  of 
sugar.  By  using  salicylic  acid  as  a  preservative  the  manu- 
facturer is  enabled  to  produce  a  jam  with  6  per  cent,  more 
water,  of  better  colour,  and  with  improved  keeping  qualities. 

M.  E.  (Leipzig)  (228/68).— Chewing-gum.—  The  general 
directions  for  preparing  this  are  to  take — 

Gum  chicle    1  lb. 

Powdered  sugar    3  lb. 

Flavouring   a  sufficiency 

The  gum  chicle  is  coarsely  powdered  and  triturated  with  1  lb. 
of  the  sugar,  and  the  powder  passed  through  a  coarse  sieve. 
The  remainder  of  the  sugar  is  then  mixed  in,  and  the  vessel 
containing  the  mixture  is  heated  on  a  sand-bath  until  the  mass 
softens  upon  stirring.  It  is  then  well  worked  and  transferred 
to  a  slab  sprinkled  with  sugar.    The  flavouring  or  other  in- 
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gradients  (pepsin,  for  example)  are  then  sprinkled  upon  the 
mass  and  mixed  by  kneading.  Finally  roll  out  into  thin 
sheets  and  cut  into  flat  sticks  of  the  desired  size.  The  favourite 
flavourings  are  peppermint  and  wintergreen  oils,  but  cinna- 
mon, cardamoms,  cloves,  and  other  breath-perfumes  are  much 
in  request.  On  the  manufacturing  scale  special  machinery  is 
used  for  making  chewing-gum.  A  formula  for  this  prepara- 
tion, containing  balsams  of  tolu  and  Peru,  white  wax  and 
glucose,  in  addition  to  gum  chicle  and  sugar,  was  given  in  the 
C.  &  D.  for  January  4,  1902,  p.  29. 

Diabetic  (330/36).— Diabetic  Marmalade. — We  have  not  a 
formula  for  this,  but  the  lines  to  go  on  are  to  use  orange-pulp 
(imported  now  in  quantity  from  Spain),  shredded  orange-peel, 
apple-juice,  saccharin,  and  agar-agar  as  a  solidifying  in- 
gredient. Apple-juice  is  made  by  boiling  2  lb.  of  apples  with 
a  pint  of  water  and  draining  off  the  liquid.  Reckon  14  grains 
of  saccharin  as  equal  to  1  lb.  of  sugar,  and  that  marmalade 
usually  consists  of  half  its  weight  of  sugar. 

A.  E.  I.  (330/26).— Carminolin  and  geranium  red  referred 
to  in  the  toilet-powder  recipes  in  "  Pharmaceutical 
Formulas  "  are  made  by  H.  Kohnstamm  &  Co.,  87  Park  Place, 
New  York 

R.  S.  D.  (229/8). — Quick-drying  Ink. — We  can  only  suggest 
the  addition  of  as  much  alcohol  as  possible  to  an  aqueous 
solution  of  aniline  dye  without  making  the  ink  flow  so  freely 
that  it  spreads  on  the  paper. 

C.  E.  P.  (229/64).— Removing  Tattoo-marks.— The  two 
methods  are  by  the  use  of  nitric  acid  and  digestion  with 
papain.  In  the  former  method  nitric  acid  is  applied  to  the 
tattoo-mark  by  means  of  the  stopper  of  the  bottle  or  a  glass 
rod.  In  from  a  minute  and  a  half  to  ten  minutes,  when  the 
true  skin  is  penetrated,  which  is  told  by  a  crusted  appearance, 
wash  off  with  water.  In  a  few  days  a  scab  forms  which  con- 
tains the  tattoo-mark;  remove  it,  and  should  inflammation 
supervene  poultice  and  bathe  with  warm  water.  The  papain 
method  is  to  anaesthetise  the  part  with  an  ethyl-chloride  spray 
and  tattoo  glycerole  of  papain  into  the  coloured  parts.  Follow 
this  with  a  dressing  of  glycerole  of  papain,  antiseptic  gauze, 
and  adhesive  plaster.  Keep  this  for  three  days  without  dis- 
turbing, then  cover  with  adhesive  plaster.  A  scab  forms,  and 
when  it  drops  off  the  marks  have  generally  disappeared. 

Inquirer  (227/49).—  Erysipelas,  Eczema,  _  and  Acne  Oint- 
ment.—A  very  good  imitation  of  your  specimen  can  be  made

F.  F.  Q.  (228/19).— Prescription-reading.— You  will  find  in 
the  Diary  for  this  year  a  list  of  all  the  books  published  on  this 
subject;  Ince's  "Latin  Grammar  of  Pharmacy"  is  probably 
the  one  that  would  suit  you  best. 

Tetrachlor  (218/13). — Carbon  Tetrachloride  is  a  liquid 
somewhat  resembling  chloroform.  It  boils  at  76.5°  C,  and  has 
a  sp.  gr.  of  1.6319  at  0°  C.  The  process  of  manufacture  is  as 
follows : 

Two  parts  of  aluminium  chloride  are  boiled  with  100  parts 
of  carbon  bisulphide  for  about  half  an  hour,  the  liquid  being 
then  cooled  and  treated  with  a  current  of  pure  dry  chlorine 
until  the  weight  has  increased  to  383  parts.  To  destroy  the 
chlorosulpho  products  contaminating  the  carbon  tetra- 
chloride the  liquid  is  treated  with  about  0.05  per  cent,  of 
iron  dust  or  other  analogous  metal  and  gently  heated,  the 
final  products  of  the  reaction  being  carbon  tetrachloride  and 
sulphur  chloride.  The  former  is  separated  by  distilling  at 
60°-90°  O,  and  is  purified  by  washing  with  alkaline  water 
and  redistillation.  The  residual  sulphur  chloride  iB  utilised 
for  the  further  production  of  carbon  tetrachloride  by  treat- 
ing it  with  carbon  bisulphide  in  the  molecular  proportion  of 
three  molecules  of  the  former  to  one  molecule  of  the  latter 
and  1  per  cent,  of  iron-dust. 

The  sulphur  chloride  is,  however,  in  great  request  as  a  vul- 
canising agent  in  indiarubber  factories.  As  regards  the  uses 
of  carbon  tetrachloride,  these  are  increasing  every  day  now 
that  the  reagent  is  obtainable  at  a  relatively  low  price.  It 
is  a  solvent  for  fats,  resins,  stearin,  and  paraffin,  is  used  for 
degreasing  in  the  textile  industry,  and  as  a  varnish  solvent 
and  paint  diluent.    It  is  a  capital  thing  for  removing  grease 


or  tar  from  clothing,  and  does  not  leave  a  halo,  as  benzine 
often  does.  The  great  advantage  of  carbon  tetrachloride  is 
its  uninflammability ;  it  can  be  heated  and  distilled  without 
danger.  It  has  also  a  curious  power  of  rendering  inflam- 
mable liquids  uninflammable  when  mixed  with  them. 

J.  TF.  S.  (227/35).— Trade-mark  Name.— Only  the  Comp- 
troller of  the  Patent  Office  can  tell  you  whether  the  word  you 
propose  is  already  registered,  and  this  he  only  does  if  applica- 
tion for  registration  is  made  in  the  usual  way,  fully  explained 
in  the  C.  2?  D.  Diary.  Excuse  us  from  acceding  to  your  re- 
quest to  suggest  suitable  trade-mark  names — there  are  limits 
to  our  powers  of  invention. 

B.  P.  &  Co.  (229/38).— Celluloid-cement.— From  what  you 
say  this  is  probably  one  of  the  solvents  for  celluloid — alcohol 
or  acetone.  Usually  the  alcohol  is  sold  containing  already  a 
little  celluloid  in  solution. 

~Sight  (218/19),  F.  L.  S.  (228/34).— Books  on  Sight-testing. 
— A  list  of  books  on  this  subject  is  given  in  the  Diary  for  this 
year.  In  addition  we  must  refer  you  to  the  treatise  on  sig^ht- 
testing  in  the  Diary  for  1900  and  to  the  chapter  on  the  subject 
in  the  new  edition  of  "  Diseases  and  Remedies  "  (G.  &  D. 
office,  Zs.).  The  Educational  Number  of  the  G.  &  D.,  pub- 
lished on  August  12,  1905,  gives  the  fullest  information  on  the 
educational  side  of  optics. 

G.  C.  (210/14). — Trouble  with  Water-still. — We  have  gone 
into  the  question  of  your  difficulty  with  the  Morris  & 
Wethered's  patent  still,  and  think  the  trouble  is  in  the  relative 
quantities  of  inlet  and  cooling  water.  The  cooling  water 
should  approximately  enter  in  a  quantity  of  six  to  one  to  the 
distillate,  but  the  tap  must  be  carefully  regulated  until  the 
still  is  found  to  work  at  its  best  advantage. 

G.  H.  (223/46). — Composition  Corks  in  which  waste  corks 
are  used.  The  following  are  the  compositions  we  have  been 
able  to  trace  :  (1)  Hermet's  method,  in  which  powdered  cork 
and  wood  are  cemented  together  with  collodion  and  celluloid 
dissolved  in  acetone.  (2)  Bartleet's  process.  In  this  cork 
powder  is  mixed  with  a  solution  of  shellac,  resin,  and  copal, 
dried,  pressed  into  moulds,  and  baked.  One  recipe  given  by 
this  inventor  is  shellac  2|  lb.,  borax  f  lb.,  water  3i  gals.,  dis- 
solve and  mix  with  1  cwt.  of  cork.  (3)  Ridley  and  Whitley's 
process :  Cork  waste,  3,600  parts,  is  mixed  with  casein  190 
parts,  lime  15  parts,  and  water  500  parts,  the  mixture  sub- 
jected to  hydraulic  pressure  of  6  kilos,  per  sq.  cm.,  and  after- 
wards heated  to  100°-150°  C.  in  order  to  harden  the  casein. 

.7.  R.  H.  (Erie)  (216/7). — Treatment  of  Obesity.— We  gave 
the  outlines  of  the  modern  treatment  of  obesity  in  the  C.  &  D., 
June  3,  1905,  p.  868 — too  recently  for  us  to  repeat.  As  to  the 
use  of  apomorphine  in  obesity,  it  can  hardly  be  called  a 
remedy,  the  only  purpose  being  to  make  the  patient  feel  too 
ill  to  fancy  his  food. 

Nunqvam  (211/41). — Night  and  Morning  Pills. — The 
larger  pill  taken  at  night  is  usually  blue  pill,  the  morning 
pill  being  an  active  cathartic,  such  as  calomel. 

Heroin  (232/6). — It  is  not  at  all  surprising  to  hear  that 
some  discomfort  and  uneasiness  about  the  limbs  follows  the 
taking  of  2  grains  of  heroin  hydrochloride  daily.  It  is  a 
derivative  of  morphine,  and  as  poisonous  as  that  substance. 
The  dose  is  an  eighth  of  a  grain  three  or  four  times  a  day, 
but  in  the  case  you  mention  the  drug  should  bo  discontinued. 

Corno  (232/4). — The  analysis  of  urine  shows  that  there  is 
little  abnormal  about  it,  except  that  the  customer  has  a  ten- 
dency to  gravel.  If  he  is  not  a  teetotaler  he  had  better  give 
up  brewed  liquors,  and  reduce  his  daily  amount  of  alcohol  to 
2  oz.  of  whisky  per  day  (preferably  with  the  evening  meal), 
well  diluted  with  potash-water.  He  should  take  at  least 
100  oz.  of  water  per  day  and  a  tablespoonful  of  the  following 
at  12  noon  and  4  p.m.  :

Tara  (224/33). — (1)  Some  time  ago  we  examined  a  hairwash 
containing  a  fair  proportion  of  sp.  chloroformi,  but  do  not 
remember  whose  speciality  it  was.  (2)  Healing-ointment. — 
You  could  make  a  good  ointment  to  fulfil  its  title  by  mixing 
ung.  resinas,  adeps,  and  ol.  eucalypti,  but  it  would  not  be

lard.  (3)  Hard  water  is  not  a  disadvantage  in  mixing  a 
sulphur  hair-restorer. 

Reader  (217/7).— Yeast  as  a  Remedy. — It  is  some  years 
since  (C.  <£•  D.,  June  4,  1898,  p.  910)  we  gave  an  account  of  the 
use  of  yeast  as  a  cure  for  consumption.  Dr.  Manders  and 
Dr.  De  Backers  introduced  the  use  of  yeast  for  that  purpose, 
and  nuclein  solution,  obtainable  commercially,  is  the  form 
in  which  it  is  given  hypodermically  or  by  the  mouth.
